The  one  hundred  and  eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  beginning  Tuesday  May  13th,  at  7:30  a.m. 

7:30  a.m.  The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  in  St. 
Paul's  Church  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  D.D.,  assisted  by  the  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor, the  Rt.

Feb.  12 — Unanimous  approval  was  given  of  the  Bishop's  proposed 
schedule  of  appropriations  from  the  income  of  the  Holt  Fund  for  1923. 

May  16 — As  this  was  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee 
elected  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  organization  was  effected  by  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  as  President  and  of  Mr.  Joseph  B. 
Cheshire,  Jr.,  as  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  Mr.  Clarence  Oliver  Pardo  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  to  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  And  approval 
was  given  to  a  request  from  the  Bishop  to  be  permitted  to  use  at  his 
discretion,  any  unexpended  part  of  the  income  from  the  Holt  Fund  for  1923. 

June  21 — Consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  James 
Edward  Freeman,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  of  Washington.  Consent  was  likewise 
given  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey  fco  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Sept.  25 — There  was  submitted  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's  schedule  of 
appropriations  to  be  asked  of  the  National  Council  for  work  among  the 
Colored  people  of  the  Diocese,  which  schedule  was  approved.  At  this 
same  meeting  Mr.  William  Arthur  Lillycrop  and  Mr.  Worth  Wicker  were 
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recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  admitted  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 
And  consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Robert  E.  L. 
Strider  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  West  Virginia. 

Oct.  25 — Consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Frank 
William  Sterrett  as  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Bethlehem. 
And  approval  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Herman  Page,  D.D., 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Spokane,  to  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan. 

Dec.  14 — The  Standing  Committee  recommended  that  the  Bishop 
shorten  the  term  of  Candidacy  of  Mr.  Clarence  Oliver  Pardo  and  Ordain 
him  to  the  Diaconate  at  such  time  as  he  may  choose. 

It  also  gave  formal  approval  of  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Albion 
W.  Knight,  D.D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  New  Jersey  and  of  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Manuel  Ferrando  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Porto  Rico.  Consent 
was  also  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  following  Missionary  Bishops 
Elect:  the  Rev.  Edward  M.  Cross  to  be  Missionary  Bishop  of  Spokane;  the 
Rev.  Charles  S.  Reifsnider  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Tokyo.

Rev.  Boston  M.  Lackey  read  the  report  of  the  Diocesan 
Executive  Committee  as  follows: 

Since  the  last  Convention  three  meetings  of  the  Diocesan  Executive 
Committee  have  been  held  as  follows:  September  20,  1923;  January  18, 
and  Febuary  11,  1924. 

During  the  year  your  Committee  has  considered  many  important 
matters  concerning  the  Diocese.  Among  those  being  the  work  of  putting 
on  the  Nation-wide  Campaign  last  fall.  Provisions  were  made  for  the 
Campaign  at  our  first  meeting,  by  adopting  efficient  plans  and  by  giving 
the  Campaign  Committee  the  assurance  of  our  support  in  carrying  on 
the  work. 

At  the  meet:.ng  of  September  20th,  the  following  Budget  was  adopted :

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The  Committee  authorized  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  to  transfer  the 
funds  of  the  Bynum  Legacy  and  Miss  Lucy  P.  Thorpe  Legacy  to  the 
Diocesan  Educational  Fund. 

Your  Committee  authorized  a  letter  to  be  sent  to  every  congregation 
in  the  Diocese  asking  them  to  give  an  offering  to  the  Emergency  Releif 
Fund  for  the  suffering  Church  people  in  Japan. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  Finance  Committee  make  its  report  for 
the  E.  and  C.  assessments  in  the  fall,  in  order  that  Parishes  and  Missions 
may  know  the  amounts  of  such  assessments  before  they  make  up  their 
budget  for  the  following  year. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Nation-wide  Campaign  reported  to  the  Committee 
that  85  per  cent  of  the  Diocesan  quota  for  1923  had  been  paid. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Nation-wide  Campaign  was  asked  to  report  to 
the  National  Council  that  our  Diocese  will  pay  its  part  of  the  budget 
for  1924. 

Bishop  Penick  made  a  statement  to  the  Committee  concerning  the 
American  Church  Institute  Priority  Number  453  for  St.  Augustine 's  School, 
and  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Diocese  instruct 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Nation-wide  Campaign  Fund  to  notify  the  National 
Treasurer  that  $10,000.00  from  funds  leceived  for  the  year  1923,  applicable 
to  the  priority  portion  of  the  quota,  be  applied  to  the  priority  No.  453, 
which  is  our  new  administration  building  at  St.  Augustine  School. 

The  Committee  authorized  Bishop  Penick  to  appoint  a  Committee 
of  three,  he  being  one  of  the  number,  to  represent  the  Diocese  in  the  matter 
of  purchasing  the  Kanuga  Lake  Estate  for  assembly  grounds  with  power 
to  act. 

Your  Committee  recognized  the  sum  of  $44,000.00  as  the  Budget 
for  the  Diocese  for  the  year  1924;  and  $5,000.00  for  St.  Mary's  School 
as  a  Diocesan  Priority;  and  further  resolved,  that  the  Treasurer  be  author- 
ized to  pay  out  of  the  funds  coming  into  his  hands  34  per  cent  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  National  Council,  66  per  cent  to  the  several  objects  included  in  the 
Diocesan  Budget,  until  the  full  Budget  of  both  has  been  paid,  being  $22,800 
for  the  Budget  of  the  National  Council,  and  $44,000.00  for  the  Diocesan 
Budget;  thereafter  he  pay  for  priorities  77  per  cent  to  the  National 
priorities,  and  23  per  cent  to  the  Diocesan. 

Rev.  Lewis  N.  Taylor  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Nation-wide  Cam- 
paign Committee  for  the  year  1924. 

The  full  minutes  of  the  several  meetings  of  the  Committee  are  at  the 
service  of  the  Convention,  in  case  a  fuller  knowledge  of  the  details  of  its 
actions  are  desired.

[The  above  report  of  the  Diocesan  Executive  Committee  was  on  motion 
of  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea,  approved  by  the  Convention.] 
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Bishop  Cheshire  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  as  follows : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  since  their  last  report  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention  have  received  the  following  reports: 

(1)  A  deed  from  the  Roanoke  Rapids  Power  Company,  dated  Jan.  18, 
1924,  recorded  in  Halifax  County  in  Book  346,  page  453,  for  three  lots  in 
Halifax  County  near  the  town  of  Roanoke  Rapids. 

(2)  A  deed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  for  a  lot  65  by  300  feet,  adjoining  the  lot  upon  which 
stands  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  upon  which,  by  the  generous 
provision  of  Mr.  William  A.  Erwin,  a  new  church  building  is  now  being 
erected.  The  consideration  of  the  foregoing  deed  was  $4,666.67  paid  by 
Mr.  William  A.  Erwin. 

(3)  By  deed  dated  Sept.  18,  1923,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  con- 
veyed to  L.  O.  Bishop  and  others,  of  Lexington,  North  Carolira,  a  lot  of 
ground  and  the  building  thereon,  in  the  suburbs  of  Lexington,  heretofore 
conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  by  John  Grimes  and  wife.  This 
lot  and  building  had  been  paid  for  entirely  by  Grace  Church,  Lexington. 
This  deed  to  L.  A.  Bishop  was  made  at  the  request  of  the  Rector  and 
Vestry  of  that  parish:  and  the  purchase  money  received  is  retained  by 
said  vestry  for  such  use  as  the  Rector  and  Vestry  may  determine. 

Mrs.  Julia  J.  Taylor,  of  Edgecombe  County,  died  several  years  ago, 
leaving  a  will,  by  which  she  devised  to  the  Thompson  Orpharage  and 
Training  Institution  a  valuable  tract  of  land  in  Edgecombe  County,  sub- 
ject to  the  life  estate  of  an  imbecile  son  of  the  testatrix.  A  caveat  having 
been  filed  in  the  irterest  of  the  next  of  kin  of  this  imbecile  son,  the  cause 
came  on  to  be  tried  at  the  November  term  of  Edgecombe  Superior  Court 
in  1923.  With  the  full  approval  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  a  com- 
promise was  entered  into  whereby  a  judgment  was  rendered,  sustaining 
the  validity  of  the  devise  to  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training 
Institution,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  agreed  to  execute  a  deed  to 
the  caveators,  being  the  next  of  kin  to  the  said  imbecile  son  of  the  tes- 
tatrix, for  one  half  interest  in  the  remainder,  after  the  determination  of  the 
life  estate.  In  pursuance  of  this  compromise,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 
November  22,  executed  a  deed  to  the  said  next  of  kin  in  accordance  with 
the  agreement  before  mentioned. 

A  lot  in  the  town  of  Roxboro,  having  been  bought  by  persons  locally 
interested  in  the  erection  of  a  church  in  that  town,  a  deed  was  executed 
conveying  said  lot  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  by  J.  C.  Vickers  and 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  and  said  deed  was  duly  recorded  in  the  Register  of 
Deeds'  office  in  Person  County.  Subsequently  it  became  necessary  to 
borrow  money  for  the  completion  of  the  church:  and  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  being  without  authority  to  do  this,  the  parties  in  Roxboro,  who 
had  originally  paid  for  the  lot,  requested  that  the  said  lot  be  reconveyed 
to  the  local  Trustees.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  did  therefore,  Nov.  22, 
1923,  execute  a  deed  for  said  lot  in  the  town  of  Roxboro  to  Jadi  L.  Martin, 
Nathan  Lunsford  and  Edwin  Eberman,  in  trust  for  St,  Mark's  Episcopal 
Church,  Roxboro. 
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June  13,  1923,  the  Bishop  purchased  from  the  Macclesfield  Company 
of  Edgecombe  County,  a  lot  of  ground  in  the  town  of  Macclesfield,  paying 
for  the  same  the  sum  of  $300,  and  taking  a  deed  for  the  same  to  himself, 
as  Trustee  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Subsequently,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  grant  of  SI, 000  from  the  American  Church  Building  Fund 
Association,  for  the  erection  of  a  rectory  on  the  said  lot,  he  mortgaged 
the  same  to  said  Association;  the  consideration  of  such  mortgage  being 
that  so  long  as  the  said  lot  and  premises  shall  remain  the  property  of  the 
Church,  said  $1,000  shall  not  be  demanded:  But  in  case  the  said  property 
shall  be  sold,  or  otherwise  aliened,  the  $1,000  shall  be  repaid  to  said 
association  and  the  mortgage  canceled. 

Several  years  ago  William  G.  Moss  and  Edward  L.  Baptist,  then  of 
the  town  of  Wendell  in  Wake  County,  delivered  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Diocese  a  valuable  lot  in  the  town  of  Wendell,  upon  condition  that  a 
church  building  should  be  erected  thereon  within  two  years  from  date 
of  said  deed.  The  date  limit  being  long  past,  they  agreed  for  the  sum  of 
$1,000  to  execute  a  release  whereby  the  title  of  the  Trustees  should  become 
absolute.  Being  informed  that  the  lot  was  worth  much  more  than  $1,000, 
the  Bishop  paid  that  sum  to  the  said  Moss  and  Baptist,  from  funds  in 
his  hands  available  for  such  purpose,  whereupon  the  release  was  duly 
executed,  and  the  deed  and  release  were  recorded  in  the  Register  of 
Deeds'  office  in  Wake  County. 

One  Mr.  O'Connor  of  Milton,  having  devised  certain  lands  in  Caswell 
County  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  after  her  death  to  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  Milton,  in  said  County:  and  the  widow,  Mrs.  S.  C.  O'Connor,  being 
in  destitute  circumstances,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  joined  in  the 
deed  with  the  said  Mrs.  S.  C.  O'Connor,  whereby  certain  of  the  land 
as  above  devised,  was  sold  that  the  proceeds  might  be  applied  to  relieve 
the  pressing  necessities  of  the  said  life  tenant.

Convention  took  a  recess  until  2:30  p.m. 

2:30  p.m.  The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order, 
and  the  Rev.  Henry  G.  Lane  offered  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted: 
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Resolved:  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  instructed  to 
send  a  telegram  to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia,  now 
in  session  in  the  city  of  Norfolk,  conveying  our  fraternal  greetings  and 
wishing  them  Godspeed  in  their  work. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  also  instructed  to  send  mes- 
sages of  greeting  to  the  Rev.  N.  Collin  Hughes,  D.D.,  the  Rev. 
Julian  E.  Ingle,  Edwin  A.  Osborne,  and  the  Rev.  Walter  J. 
Smith. 

The  above  telegrams  were  sent  and  answers  duly  received. 

Mr.  Henry  M.  London  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese,  and  Mr.  J.  Renwick  Wilkes  read  the  report  of 
the  Nation-wide  Campaign  Treasurer.    (See  Apendix  C.) 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  Jackson,  the  Convention 
extended  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  the  two  Treasurers. 

Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Diocese  met  in  the  Parish-house  of 
Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  on  January  4,  1924,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Chairman,  all  members  of  the  Committee  being  present. 

The  Treasurer  made  his  annual  report  which  showed  an  excellent 
financial  condition,  both  in  the  good  balance  on  hand,  and  in  the  small 
amounts  uncollected  on  assessments  for  the  year  1923.  Inasmuch  as 
the  Treasurer's  report  is  printed  and  distributed  on  the  floor  of  the  Con- 
vention, comment  here  need  not  be  made  further  than  to  say  that  the 
Committee  extended  its  hearty  thanks  to  the  Treasurer  for  his  diligence 
and  fine  success  in  the  matter  of  collections.  It  was  ordered  that  his 
report  be  audited  by  Mr.  Walter  Woolcott,  public  accountant,  of  Raleigh. 

On  motion  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  W.  A.  Erwin 
and  Mr.  Arthur  London  was  elected  to  ascertain,  along  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention,  the  best  possible  price  from  a  reliable  printing  house 
on  the  printing  of  the  Convention  Journal,  and  other  annual  reports. 

Bishop  Cheshire  appeared  before  the  Committee  and  made  a  statement 
relative  to  needed  repairs  on  the  Episcopal  Residence  in  Raleigh.  A  small 
increase  in  the  appropriations  for  this  item  will  appear  in  the  budget  below. 

It  appeared  that  $14,000.00  would  be  needed  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund  for  the  year  1924.  The  Chairman 
was  authorized  to  make  assessments  upon  such  a  percentage  basis  as  would 
secure  the  $14,000.00.  A  resolution  covering  this  appears  below.  The 
Chairman  was  also  authorized  in  getting  up  the  table  of  Assessments 
to  make  such  necessary  and  usual  exceptions  as,  under  the  resolution 
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and  rule,  would  work  too  great  a  hardship  upon  a  few  of  the  parishes, 
and  upon  the  large  majority  of  our  missions.  The  missions  in  most 
cases  have  been  assessed  the  flat  sum  of  $3.  In  parishes  which,  tempor- 
arily, have  no  minister,  assessments  are  to  be  made  upon  salary  promised.

Rev.  Warren  W.  Way  read  the  report  of  St.  Mary's  School 
as  follows: 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 

The  1922-23  session  of  St.  Mary's  School  was  most  satisfactory  from 
all  view  points  indicating  the  good  work  the  school  is  doing  is  widely 
appreciated.  During  the  session  the  total  enrollment  comprised  275 
students  of  whom  213  were  in  attendance  as  resident  students,  62  as  day 
or  special  students. 

The  session  closed  with  a  sufficient  credit  balance  to  cover  the  necessary 
summer  repairs.  The  Students '  living  rooms  were  renovated  throughout 
in  preparation  for  the  1923-24  session.  A  new  music  studio  was  installed 
under  the  main  entrance  of  Smedes  Hall.  The  Muse  Room  was  converted 
into  a  class  room  with  accommodations  for  42  students.  The  "Senior  and 
Junior  Alcove"  was  added  to  the  Library.  The  Art  Building,  Senior 
Hall,  Main  Study  Hall  and  Parlor  were  redecorated.  The  Atheletic 
Field  was  improved  and  the  installation  of  two  new  double  tennis  courts 
begun. 
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The  1923-24  session  opened  on  September  13,  1923,  with  the  school 
filled  to  capacity,  comprising  an  enrollment  of  259  students  of  whom  198 
were  resident  and  61  day  or  special  students.  A  geographical  distribu- 
tion of  the  resident  students  in  attendance  shows  18  states  and  30  Dioceses 
represented  with  three  students  from  Cuba.  Sixty-seven  per  cent  (133) 
come  from  the  two  Carolinas  and  ninety-four  per  cent  (186)  from  the 
Southern  States. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  had  77  girls  in  attendance;  East  Car- 
olina 33;  Western  Carolina  9;  Virginia  26;  Georgia  18;  Maryland  and  New 
Jersey  4  each;  Cuba  3;  Arkansas,  Florida,  Louisianna,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Tennessee  2  each;  Alabama,  Arizona,  Delaware,  Kentucky,  Texas 
and  Washington,  D.  C,  1  each. 

In  church  affiliation  127  students  (64  per  cent)  gave  their  religious 
preference  as  the  Episcopal  Church;  Methodist  32;  Presbyterian  20; 
Baptist  12;  Christian  4;  1  each,  Congregationalist,  Friend  and  Lutheran. 

Subscriptions  and  donations  resulting  from  the  St.  Mary's  School 
Fund  drive  put  on  in  December  1922  have  totaled  to  date  $55,507.05  of 
which  $26,407.81  has  been  collected  in  cash.  There  is  outstanding  in 
some  800  pledges  on  the  "Old"  St.  Mary's  Fund  $12,757.00.  Since  May 
1923  the  collections  from  the  fund  have  been  $2,242.68. 

Two  gifts  of  importance  have  been  made  to  St.  Mary's  during  the  past 
year. 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  included  in  its  Budget  $25,000.00 
to  be  carried  $5,000.00  per  year  for  five  years. 

A  fund  has  been  established  for  the  erection  of  a  Memorial  Building 
which  it  is  hoped  will  eventually  supply  the  long  desired,  and  urgently 
needed,  Junior-Senior  Hall. 

The  above  report  is  hereby  submitted  to  the  Convention  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Acts  of  Incorporation.

Rev.  Geo.  F.  Rogers  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  managers 
of  Thompson  Orphanage  as  follows: 

To  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese: 

We  respectfully  report  herewith  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and 
Training  Institution,  the  work  and  transactions,  receipts  and  expenditures 
for  the  year  1923. 
Religious  Life  : 

The  religious  life  of  the  institution  has  been  carefully  cared  for  under 
the  supervision  of  our  competent  Superintendent,  Rev.  W.  H.  Wheeler. 
Regular  services  have  been  provided,  careful  training  in  the  church  school, 
15  have  been  baptized,  17  have  been  confirmed. 
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Health: 

The  health  of  the  institution  has  been  very  good  and  no  serious  sickness 
has  been  encountered  during  the  year  with  the  exception  of  a  rather 
severe  and  protracted  epedemic  of  whooping-cough  and  measles.  Thirty 
children  have  been  treated  in  the  Williamson  Memorial  Infirmary  with 
a  total,  of  132  days  in  the  hospital.  Drs.  Hunter,  Houser,  McPhail,  Moore 
and  Caldwell  have  given  their  services  gratis.  Acknowledgment  should 
be  made  to  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  owned  by  the  Church,  for  rendering, 
without  cost,  whatever  services  have  been  required  by  our  children. 

Intellectually : 

The  usual  educational  work  in  the  institution  has  been  conducted  for 
the  younger  children,  while  17  children  have  been  sent  to  the  near-by 
public  school  for  instruction. 

Equipment: 

Some  minor  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  physical  condition  of 
the  property  which  include  the  installation  of  electric  lights  in  the  Chapel 
and  a  paved  walk  to  the  Superintendent's  house.  The  splendid  William- 
son Memorial  Infirmary  has  been  completed,  equipped  and  occupied. 

Personnel: 

The  position  of  office  secretary  and  recreational  worker  have  been 
combined  and  Mr.  David  Yates,  a  young  man  of  superb  qualification 
and  fitness,  secured,  which  greatly  strengthens  the  force. 

Farm  Production: 

While  the  farm  is  only  ordinarily  suited  to  production  by  virtue  of  the 
character  of  the  soil  and  its  contact  with  near-by  city  developments,  yet 
we  are  able  to  report,  11,264  gallons  of  milk,  475  bushels  of  corn,  40  ~>';ons 
of  hay,  and  other  truck  products,  totaled  an  estimated  return  in  -value 
of  $7,214.70.  The  expense  for  this  department  was  $3,567.38,  giving 
a  net  balance  of  $3,647.32. 

Financial: 

On  January  1,  1923,  there  was  a  balance  on  hand  of  $9,443.24,  receipts 
for  the  year  $33,125.71,  total  expense  for  the  year  $32,722.78,  balance 
January  1,  1924,  $9,846.17.  It  is  estimated  that  with  the  increased 
capacity  and  enlarged  personnel,  the  budget  will  of  necessity  be  increased 
during  the  year  1924. 

Development: 

Acting  under  a  resolution  of  the  Diocese  in  Convention  at  Oxford  last 
year,  the  Board  of  Governors  have  made  plans  for  a  substantial  extension 
in  building,  improvements  in  real  estate  and  modernizing  certain  de- 
partments of  equipment,  which  are  antiquated  to  say  the  least.  This 
program  includes  the  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  and  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina,  before  which  latter 
Convention  in  session  in  Asheville,  the  program  was  outlined  and  a 
unanimous  endorsement  given  by  that  body. 
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The  Family: 

In  conclusion,  we  call  attention  to  the  heart  of  the  institution,  the 
children  themselves.  On  January  1,  there  were  105  children  in  the 
institution.  56  girls  and  49  boys.  Sixty-three  of  these  children  were  from 
the  Diocese  of  Xorth  Carolina,  25  from  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina,  17 
from  the  Diocese  of  Western  Xorth  Carolina.  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  children  have  been  cared  for  during  the  year. 

Applications  : 

Twenty-four  boys  and  girls  have  been  received  during  the  year,  19  have 
been  discharged  during  the  year  as  follows: 
14  placed  in  private  homes 
2  in  the  Jackson  Training  School 
1  in  the  Caswell  Training  School 
1  entered  the  U.  S.  Xavy 
1  entered  the  State  College  at  Raleigh 
Seventy-five  applications  could  not  be  considered  for  the  lack  of  room. 
It  is  doubtless  that  some  of  this  number  would  not  have  been  received 
had  there  been  space,  but  it  is  equally  certain  that  some  worthy  cases 
had  to  be  denied  because  of  our  limited  capacity. 

Happixess  : 

The  happy  atmosphere  readily  observable  at  this  splendid  institution 
indicates  the  presence  in  a  high  degree  of  that  earnest  and  efficient  Christ- 
ian devotion  which  should  characterize  those  who  control  its  life. 

In  making  this  report  officially  to  the  Convention  we  are  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  usual  course  provides  that  this  report  be  referred  to  a  special 
committee  to  receive  and  consider  it  and  that  important  matters  relative 
to  this  forward  movement  will  be  presented  to  the  Convention  at  a  time 
provided  in  the  program.

The  Board  of  Managers  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital  herewith  submit,  as  a 
matter  of  information  and  record,  the  following  report  covering  the  fiscal 
year  from  May  1,  1923,  to  May  1,  1924.

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  the  hospital  has  admitted  for 
treatment  1,477  patients  for  15,588  days.  Of  this  number  233  were 
charity  and  semi- charity  patients  who  were  treated  for  a  period  of  3,375 
days.  The  patients  admitted  under  the  classification  of  semi-charity 
pay  for  hospital  services  only  such  a  portion  of  the  regular  fee  as  they  can. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  their  payments  are  very  small. 

The  total  cost  to  the  hospital  of  all  charitable  services  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $6,837.00. 

Improvements  to  hospital  completed  last  year  gave  us  a  modern  and 
thoroughly  equipped  sixty-bed  hospital,  which  is  receiving  a  liberal 
share  of  patronage  from  the  people  of  Charlotte  and  surrounding  section. 

We  are  at  present  very  much  in  need  of  pupils  for  our  Training  School 
for  Nurses.  The  Institution  furnishes  an  opportunity  for  young  women 
to  prepare  themselves  for  the  nursing  profession,  giving  them  board  and 
$15.00  per  month  while  in  training.  Any  assistance  in  getting  earnest, 
Christian  young  women  to  enlist  with  us  in  this  work  will  be  greatly  ap- 
preciated.

Rev.  Edgar  H.  Goold  read  the  report  of  St.  Augustine's 
School,  including  St.  Agnes  Hospital  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  ST.  AUGUSTINE 's    SCHOOL,    INCLUDING  ST.   AGNES  HOSPITAL 

St.  Augustine's  School  has  enrolled  during  its  57th  Annual  Session  572 
pupils,  Including  47  in  the  St.  Agnes  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

The  School  is  placing  special  emphasis  on  the  training  of  those  who  will 
be  the  leaders  of  their  people  in  making  real  progress.  For  this  reason 
the  teacher  training  work  and  the  preparation  of  those  who  are  to  go  into 
Theological  and  Medical  Schools  is  an  important  feature  of  the  work. 
In  this  connection  it  is  significant  that  the  Institution  has  been  selected 
for  the  location  of  the  Training  School  for  Colored  Women  as  Church 
workers,  a  project  which  will  be  supported  by  the  National  Woman's 
Auxiliary. 

Work  has  begun  on  the  much  needed  class-room  and  administration 
building,  to  be  called  the  Hunter  Building  in  recognition  of  the  many 
years  of  faithful  service  rendered  to  the  school  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
A.  B.  Hunter.  The  General  Education  Board  contributed  $40,000.00 
for  this  purpose,  and  another  $40,000.00  has  been  raised  among  the  friends 
of  the  School;  somewhat  over  $10,000.00  of  which  has  come  from  North 
Carolina.  When  this  building,  a  Church  Priority,  is  completed  early 
in  the  fall,  it  will  add  greatly  to  the  facilities  of  the  School. 

During  the  year  a  Conference  of  students  representing  a  large  number 
of  church  students  from  colored  schools  and  colleges  was  held  at  the  school. 
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At  this  Conference  steps  were  taken  to  do  Church  work  in  these  Institutions. 

Another  Conference  of  about  100  clergy  and  church  workers,  will  be 
held  at  St.  Augustine's  early  in  June. 

I  feel  that  it  will  be  of  interest  to  all  to  know  the  names  of  the  original 
incorporators  of  St.  Augustine's  School.

Dr.  J.  Britton  Smith,  the  Principal  of  St.  Augustine's 
The  articles  of  incorporation  were  signed  by  the  Hon.  Jonathan  Worth, 

Governor  of  North  Carolina,  and  by  Mr.  William  H.  Bagley,  his  private 

secretary.    The  school  was  incorporated  under  the  name  of  St.  Augustine's 

Normal  School  and  Collegiate  Institute. 
Since  my  last  report  St.  Agnes  Hospital  has  lost  by  death  the  services 

of  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Mary  V.  Glenton,  who  had  rendered  most 

faithful  service. 

Dr.  Glenton  had  served  m  the  Mission  field  long  and  faithfully,  first  in 
Alaska,  then  in  China.  Her  death  last  May  was  a  cause  of  wide  spread 
sorrow.  There  is  now  being  built  an  annex  to  the  Hospital  as  a  memorial 
to  her.  This  will  cost  about  $10,000.00  about  $6,000.00  of  which  has 
already  been  given. 

Dr.  Catherine  P.  Hayden,  who  retired  from  active  service  several 
years  ago,  is  Acting  Superintendent  until  a  successor  for  Dr.  Glenton  can 
be  found. 

Since  May  1,  of  last  year  there  have  been  983  patients  admitted  to  the 
Hospital.    There  have  been  638  operations,  and  21,576  Hospital  days. 

The  running  expenses  have  been  about  $26,000.00  of  which  more  than 
$20,000.00  have  been  paid  by  the  patients  themselves. 

The  hospital  is  sorely  in  need  of  a  larger  income  in  order  to  maintain 
its  work  and  the  work  of  the  Training  School  connected  with  it.  We  are 
earnestly  hoping  for  the  time  when  some  regular  help  will  be  given  it 
from  the  Diocese  as  is  given  to  that  admirable  Institution,  the  Thompson 
Orphanage,  at  Charlotte. 

At  present  the  Hospital  is  leading  a  very  precarious  financial  existance. 
I  am  sure  that  it  has  your  interest  and  prayers,  and  trust  that  these  will 
soon  be  accompanied  by  definite  financial  support.

Rev.  Roma  C.  Fortune  made  the  report  of  the  Missionary 
to  the  Deaf  as  follows : 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  North  Carolina. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  mv  work  in  the  Diocese  for  the  year  ended 
May  13,  1924: 

I  have  delivered  138  sermons  and  addresses;  baptized  two  infants  and 
six  adults;  performed  one  marriage,  and  officiated  at  four  funerals. 

Offerings  received  outside  my  regular  services  in  Durham  were  $82.18. 
Disbursements  for  expenses  $56.05.    Balance  on  hand  $26.13. 

Within  the  period  mentioned  above,  I  officiated  in  fourteen  places  in 
North  Carolina.  We  have  eight  organized  classes,  with  about  200  mem- 
bers of  various  denominations  attending,  the  majority  of  whom  are  Com- 
municants of  the  Episcopal  Church.  The  work  is  growing  steadily,  and 
the  outlook  is  bright. 

Outside  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  I  have  preached  to  over  a  thousand 
people,  and  ministered  to  them  in  other  ways.  Too  much  credit  can  not 
be  given  Mr.  J.  M.  Robertson,  chief  in  the  Bureau  of  Labor  for  the  Deaf, 
and  a  devoted  Communicant,  who  comes  in  my  absence  to  take  charge 
of  the  class  in  St.  Philip's,  Durham,  while  I  am  filling  appointments 
elsewhere. 

All  of  our  Clergy  wherever  I  have  been  are  cordial  and  most  helpful. 
The  deaf  people  in  our  State  appreciate  deeply  the  opportunities  which 
the  Episcopal  Church  has  opened  up  to  them,  and  we  are  most  thankful 
for  this.    The  work  is  bearing,  and  it  promises  to  bear  abundant  fruit.

Rev.  Chas.  B.  Scovil  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Religious 
Education  as  follows: 

Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Board  of  Religious  Education  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
respectfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1923.  With  the  coming 
of  the  executive  Secretary  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  Scovil,  the  board  resumed 
regular  monthly  meetings  and  proposed  a  program  of  extension  for  the 
year  1923-24.    This  program  was  divided  into  three  main  divisions. 
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I.  A  Program  of  Teacher  Training: 

That  Teacher  Training  Schools  be  held  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese, 
so  that  chance  be  given  for  the  church  school  teachers  to  receive  teacher 
training  under  the  Standard  course  of  Teacher  Training  of  the  National 
Department.  The  first  of  the  schools  was  held  in  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Greensboro,  during  November  and  December,  and  courses  offered  in  The 
Prayer  Book,  the  Life  of  Christ,  Teacher  Training.  It  is  proposed  to 
extend  these  schools  in  he  Diocese  during  the  fall  of  1924. 

II.  A  Standard  for  the  Church  Schools  of  the  Diocese: 

The  Board  proposed  for  the  Church  Schools  of  the  Diocese  the  following 
six  point  Standard.  It  suggested  that  each  School  should  at  least  have 
the  following  points: 

(1)  Regular  teachers  meetings 

(2)  Graded  system  of  lessons 

(3)  70%  attendance 

(4)  40  minute  lesson  period 

(5)  Careful  records 

(6)  Lenten  offering  for  Missions 

III.  Young  People's  Work: 

During  the  year  the  Young  People 's  Work  in  the  Diocese  has  been 
placed  in  charge  of  Board  of  Religious  Education,  and  on  February  1,  in 
Burlington,  a  Young  People's  Fellowship  was  organized  by  representatives 
of  the  young  people  of  the  Diocese.  This  Fellowship  adopted  as  its 
foundation  a  program  of  Worship,  Service,  Fellowship  and  Study. 
This  is  in  the  mind  of  the  Board  the  most  important  work  done  by  it 
during  the  past  year  and  a  Convention  of  Yourg  People  is  being  looked 
forward  to  in  the  fall.  The  Executive  Secretary  reports  that  he  has 
preached  on  Religious  Education  in  21  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
Diocese,  visited  Young  People 's  groups  in  all  parts  of  the  Diocese,  and 
held  conferences  and  training  classes  for  the  Church  School  Teachers.

Chaplains  as  follows: 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  D.D.,  and  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina: 

In  accordance  with  Canon  6,  section  5,  the  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains 
of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  herewith  submit  the  following  report: 

On  May  17,  the  Examining  Chaplains  recommended  to  the  Bishop  that 
Mr.  Clarence  Oliver  Pardo  be  dispensed  from  the  literary  examinations 
in  accordance  with  Canon  2,  Section  V  (vi) . 

On  Nov.  15,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Way  and  Lawrence  examined  Mr.  Clarence 
Oliver  Pardo  in  the  subjects  prescribed  in  Canon  5,  Section  V  (i),  and  on 
December  10  reported  a  satisfactory  examination. 
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On  Dec.  17,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Milne,  Gribbin  and  Owens  examined 
Rev.  William  Bentley  Crittenjden,  Deacon,  in  the  subjects  prescribed  in 
Canon  4,  Section  I,  and  reported  to  the  Bishop  a  satisfactory  examination. 

On  Dec.  18,  the  Rev.  Messrs  Goold  and  Lawrence  examined  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Herbert  Uriah  Edwards,  Deacon,  in  the  subjects  prescribed  in 
Canon  4,  Section  I,  and  reported  to  the  Bishop  a  satisfactory  examination. 

Alfred  S.  Lawrence,

Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  read  the  report  on  Bible  Instruc- 
tion at  the  University  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  BIBLE  INSTRUCTION  AT  THE  UNIVERSITY 

At  the  last  Convention,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  that 
part  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's  address  which  had  reference  to  religious 
instruction  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  This  committee  was 
instructed  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  authorities  of  the  University,  and  to 
develop,  and  if  occasion  required,  to  put  into  effect,  definite  plans  for  such 
instruction,  and  to  report  to  the  Convention  of  1924. 

The  plan  proposed  in  the  Conference  at  Chapel  Hill  in  April,  1923, 
referred  to  by  Bishop  Penick  in  his  address  at  the  last  Convention,  did 
not,  after  further  consideration,  meet  the  approval  of  the  University 
authorities.  The  whole  matter  hung  in  abeyance  for  the  rest  of  1923. 
On  Jan.  8,  1924,  representatives  from  the  principal  religious  bodies  of  the 
State  met  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Greensboro,  in  an  attempt 
to  arrive  at  a  definite  policy.  The  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  represented 
this  Church. 

The  Greensboro  Conference  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  the  Bible  should  be  taught  in  con- 
nection with  our  State  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

2.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  it  should  be  taught  by  the  denom- 
inations concerned  through  their  own  agencies,  either  separately,  or 
cooperating. 

3.  It  is  the  sense  of  this  body  that  the  five  institutions  be  requested 
to  give  credit  for  Bible  study  under  proper  conditions;  and  that  the  chair 
appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  these  institutions, 
and  to  work  out  with  them  a  plan  for  such  work. 

4.  That  this  committee  report  back  to  this  body  whatever  scheme 
seems  feasible. 

On  Feb.  5,  this  special  committee  met  with  President  Chase  and  a 
committee  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  at  Chapel  Hill.  The  special 
committee  consisted  of  representatives  of  the  following  communions: 
Episcopal,  Presbyterian,  Baptist,  Methodist  Episcopal,  Methodist 
Protestant,  Christian,  Lutheran.  The  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  again 
represented  this  Church.  After  considerable  discussion,  the  following 
plan  was  submitted  to  the  University  authorities  for  their  consideration: 
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1.  That  the  Bible  should  be  taught  in  the  University  of  North  Car- 
olina. 

2.  That  it  should  be  taught  under  the  auspices  of  the  religious  de- 
nominations cooperating  as  follows: 

(a)  That  those  who  teach  the  Biblical  courses  shall  be  elected 
through  the  regular  channels  of  the  University,  on  the  nomination 
of  the  churches  participating. 

(b)  The  salaries  and  expense  of  such  teachers  shall  be  provided  for 
either  through  private  gifts,  or  by  the  churches  cooperating,  and 
not  through  taxation  or  from  public  funds. 

(c)  It  is  understood  that  such  teachers  should  hold  their  position 
subject  to  the  approval  of  both  the  University  authorities  and  the 
committee  representing  the  participating  organizations. 

(d)  The  course  of  study  to  be  offered  shall  be  arranged  by  the 
University,  after  consultation  with  the  above  standing  committee, 
representing  the  participating  bodies. 

The  University  authorities  agreed  to  the  general  principle  that  the 
Bible  should  be  taught  in  the  University,  and  that  the  chair  should  be 
supported  by  funds  other  than  those  coming  from  state  taxes,  but  the 
matter  of  divided  control  was  questioned  on  the  grounds  of  legality,  sound 
educational  policy,  and  principle.  No  decision  was  reached,  and  there 
the  matter  officially  rests  at  present,  until  the  members  of  the  committee 
can  ascertain  the  opinions  of  the  communions  which  they  represent. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  representative  on  this  special  committee  that 
the  plan  as  presented  on  Feb.  5,  cannot  be  accepted  by  the  University. 
This  opinion  is  based  on  talks  with  President  Chase  and  Dean  Royster. 
It  is  therefor  deemed  unwise  to  present  the  plan  of  Feb.  5  to  this  Convention 
for  consideration.  But  in  order  to  get  an  expression  of  opinion  from  this 
body,  we  offer  the  following  resolutions. 

1.  That  it  is  the  opinior  of  this  Convention  that  the  Bible  should  be 
aught  in  the  University. 

2.  That  therefore  the  University  be  requested  to  establish  a  chair  of 
Bible,  and  to  elect  a  professor. 

3.  That  this  Convention,  in  cooperation  with  the  other  Communions 
interested,  agrees  to  pay  part  of  the  salary  of  such  professer.  The  share 
of  this  convention  not  to  exceed  SI, 000  per  year. 

4.  That  this  arrangement  be  for  a  period  of  two  years,  to  be  renewed, 
changed  or  abandoned  at  the  end  of  that  time. 

There  is  a  strong  probability  that  if  such  a  plan  as  the  above  can  be 
adopted  by  the  religious  communions  of  the  state,  the  University  would 
gladly  accept  it. 

It  should  be  noted  however  that  the  publication  of  the  plan  of  Feb.  5 
brought  out  much  unfavorable  comment,  especially  from  the  Baptists. 
They  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Bible  should  not  be  taught  in  the  Un- 
iversity, but  only  at  it.  The  University,  and  the  other  religious  bodies,  seem 
quite  in  favor  of  the  teaching  being  in  the  University,  by  a  man  accredited 
as  a  regular  member  of  the  faculty. 
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In  the  interest  of  clearness,  it  might  be  well  to  state  the  various  schemes 
which  have  been  considered.  At  the  present  time  each  of  the  five  churches 
of  Chapel  Hill  offers  regular  Bible  courses  on  Sundays,  and  so  also  does  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  But  in  the  nature  of  things,  it  does  not  put  Bible  study  on 
an  equal  footing  with  the  work  of  the  University. 

The  schemes  considered  are  as  follows: 

1.  By  the  University,  through  a  member  of  its  own  faculty,  as  now 
constituted.  The  objection  to  this  is  that  it  would  be  a  misappropriation 
of  state  funds. 

2.  By  the  University,  through  a  chair  endowed  by  private  individuals 
or  supported  by  the  various  churches  in  cooperation.  This  is  the  scheme 
recommended  in  the  above  resolutions. 

3.  By  a  Bible  School,  or  Seminary,  owned  and  managed  by  the  re- 
ligious bodies  in  cooperation,  working  on  its  own  foundation,  and  incorpor- 
ated under  the  laws  of  the  State.  This  could  be  affiliated  with  the  gradu- 
ate schools  of  the  University. 

These  schemes  would  imply  University  credit. 
Then  without  credit — 

4.  By  the  churches,  either  together  or  separately,  offering  courses  in 
their   respective  buildings. 

5.  By  an  undenominational  body,  such  as  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  offering 
regular  courses.  The  Church  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Bible  classes  are  doing 
this  in  a  partial  way  at  present.

The  first  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  other  resolutions 
were  referred  back  to  the  Committee  and  the  Committee 
continued,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  next  Convention.

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  made  the  following  report  which  was 
received  and  the  appended  resolution  was  adopted: 

We,  your  Committee,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  con- 
sidered the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dioceses  submitted  and  read  to  the 
Convention  by  the  Bishop,  and  we  recommend  that  it  be  received  and 
approved,  and  we  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved:  That  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  submitted  by 
the  Bishop,  be  received  and  approved  and  that  the  various  transactions 
set  forth  therein  be  expressly  ratified.  We  nominate  Albert  L.  Cox  and 
Gavin  H.  Dortch  as  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.

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Rev.  Robt.  B.  Owens  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Canons,  which  was  adopted  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  report  that  it  was  directed  by 
resolution  of  the  Convention  of  1923  to  prepare  a  Canon  providing  for  an 
Executive  Council.  In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  we  have  prepared 
and  now  present  the  following  Canon  without  prejudice  or  recommen- 
dation, each  member  of  the  Committee  reserving  his  right  to  vote  upon  the 
Canon  as  he  shall  see  fit. 

Canon  XVII 
EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL 

Section  1.  The  annual  Convention  of  1924  shall  elect  three  clergy- 
men, three  laymen  and  three  laywomen,  who  together  with  the  Bishop  and 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Bishop  Suffragan,  if  there 
be  such,  shall  constitute  the  Executive  Council.  One  clergyman,  one 
layman  and  one  laywomah  so  elected  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  one 
of  each  for  two  years,  and  one  of  each  for  three  years,  and  the  Executive 
Council  shall  determine  at  its  first  meeting  the  order  in  which  the  terms 
of  office  shall  expire. 

Section  2.  In  the  year  1925  and  annually  thereafter,  the  Convention 
shall  elect  one  clergyman,  one  layman,  and  one  laywoman  as  members  of 
the  Executive  Council  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three  years.  But  no 
elective  member  of  the  Council  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  a 
period  of  one  year  shall  have  elapsed. 

Section  3.  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  charge  of  the  develop- 
ment and  prosecution  of  the  work  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension; 
Religious  Education;  and  Social  Service;  and  the  performance  of  such 
work  as  may  be  committed  to  it  by  the  Convention;  also  of  the  initiation 
and  development  of  new  work  of  such  character,  between  the  sessions 
of  Convention.  It  shall  fix  all  stipends  and  salaries  except  those  fixed  by 
the  Convention  and  the  Convocations. 

Section  4.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  chairman, 
and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  ex-officio  vice  chairman,  of  the  Executive 
Council.  The  Executive  Council  shall  annually  elect  such  other  officers 
and  agents  as  it  shall  deem  necessary,  and  shall  prescribe  their  duties 
and  fix  their  compensation.  It  shall  make  and  preserve  a  full  record  of 
its  acts,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  adopt  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
for  its  government,  and  the  government  of  its  officials,  agents,  and  de- 
partments. 

Section  5.  The  Executive  Council  shall  organize  from  its  membership 
such  departments  as  in  its  judgment  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  determine 
the  scope  of  the  work  of  each  department,  and  provide  the  manner  and  the 
means  by  which  the  same  shall  be  done.  Each  department  shall  have 
power,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Executive  Council,  to  appoint 
additional  members  of  its  department,  who  shall  have  seats  and  votes  in 
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the  department,  but  not  in  the  Council.  Each  department  shall  elect  a 
secretary  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  shall  report  in 
writing  to  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  work  done  under  its 
direction.  The  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  of  each  department. 

Section  6.  The  Executive  Council  shall  by  the  first  day  of  November 
of  each  year,  prepare  a  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  for  all  work  com- 
mitted to  it,  and  for  such  work  as  it  may  have  undertaken,  or  proposes 
to  undertake;  including  also,  the  quota  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  by 
the  National  Council.  It  shall  apportion  this  budget  among  the  parishes 
and  missions  of  the  Diocese.  The  secretary  of  the  Council  shall  immedi- 
ately send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  each  parish,  and 
to  the  clergyman  in  charge  of,  and  to  the  officials  of,  each  mission  in  the 
Diocese. 

Section  7.  The  Executive  Council  shall  have  power  to  expend  all 
moneys  provided  in  the  budget,  for  the  purposes  therein  specified;  and 
also  any  surplus  received  in  any  year  over  and  above  Diocesan  and  Na- 
tional obligations.  Each  department  shall  by  October  fifteenth  of  each 
year,  present  to  the  Executive  Council  for  its  consideration  and  action, 
a  statement  in  detail  of  all  items  it  desires  to  have  included  in  the  budget 
for  the  ensuing  year;  and  all  statements  so  presented  shall  be  considered 
by  the  Executive  Council,  and  appropriate  action  taken  thereon  before 
the  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  is  made  up. 

Section  8.  The  Executive  Council  shall  submit  to  each  annual  Con- 
vention a  full  report  of  all  work  done  and  all  moneys  expended  under  its 
supervision  during  the  preceding  year. 

Number  2.    Resolved,  That  Canon  XV,  Section  2,  be  stricken  out. 

Number  3.  Resolved,  That  Canon  VIII,  Section  4,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  last  clause  beginning  with  the  word  "or"  in  line  7  and 
substituting  therefore  the  words  "or  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day 
after  next  succeeding  Convention." 

Number  4.  Resolved,  That  Canon  VIII,  Section  6,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  first  clause,  and  substituting  therefor  the  following:  "Com- 
mittee on  Finance." 

The  Committee  on  Finance  shall,  not  later  than  November  1,  of  each 
year  prepare  a  scale  of  assessments  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  re- 
quired for  Diocesan  purposes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  immediately 
send  a  copy  thereof  to  the  Minister  and  Wardens  of  every  cocgregation 
in  the  Diocese  for  their  information. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  words  "for  the  current  year"  in  line  5  be 
stricken  out  . 

Number  6.  Resolved,  That  Canon  XVIII,  Section  4,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  '  'and  shall  also  include  a  table  of  apportionments 
for  the  following  year."

Nominations  as  in  rule  of  Order  XVII  become  Number  11 
and  other  numbers  be  changed  ccordingly. 

Also  Executive  Committee  be  changed  to  Executive  Council,  also 
Second  Day — Morning. 

Number  3.    Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Omit  hour  on  First  Day. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  the  South  as  follows: 

Your  Trustees  of  this  Diocese  for  the  University  of  the  South  beg  leave 
to  make  the  following  report. 

As  you  know,  in  February  1923,  the  Board  of  Regents  elected  Mr.  Ben. 

F.  Finney,  who  had  served  so  acceptably  as  Acting  Vice-Chancellor, 
full  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South.  In  the  following 
June,  the  action  of  the  Board  was  ratified  by  the  Trustees,  and  Mr.  Finney 
was  duly  installed  into  this  office. 

At  this  time,  Mr.  Finney  announced  that  not  only  was  the  Institution 
out  of  debt,  but  with  the  $350,000  pledged  by  the  various  Dioceses,  and 
the  contribution  made  by  the  General  Education  Board,  the  $1,000,000 
Endowment  Fund  was  an  accomplished  fact.  He  stated  that  the  finaDcial 
condition  was  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  University,  which  was  fully  borne 
out  in  the  subsequent  audit  of  the  books  by  Certified  Public  Accountants. 

During  the  scholastic  year  ending  June  23,  the  foilowing  number  of 
students  were  enrolled  in  the  various  departments;  Academic  213;  Theo- 
logical 23;  Sewanee  Military  Academy  80.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  the 
handicap  by  the  burnirg  of  Quintard  Hall  is  entirely  eliminated  by  the 
new  building  and  Military  Academy  is  splendidly  equipped  for  larger 
and  better  service. 
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May  we  remind  any  parishes  still  behind  in  their  quota  of  the  assess- 
ment pledged  by  the  Diocese,  that  it  is  a  part  of  the  SI, 000,000  Endowment 
Fund  and  we,  therefore,  most  urgently  request  that  they  liquidate  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  that  this  noble  institution  of  the  Church  may  go 
forward  to  finer  and  larger  accomplishment. 


The  Bishop  nominated  the  Examining  Chaplains,  who  were 
confirmed  as  follows: 


Rev.  Lewis  N.  Taylor  read  the  report  of  the  Social  Service 
Commission,  which  was  received  and  the  recommendations 
approved. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  SERVICE 

The  most  significant  event  during  the  year  in  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Social  Service  was  the  Diocesan  Conference  on  Social 
Sendee  held  in  Chapel  Hill,  in  October.  Over  a  hundred  of  the  clergy 
and  laity  attended  an  all  day  session,  with  the  leaders  in  Social  Service 
work  in  this  State,  a  neighboring  State  and  the  National  Department. 
A  splendid  interest  was  shown. 

During  the  year  members  of  the  commission  have  visited  the  Jackson 
Training  Schooi,  Samarcand,  CasweJ  School  and  the  Orphanage  for 
Negro  children  at  Oxford,  and  we  wish  to  commend  the  management  and 
conduct  of  these  valuable  State  institutions,  especially  the  employment 
of  a  parole  officer  at  the  Jackson  Training  School. 

We  commend  to  the  liberality  and  generosity  of  the  Diocese  on  our 
own  orphanage  at  Charlotte,  and  urge  the  parishes  and  missions  to  enter 
into  the  orphanage's  plans  for  a  larger  program,  to  meet  the  standards 
of  the  best  child-caring  institutions  of  the  country. 

We  further  endorse  the  work  of  the  three  Church  hospitals  in  the  Dio- 
cese, St.  Peter's  and  Good  Samaritan  at  Charlotte,  and  St.  Agnes  in 
Raleigh,  and  commend  them  to  the  public  for  support  and  patronage. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  movement  to  erect  a  union  Chapel  at 
Samarcand  should  be  more  generally  encouraged  by  the  various  parishes 
and  Social  Service  committees  in  the  Diocese. 

We  recommend — 

First.  That  there  be  established  a  State-wide  Social  Service  Com- 
mission, of  two  representatives  from  each  of  the  three  Dioceses  looking

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to  coordinated  effort  in  the  interest  of  Social  Service  throughout  the  con- 
fines of  the  whole  State. 

As  the  Social  Service  Commission  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
we  do  heartily  approve  and  endorse  the  present  program  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  pledge  our  cooperation  in  every  act 
of  Christian  Social  Service  and  public  welfare  in  the  State. 

We  recommend — 

Second.  That  there  be  a  Social  Service  Committee  appointed  in  every 
parish  and  mission  in  the  Diocese.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  these 
local  committees  to  cooperate  with  Welfare  officers  and  Boards  of  Health, 
and  to  visit  jails,  city  and  county  homes,  convict  camps,  etc.,  etc.,  from 
time  to  time  with  a  special  view  of  ascertaining  religious  apportunities 
for  the  inmates  and  meeting  these  opportunities. 

Third.  That  Study  Classes  in  Social  Service  be  continued  in  the 
several  parishes  and  missions.  To  this  end  we  recommend  for  study  the 
publications  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Public  Welfare,  the 
Department  of  Sociology  and  Rural  Economics  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  no  less  than  the  publications  of  our  own  Department 
of  Social  Service  under  the  National  Council. 

Fourth.  We  urge  membership  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference  for 
Social  Service  and  attendance  upon  its  annual  conventions. 

Fifth.  We  recommend  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  National  Con- 
ference of  Social  Workers  and  the  National  Church  Conference  both  of 
which  meet  in  June  in  Toronto. 

During  the  year  one  member  of  the  Commission  served  as  President 
of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  for  Social  Service.  Another  headed  a 
Committee  to  raise  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  union  Chapel  at  Samarcand. 
Addresses  were  made  by  other  members  at  several  meetings  of  Church 
and  State  organizations  within  and  without  the  Diocese.

Resolved,  that  the  Bishop  appoint  a  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  as  Com- 
missioner of  the  Church  Service  League,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist 
by  his  counsel  and  cooperation  in  the  formation  of  branches  of  the  Church 
Service  League  inft those  parishes  and  missions  when  the  clergy  and  people 
desire  them.  And  that  he  be  authorized  to  associate  with  him  such 
others  as  he  may  find  helpful  in  his  work. 

The  Bishop  presented  Bishop  Rondthaler  of  the  Moravian 
Church,  who  addressed  the  Convention. 
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The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  Tellers: 

Rev.  Louis  R.  Anschutz  and  Rev.  Howard  S.  Hartzell  for  the  election 
of  the  Executive  Council,  and  Mr.  M.  M.  Murphy  and  Mr.  Russell  Clark 
for  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod.

Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens  read  the  following  report  and  the 
appending  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Your  Committee  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  address  of 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor  relating  to  the  employment  of  a  special  student 
secretary  at  Chapel  Hill,  has  carefully  considered  the  subject,  and  offers 
the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  recommendation 
be  approved,  and  that  the  matter  of  securing  a  suitable  man,  and  pro- 
viding for  his  remuneration,  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Council,  with 
instructions  to  act. 

2.  Resolved  further,  that  it  is  the  recommendation  of  this  Convention, 
that  the  Executive  Council  confer  with  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
Dioceses  of  East  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina  in  regard  to  this 
matter  with  a  view  of  securing  their  cooperation.

2.  That  the  words  "Executive  Committee"  be  changed  to  "Ex- 
ecutive Council"  wherever  they  occur  in  the  rules  of  order. 

3.  That  item  number  21  "Nominations"  be  made  number  11,  and 
that  the  succeeding  items  be  renumbered  to  correspond.

Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  read  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  as  follows: 

Report  of  Special  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution. 

This  Convention  wishes  to  express  great  satisfaction  in  the  general 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  this  institution  under  the  able  and  devoted  leader- 
ship of  the  Superintendent,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Wheeler. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  program  of  the  Board  for  improvements  and 
extension,  and  rejoice  that  in  this  undertaking  we  have  the  assured  co- 
operation of  the  Dioceses  of  East  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina. 

M.  A.  Barber,  For  the  Committee. 
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Rev.  William  H.  Wheeler  spoke  on  the  work  of  the  Thomp- 
son Orphanage. 

Rev.  Thos.  F.  Opie  read  the  report  of  the  Diocesan  Pub- 
licity Committee,  as  follows: 

We,  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  in  the  interest  of  Diocesan 
Publicity,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

During  the  year  regular  news  items  have  been  furnished  to  the  Church 
press,  most  notably  the  Carolina  Churchman.  Southern  Churchman  and 
The  Churchman,  and  also  considerable  Church  news  has  found  its  way 
into  columns  of  the  daily  press  from  time  to  time. 

Prior  to  the  Nation-wide  Campaign  last  fall  we  flooded  the  Diocese 
with  some  ten  thousand  folders,  entitled, '  'You,  Money  and  the  Nation- 
wide Campaign,"  with  no  cost  to  the  Diocese.  This  was  made  possible 
by  the  generosity  of  an  interested  layman. 

Shortly  after  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  we  sent  out  letters,  with 
self-  addressed  return  post  cards,  to  every  active  clergyman  in  the  Diocese, 
at  our  own  expense,  asking  if  their  parishes  would  put  into  effect  the 
recommendations  endorsed  by  the  Convention  bearing  on  four  impor- 
tant items  of  publicity.  Forty-nine  such  letters  and  return  cards  were 
sent  out  and  twenty-four  replies  were  received.  (The  remainder  are  like 
the  grave  of  Moses— no  one  knows  to  this  day  where  they  are!)  Classifi- 
cation of  the  answers  shows  the  following  results: 

Seventeen  parishes  have  local  publicity  committees;  16  agree  to  fur- 
nish news  to  the  Carolina  Churchman)  16  agree  to  use  local  press  freely 
in  setting  forth  the  activities  and  services  of  the  Church;  7  have  had  a 
parish  canvass  for  subscriptions  to  Church  papers. 

We  respectfully  call  on  all  those  who  have  not  carried  out  the  publi- 
city idea  in  their  parish  to  do  so  this  year,  as  in  our  opinion,  no  less  than 
that  of  the  National  Publicity  Department,  '  'publicity  is  as  essentail  to 
success  in  religious  work  as  in  secular  affairs." 

The  Diocese  ultimately  should  have  a  Department  of  Publicity  under 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese,  a  news  bureau,  with  Diocesan 
headquarters  as  a  center,  as  recommended  by  our  National  Department  of 
Publicity.  This  bureau  should  be  responsible  for  the  gathering  of  Church 
news,  and  its  proper  preparation  for  the  press;  should  secure  parish  and 
Diocesan  and  general  Church  news  for  the  Diocesan  paper;  should  furnish 
Diocesan  and  other  news  to  the  Church  weeklies,  or  to  local  correspond- 
ents of  these  papers  and  cooperate  with  the  National  News  Bureau — and 
the  expenses  should  be  provided  for  in  the  Diocesan  budget.  This  is 
an  ideal  towards  which  we  would  direct  the  attention  of  our  Diocese, 
but  we  are  not  pressing  for  action  just  at  present. 

We  strongly  recommend: 

(1st)  More  general  support  of  the  Carolina  Churchman  by  clergy 
and  laymen.  (400  more  subscriptions  will  put  the  Carolina  Churchman 
on  a  sound  basis.) 
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(2d)  That  such  parishes  and  missions  as  have  not  yet  appointed  a 
local  Publicity  Committee,  do  so  at  once. 

(3rd)  That  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  support  our  Church  weeklies 
and  The  Spirit  of  Missions,  and  The  Church  at  Work,  (by  a  prompt  dis- 
tribution of  the  latter  on  arrival),  as  well  as  our  own  Diocesan  paper. 

(4th)  That,  where  it  has  not  already  been  done,  a  thorough  canvass  of 
every  Episcopal  family  be  made,  looking  to  a  wider  circulation  of  our 
Church  papers,  both  in  the  interest  of  their  financial  support  and  our  own 
information  as  to  the  general  life  and  activity  of  the  Church  all  over  the 
world.

Mazyck  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  new  Parishes  which  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  new  Parishes  having  examined  the  credentials,  re- 
commended that  Emmanuel  Church,  Southern  Pines,  be  accepted  as  a 
parish  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  under  the  name  of  Sand  Hills 
Parish. 

H.  deC.  Mazyck. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes,  the  Convention  ac- 
cepted the  invitation  of  Mr.  Walter  D.  Toy,  to  hold  its  next 
annual  session  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill. 

Convention  took  a  recess  until  2:30  p.m. 

2:30  p.m.  The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  and 
Rev.  Samuel  B.  Stroup  spoke  on  the  proposed  Cayuga  Lake 
Assembly  Ground. 

Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes  was  appointed  Commissioner  for  the 
Church  Service  League. 

Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  reported  on  his  work  at  the  Chapel 
of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  and  the  appended  resolution  was 
adopted. 

WORK  AT  CHAPEL  HILL 

Students.  During  the  last  twelve  months,  there  has  been  a  total  of  302 
students  either  members  of  or  affiliated  with  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
attendance  at  the  University.  There  are  247  in  the  regular  session,  and 
there  are  81  in  the  Summer  School.  Twenty- six  of  these  are  also  in  the 
regular  session.  One  hundred  fifty-one  come  from  the  Diocese  of  North 
Carolina,  72  from  East  Carolina,  45  from  Western  North  Carolina,  and 
34  from  other  states. 
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The  rector  has  attempted,  with  the  aid  of  the  Brotherhood,  to  make  as 
many  personal  contacts  as  possible.  A  supper  for  the  new  students  was 
held  at  the  opening  of  college,  over  100  different  students  have  been 
entertained  at  the  Rectory,  and  weekly  socials  were  held  during  the 
summer  school.  A  regular  student  Bible  class  is  maintained,  though 
this  has  not  been  very  successful.  Many  private  conferences  have  re- 
vealed however  a  keen  interest  in  religious  matters  among  the  students. 
The  attendance  at  Church  has  been  good.  Building  operations  have 
necessarily  hampered  the  work  among  the  students,  in  that  since  last  De- 
cember we  have  been  unable  to  use  the  Parish  House. 

I  should  like  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  work  at  Chapel  Hill  is  as 
much  a  Diocesan  work  as  St.  Mary's  School  or  the  Thompson  Orphanage. 
This  fact  has  been  recognized  by  the  donor  of  the  new  Church,  by  those 
others  who  have  given  so  generously  to  the  new  Parish  House,  by  this 
Convention  in  its  resolutions  recommending  a  Student  Secretary.  They 
did  not  make  their  gifts  to  the  local  parish  at  Chapel  Hill,  but  to  the 
Church  in  the  state  for  its  work  at  the  University.  The  parish  at  Chapel 
Hill  is  simply  the  local  caretaker.  It  does  not  wish  to  shirk  any  of  its 
responsibility,  but  it  does  ask  that  the  financial  burden  put  upon  it  be 
fair  and  just. 

Building.  The  work  on  the  new  Church  is  going  along  splendidly. 
The  walls  are  approaching  completion,  and  the  contractor  believes  that 
it  will  be  finished  before  winter.  The  Parish  House  has  also  progressed 
rapidly,  and  the  roof  is  now  being  put  on.  But  we  regret  to  say  that  the 
funds  given  for  the  Parish  House  are  exhausted,  and  the  Vestry  at  Chapel 
Hill  has  had  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  $5,000,  so  that  the  work  may  go  on. 
To  complete  and  equip  the  building  a  total  of  $25,000  more  is  needed. 
I  fear  this  has  not  been  understood.  The  original  gifts  of  $50,000  for  the 
Church  and  $25,000  for  the  Parish  House  were  not  sufficient  to  build  the 
type  of  building  suitable.  With  great  generosity  and  considerable  effort, 
Mr.  Erwin  more  than  doubled  his  gift,  so  that  this  Church  might  have 
an  adequate  building  at  the  University. 

Surely  we  have  a  right  to  expect  that  others  will  add  to  the  generous 
gifts  of  Mr.  Cutter,  Dr.  Lewis,  Mr.  Thos.  Battle,  Mr.  Lewis  Holt,  and  those 
who  pledged  the  $25,000  originally  asked  for,  so  that  the  Parish  House 
may  be  erected  free  from  debt. 

Resolved.  That  inasmuch  as  the  work  of  the  Church  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  is  to  a  large  extent  Diocesan  in  its  scope,  the  clergyman 
in  charge  of  that  work  be  requested  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

After  luncheon  in  the  Robert  E.  Lee  Hotel,  Bishop  Penick 
stated  that  he  had  requested  Bishop  Cheshire,  who  had  pre- 
sided at  his  first  Diocesan  Convention  May  1894,  in  this  Parish, 
to  give  some  account  of  his  thirty  years  of  Episcopal  Service. 
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Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  Bishop's  address,  Bishop  Penick 
requested  Dr.  Richard  H.  Lewis  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh, 
to  reply  to  the  Bishop's  address,  on  behalf  of  the  Convention. 

For  these  two  addresses  (See  Appendix.  B) 

Rev.  Bertram  E.  Brown  offered  the  following  resolution 
which  was  adopted. 

Whereas:  one  of  the  gifts  promised  in  Holy  Scripture  to  the  Church  of 
God  is  that  of  Evangelists;  and  whereas;  the  preaching  of  Missions,  or 
revivals,  of  an  evangelical  nature,  is  one  of  the  chief  methods  by  which 
the  souls  of  men  are  stirred  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  a  conviction  of  sin  and 
consecration  to  the  Christian  life. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  this  Convention  advise  and  encourage  the  clergy 
of  the  several  parishes  and  charges,  to  secure,  when  possible,  the  preach-, 
ing  of  such  missions  in  their  charges,  and  to  offer  themselves  if  they  are 
conscious  that  God  has  granted  them  any  measure  of  ability  so  to  do,  as 
mission  preachers,  to  preach  such  missions  in  the  charges  of  their  brethren. 

On  motion,  the  Bishop  was  authorized  to  appoint  delegates 
to  the  Provincial  Synod,  to  supply  any  vacancies. 

On  motion,  of  the  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens,  the  Executive 
Council  was  authorized  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  might  occur 
between  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  of  Mr.  S.  S.  Nash,  the  thanks  of  the  Convention 
was  extended  to  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Winston-Salem,  and  to  the  people  and  press  of  the  city. 

The  Committee  on  Rural  Work  was  continued  and  in- 
structed to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion,  of  the  Rev.  Morrison  Bethea,  the  next  Con- 
vention was  appointed  to  be  held  on  Tuesday,  May  12,  1925. 

Rev.  Francis  H.  Craighill  read  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  and  the  appended 
resolutions  were  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

A  comprehensive  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  in  this  year  of  grace,  gives  an  impression  of  general  pros- 
perity, permanence  and  efficiency,  which  may  well  fill  us  with  joy  and 
humble  thankfulness  that  our  efforts  have  been  so  richly  blessed.  And 
this  impression  is  confirmed  by  a  detailed  study  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  Church's  life,  and  by  observing  the  high  standing  of  this 
Diocese  in  all  tabulated  summaries  of  the  general  work  of  the  Church. 

Finances. — The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  by  collecting  arrears  from  a 
previous  year  in  excess  of  a  microscopic  deficit  for  the  current  year  of  his 
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report  makes  the  remarkable,  and  perhaps  unprecedented  record,  of  reportt 
ing  receipts  in  excess  of  the  assessments  for  the  Episcopal  and  Contingen- 
Fund.  Ninety-four  per  cent  was  paid  on  the  Nation-wide  Campaign 
Fund,  making  it  possible  for  the  Diocese  to  continue  to  pay  in  full  its 
Budget  assessments  for  the  work  of  the  general  Church,  make  substantial 
contributions  towards  the  Priorities,  and  care  adequately  for  the  work 
within  our  own  borders.  In  addition  to  payments  on  the  quota,  more 
than  ten  thousand  dollars  was  given  as  specials. 

Institutions — The  Church  institutions  situated  within  our  borders — 
Diocesan,  inter-diocesan,  general  and  local,  sound  with  one  accord  the 
notes  of  usefulness,  soundness,  prosperity  and  hopefulness.  That  the 
needs  of  some  of  them  are  pressing  is  a  tribute  to  their  success,  and  the 
result  of  the  call  that  is  made  upon  them  for  larger  service.  Each  one 
holds  a  secure  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  there  seems  reason- 
able assurance  that  each  will  receive  such  support  as  will  guarantee  con- 
tinued usefulness  and  efficiency  in  its  special  field.  Of  special  interest 
is  the  effort  now  being  made  to  secure  funds  to  make  the  equipment  of 
the  Thompson  Orphanage  more  complete  and  to  give  worthier  expression 
of  the  Church's  loving  care  for  the  children. 

Building  Operations — The  year  has  been  notable  for  the  number  of 
handsome  buildings  erected  and  contemplated.  The  beautiful  new 
Church  at  Chapel  Hill  will,  through  our  sons,  serve  the  whole  State;  the 
historic  and  prolific  Parish  at  Tarboro  rejoices  in  a  very  handsome  Parish 
House  now  nearing  completion;  St.  Luke's,  Northampton  County,  has  a 
new  Parish  building  which  adds  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  this  excellent 
rural  Church;  Rocky  Mount  and  Monroe  have  Parish  Houses  under  con- 
struction; Roxboro  has  a  beautiful  stone  Church,  finished  and  in  use, 
Cooleemee  is  building  a  Church;  there  are  new  Rectories  at  Walnut  Cove; 
Cleveland,  Macclesfield  and  St.  Saviour's,  Raleigh;  Scotland  Neck  and 
Southern  Pines  have  plans  for  handsome  and  complete  plans  for  Church 
work;  Wilson  has  plans  for  a  Parish  House,  and  Weldon  and  Southern 
Pines  have  approved  plans  for  Rectories. 

The  Carolina  Churchman — We  cannot  commend  too  strongly  for  the 
approval  and  support  of  the  people  of  the  Diocese,  our  admirable  Church 
paper,  as  an  agency  of  Diocesan  information,  devotion  and  general 
publicity,  and  would  urge  that  the  clergy  and  the  laity  make  greater 
efforts  to  extend  its  circulation  and  to  increase  its  usefulness  by  furnish- 
ing for  its  news  columns  fuller  information  of  local  activities. 

Our  Spiritual  Building — Besides  the  foregoing  items  of  material  advance, 
there  are  other  achievements,  less  tangible,  but  of  even  greater  importance, 
on  which  this  Committee  may  well  felicitate  the  Diocese. 

Educational  Work — Increased  interest  in  Religous  Education  is  shown 
by  the  employment  of  a  part  time  Secretary  to  further  the  interests  of 
this  important  department  of  the  Church's  life,  by  the  erection  and  the 
planning  of  so  many  Parish  Houses,  and  by  increases  during  the  year 
of  ten  per  cent  in  the  number  of  Church  School  officers  and  teachers, 
and  of  twenty-five  per  cent  in  Bible  Class  enrollment.    There  is  reason 
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to  hope  that  these  notable  gains  in  equipment,  faculty  and  adult  par- 
ticipation in  the  life  of  the  Church  School  may  soon  be  followed  by  a 
notable  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  under  instruction. 

The  work  done  at  St.  Mary's,  St.  Augustine's  and  the  Thompson  Or- 
phanage cannot  fail  to  enrich  greatly  the  future  life  of  the  Church.  The 
work  at  Chapel  Hill  is  of  inestimable  value,  and  the  Diocese  should  make 
greater  efforts  to  make  similar  provision  for  spiritual  oversight  of  Church 
students  in  the  other  educational  institutions  of  the  State.  The  clergy 
and  loyal  churchmen  of  the  Diocese  should  also  be  diligent  in  securing 
larger  support  and  patronage  for  the  excellent  Church  Schools  for  boys, 
which  may  be  found  in  neighboring  states  and  especially  in  enlisting 
interest  and  enrolling  students  for  Sewanee,  our  own  College,  and  in  real- 
izing and  proclaiming  how  great  an  asset  it  is  to  the  life  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  South. 

The  plans  for  Summer  Conference  grounds,  which  seem  to  be  making 
hopeful  progress,  are  also  of  importance  to  the  educational  interests  of 
the  Diocese  and  may  well  be  commended  to  our  people. 

Young  People's  Fellowship — Our  Diocese  has  made  notable  advance 
during  the  past  year  in  the  important  work  which  has  become  so  essential 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  modern  Church,  and  in  which  we  have  lagged  so 
long  and  so  far  behind  our  sister  Communions.  This  blank  spot  in  the 
completeness  of  our  plan  of  work  is  now  being  filled,  and  every  Parish  and 
Mission  should  seek  an  immediate  share  in  the  blessing  that  will  certainly 
come  to  the  whole  Church  through  the  developement  of  the  Young  Peo- 
ple's Fellowship. 

Other  advance  steps  which  have  marked  this  year  are  the  movements  to 
unify  and  coordinate  the  work  of  the  Church  through  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Church  Service  League.  It  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  there  are  nine  young  men  in  the  Diocese  who  have  offered 
themselves  for  the  ministry.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  as  is  witnessed  by 
the  reports  at  its  recent  Convention  in  Charlotte,  is  operating  with  all 
its  accustomed  zeal  and  devotion,  and  with  increasing  scope  and  power. 
It  is  a  deep  satisfaction  to  know  how  happy  has  been  the  experience  of 
the  Church  with  its  work  among  colored  people  under  the  oversight  of 
one  of  their  own  race;  and  to  know  that  this  experience  is  shared  by  all 
the  Carolinas. 

Resolutions  Requested — Two  requests  have  been  transmitted  to  this 
Committee  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  seeking  expressions  from  this 
Convention  in  regard  to  a  World  Court  and  the  World  Conference  on 
Faith  and  Order.    Appropriate  resolutions  are  appended. 

The  Bishop's  Anniversary — At  this,  the  first  meeting  of  our  Convention 
since  the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  Bishop  Cheshire's  accession  to  the 
Episcopate,  the  Diocese  way  well  express  its  rejoicing  at  both  the  length 
and  the  fruitfulness  of  his  Episcopate.  The  personal  esteem  and  affection 
is  beyond  any  power  of  expression  which  this  committee  possesses,  but 
we  know  that  it  comes  to  our  Bishop  every  day  more  directly  and  more 
eloquently,  as  he  goes  about  the  Diocese. 
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The  effectiveness  of  his  oversight  during  the  three  decades  that  he  has 
borne  the  care  of  all  the  Churches  may  be  read  in  a  simple  comparison 
of  the  statistics  of  1894  and  1923. 

Then  there  were  48  clergy  within  the  present  area  of  the  Diocese, 
and  now  there  are  68,  an  increase  of  42  per  cent  The  3,750  Commu- 
nicants have  multiplied  to  10,005,  167  per  cent.  Then  there  were  78 
Parishes  and  Missions,  now  there  are  120,  an  increase  of  54  per  cent.  The 
annual  income  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  has  increased  from  $40,811.54, 
to  $360,578.38,  increase  780  per  cent.  The  value  of  our  Church  property, 
which  was  $301,720  in  1894,  is  now  $2,473,360,  an  increase  of  719  per  cent. 

The  gratitude  and  affection  of  the  Diocese  has  found  other  expression, 
but  this  statistical  expression  of  the  effect  of  our  Bishop's  thirty  years 
administration  upon  the  State  of  the  Church  may  well  find  a  place  in 
the  report  of  this  Committee. 

Your  Committee  presents  the  following  resolutions : 

I.  That  this  Convention  endorses  the  movement  to  form  a  Diocesan 
organization  of  the  Young  People's  Fellowship,  and  strongly  urges  that 
every  clergyman  form  branches  of  it  in  the  Churches  under  his  care. 

II.  That  the  Church  people  of  the  Diocese  in  planning  the  education 
of  their  sons,  be  asked  to  consider  the  advantages  and  claims  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  and  that  the  clergy  be  urged  to  bring  this  matter  to 
the  attention  of  their  congregations. 

III.  That  this  Convention  endorse  in  principle  the  proposition  for  a 
World  Court,  as  a  sincere  and  concrete  endeavor  to  advance  the  cause 
of  world  peace. 

IV.  Resolved: 

(a)  That  this  Convention  endorses  the  project  for  a  World  Conference 
on  Faith  and  Order,  and  commends  it  to  the  interest  and  prayers  of  the 
clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese. 

(&)  That  a  Committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  two  clergymen  and 
two  laymen,  to  cooperate  with  the  Commission  of  our  Church  in  pre- 
paring for  the  World  Conference,  by  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  the  people 
in  this  Diocese  and  by  promoting  local  conference;  this  Committee  to 
report  to  the  next  Convention.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

In  welcoming  yon  to  this  one  hundred  and  eighth  annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  I  have  to  note 
the  absence  of  one  of  the  oldest  of  our  Clergy,  who  since  our 
last  meeting  has  been  called  to  a  higher  sphere  in  the  fellow- 
ship of  Christ's  Church,  the  Rev.  Isaac  McKendree  Pitten- 
ger,  D.D.,  for  twenty-five  years  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh,  from  1892  to  1916.  He  was 
a  devoted  pastor,  a  diligent  preacher,  an  enterprising  ad- 
ministrator, given  to  hospitality,  and  loyal  to  the  Church 
and  to  its  teachings.  He  won  a  high  place  in  the  affections 
of  his  people,  and  left  behind  a  noble  monument  to  per- 
petuate the  memory  of  his  rectorship,  in  the  stately  and  beau- 
tiful Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  which  humanly  speaking 
would  never  have  been  built  in  its  fair  and  harmonious  pro- 
portions but  for  his  large  vision  and  consecrated  enthusiasm. 
Well  on  in  middle  life  when  he  came  to  this  Diocese,  he 
soon  became  thoroughly  identified  with  both  our  social  and 
our  church  life,  and  for  many  years  received  the  fullest 
confidence  of  the  Diocese,  and  served  in  the  most  important 
positions  within  the  gift  of  this  Convention. 

Having  completed  twenty-five  years  of  faithful  and  effec- 
tive service  as  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
he  resigned  that  parish  in  the  autumn  of  the  year  1916,  and 
for  a  year  or  two  undertook  missionary  work  in  the  vicinity 
of  Raleigh,  having  no  desire  or  purpose  to  retire  from  the 
exercise  of  his  ministry.  But  his  parochial  labors  had  been 
more  exhausting  than  either  he  or  his  Bishop  realized,  and  af- 
ter about  two  years  of  this  irregular  service,  often  interrupted 
by  ill  health  and  physicial  weakness,  he  was  compelled  to

retire  from  active  work.  He  had  many  friends  in  the  Diocese, 
and  left  a  noble  monument  to  his  memory  in  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Raleigh. 

There  has  passed  from  us  since  our  last  meeting  another 
of  our  brethren,  a  layman,  long  one  of  the  most  important 
and  zealous,  members  of  the  Convention,  and  for  thirty-eight 
consecutive  years  unfailing  in  his  attendance,  the  late  Charles 
E.  Johnson,  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh.  For  thirty-four 
years,  from  1884  to  1918,  he  was  our  faithful  and  efficient 
Treasurer,  and  for  thirty-two  years  one  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese.  He  had  been  my  friend  from  early  manhood, 
a  friendship  which  had  in  a  manner  come  down  to  us  from 
those  who  had  gone  before.  Our  official  connection,  com- 
bining with  our  personal  relations,  made  him  one  of  my  most 
intimate  associates  for  the  last  thirty  years  of  his  life,  and 
I  cannot  but  be  deeply  affected  by  his  departure  from  us. 
He  was  to  me  a  kind,  considerate  and  unfailing  friend,  a 
wise  and  judicious  counselor  both  in  matters  personal  and 
official.  He  was  not  only  our  faithful  and  efficient  Treas- 
urer for  thirty-four  years,  but  during  all  the  years  of  his 
service  in  this  Convention,  unprecedented,  so  far  as  I  remem- 
ber in  length  of  continued  and  unbroken  attendance,  he  was 
concerned  in  every  matter  affecting  the  interests  of  the  Dio- 
cese. There  was  nothing  of  importance  in  which  his  judg- 
ment and  experience^  were  not  helpful.  As  a  Trustee  of  St. 
Mary's  School  he  gave  much  time  and  thought  to  that  greatest 
of  our  Diocesan  enterprises,  having  served  on  its  Board  of 
Trustees,  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  from 
its  incorporation- in  1897  until  his  death.  Of  the  important 
place  he  occupied  in  the  community  and  the  positions  of 
trust  and  responsibility  he  so  successfully  filled,  I  will  not 
speak.  I  can  only  refer  thus  briefly  to  his  services  to  the 
Church  and  Convention.  He  was  a  devoted  son  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  North  Carolina.

He  desires,  however,  to  preserve  his  connec- 
tion with  this  Diocese,  and  I  am  sure  we  feel  it  an  honor  and  a  hap- 
piness to  have  his  name  on  our  roll;  and  trust  we  may  all  remember 
him  and  his  devoted  family  in  our  prayers. 

The  Rev.  A.  Burtis  Hunter,  D.D.,  has  given  up  his  work  in  our 
American  churches  in  Europe,  and  having  retired  from  active  serv- 
ice, has  desired  to  return  to  his  canonical  connection  with  this  Dio- 
cese, though  residing  in  East  Orange,  N.  J.  I  believe  all  who  re- 
member him  during  his  long  and  able  service  among  us,  rejoice  to 
have  renewed  even  this  connection,  and  it  would  be  a  very  great 
happiness  to  us  all  if  Dr.  Hunter  and  his  noble  wife  could  resume 
their  residence  in  the  Diocese.

In  speaking  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  I  must  first 
of  all  congratulate  the  Diocese  and  myself  as  your  Bishop,  up- 
on the  happy  results  of  our  action  in  providing  a  Bishop  Co- 
adjutor for  the  work.  Every  interest  of  the  Church  has 
felt  the  benefit  of  his  earnest  spirit  and  his  devoted  and 
well-directed  labors.  To  me  he  is  a  true  helper,  both  in  tak- 
ing upon  himself  so  great  a  part  of  the  visitation  of  parishes 
and  missions,  and  also  in  the  inward  confidence  and  assur- 
ance I  find  in  knowing  that  he  so  effectually  supplies  any 
lack  of  service  occasioned  bv  niv  increasing  vears.    He  al- 
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ready  receives  from  both  clergy  and  people  that  full  confi- 
dence, affection,  and  ,  cooperation  which  have  made  my  own 
thirty  years  as  your  Bishop  so  blessed  to  myself  and  so 
fruitful  of  results  in  the  life  of  the  Diocese. 

I  must  also  say  a  word  as  to  the  happy  development  of 
the  work  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institu- 
tion. The  upward  movement  in  its  life,  which  began  a  few 
years  ago  under  Mr.  Smith,  has  received  a  very  distinct 
stimulus  and  a  notable  expansion  under  the  administration 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wheeler.  He  has  clear  and  comprehensive 
views  of  what  an  institution  should  be;  and  its  Board  of 
Managers,  and  its  friends  generally  throughout  the  Diocese, 
recognize,  and  are  responsive  to,  his  enlarged  and  generous 
schemes  of  advanced  work,  both  in  its  material  equipment 
and  its  internal  administration. 

I  could  say  much,  did  time  allow,  of  St.  Mary's  School, 
which  was  never  more  prosperous  in  its  material  condition 
and  appointments,  and  which  seems  gradually,  if  slowly,  to 
be  gathering  the  elements  of  permanent  stability  and  healthy 
development  and  expansion.  The  report  of  its  Trustees  and 
the  presence  of  its  faithful  Rector  with  us,  will  afford  further 
and  more  particular  information  of  its  condition. 

I  must  mention  also  St.  Augustine's  School,  which  is  not 
a  diocease  institution,  but  which  is  necessarily  most  inti- 
mately and  vitally  connected  with  our  work  for  our  large  and 
prosperous  and  increasingly  intelligent  negro  population. 
St.  Augustine's  School  is  on  the  eve  of  a  very  considerable 
development  of  its  work  and  enlargment  of  its  scope.  By 
the  generosity  of  its  friends,  and  the  very  liberal  assistance 
of  the  General  Education  Board,  a  new  building  for  ad- 
ministration offices  and  for  lecture  halls  and  class  rooms,  to 
cost  eighty  thousand  dollars,  is  now  under  contract  and  in 
process  of  erection.  This  building  will  not  only  afford 
ample  room  for  the  convenient  and  effective  administration 
of  its  business  and  the  better  instruction  of  its  classes,  but 
by  releasing  space  now  used  for  those  purposes,  will  very 
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considerably  increase  its  capacity  to  receive  in  larger  num- 
bers that  very  intelligent  and  important  class  of  young  colored 
men  and  women  who  are  seeking  to  take  advantage  of  its 
intellectual  training  and  its  Christian  nurture.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Goold,  Principal  of  the  school,  is  proving  in  ever  increasing 
measure  a  worthy  successor  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hunter,  to  whom 
the  beginning  of  this  development  of  the  work  is  largely  due. 

One  further  reference  I  cannot  deny  myself  to  these 
material  accessories  of  the  Church's  work  and  visible  evi- 
dences of  its  growth  and  power.  An  inexperienced  and  un- 
trained Deacon  I  was  sent  by  my  Bishop  straight  from  my 
ordination  to  take  charge  of  the  church  at  Capel  Hill  in  May, 
1878,  the  first  resident  minister  after  the  revival  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  1875.  A  small  body  of  students,  a  handful  of  village 
people,  and  three  or  four  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  Uni- 
versity, welcomed  me,  bore  with  my  faults  and  deficiencies, 
and  held  up  my  feeble  hands.  The  beautiful,  but  at  that 
time  rather  shabby-looking,  church  built  chiefly  by  the  ex- 
ertions of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Mercer  Green,  afterwards  Bishop 
of  Mississippi,  was  our  place  of  worship,  as  it  has  continued 
to  be  our  parish  church  in  Chapel  Hill  up  to  the  present 
time.  You  will  pardon  these  personal  recollections,  which 
must  always  color  my  feelings  towards  this  my  first  parish. 
You  are  all  familiar  with  the  present  condition  of  our  State 
University.  It  numbers  more  than  two  thousand  students  and 
I  know  not  how  many  hundred  professors,  tutors  and  instruc- 
tors of  one  kind  and  another.  In  its  relation  to  the  history, 
the  education,  the  present  life  and  the  vital  interests  of  the 
people  of  the  whole  State,  I  do  not  believe  it  has  its  like 
among  the  institutions  of  learning  in  the  United  States ;  and 
it  promises  increasing  expansion  in  numbers  and  influence 
in  the  near  future.  And  the  little  Chapel  of  the  Cross  of 
Bishop  Green's  day  is  still  our  only  church  at  this  great  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina. 
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But  a  wider  prospect  opens  before  this  important  parish, 
even  as  a  new  era  has  come  to  the  University.  There  is  now 
rising  by  the  side  of  this  older  building,  to  be  joined  with 
it  by  an  ample  Parish-House  and  by  the  stone  arches  of  a 
beautiful  cloister,  as  they  will  ever  be  joined  in  holy  associa- 
tions and  in  useful  work,  the  stately  walls  of  a  stone  church,  to 
meet  the  increased  congregations,  and,  when  completed,  to 
be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  churches  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina.  The  great  work  so  worthily  planned  and  so  sorely 
needed,  is  the  generous  and  wise  provision  of  Mr,  William 
A.  Erwin  of  St.  Philip's  church,  Durham;  and  with  my 
cordial  sympathy  and  approval  he  wishes  to  have  it  stand  as 
a  memorial  to  his  maternal  grandfather,  the  late  Dr.  Wm.  R. 
Holt,  of  Lexington,  a  graduate  of  the  University,  a  dis- 
tinguished and  eminently  useful  citizen,  and  one  of  the  lead- 
ing laymen  of  this  Diocese,  and  a  member  of  this  Convention 
in  the  early  days  of  our  diocesan  life.  Such  an  act  does  not 
need  to  be  heralded  with  many  words;  but  I  cannot  refrain 
from  saying  that,  in  my  judgment,  no  more  important  or 
more  necessary  work  for  the  Church  or  the  University  has 
marked  this  day  of  many  noble  and  generous  gifts  for  the 
Church  and  for  the  State. 

I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  conclude  this  address  without  a 
word  of  counsel  in  regard  to  the  recent  discussions  arising 
out  of  the  brief  Pastoral  Letter  put  forth  by  the  House  of 
Bishops  at  their  meeting  in  Dallas  last  November. 

At  that  meeting  a  Memorial  signed  by  many  eminent  lay- 
men of  the  Church  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Bishops,  asking  their  counsel  as  to  the  obligation 
of  the  Articles  of  Faith  set  forth  in  the  Creed;  whether 
Christians  were  required  to  believe  the  statements  contained 
in  the  Creed.  To  this  the  Bishops  replied,  in  effect,  that  the 
members  of  the  Church  should  accept  with  heart  and  mind 
the  statements  which  they  utter  with  their  lips  in  the  solemn 
service  of  God.    This  is  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
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Dallas  Pastoral  Letter.  It  was  drawn  up  by  a  committee 
to  whom  the  memorial  had  been  referred ;  it  was  reported  to 
and  read  in  the  House  of  Bishops ;  and  it  was  then  adopted 
by  the  House  without  one  dissenting  voice.  I  believe  that 
this  plain  answer  to  a  plain  question  has  been  received  with 
satisfaction  by  a  vast  majority  of  our  clergy  and  laity.  What 
they  confess  with  their  mouth  they  believe  in  their  heart. 
The  whole  Church  would  have  been  inexpressibly  shocked 
bad  they  been  told  that  they  need  not  believe  what  they  had 
been  required  to  profess  in  their  Baptism  and  to  repeat  in 
almost  every  service. 

Some  prominent  clergymen,  however,  who  have  not  been 
backward  in  setting  forth  their  own  opinions,  have  seemed 
much  distressed  that  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  should  ven- 
ture to  express  a  judgment  upon  a  question  put  to  them  con- 
cerning Christian  truth  and  duty.  They  have  declared  public- 
ly from  their  pulpits  and  through  the  press  their  strong  dis- 
sent from  the  Bishops'  Pastoral ;  and  in  some  cases  have  not 
hesitated  to  say  that  therein  the  Bishops  bad  shown  themselves 
both  presumptuous  and  ignorant.  The  Article  in  the  Creed 
which  has  been  specially  called  in  question  is  that  which  as- 
serts the  Virgin  Birth  of  our  Lord,  with  sometimes  an  in- 
sinuation also  against  the  fact  of  our  Lord's  Resurrection. 

It  is  not  denied  that  these  Articles  of  the  Creed  are  part 
of  the  Doctrine  of  Christ,  "as  this  Church  hath  received  the 
same]'  which  every  Priest  at  his  ordination  is  pledged  to  ac- 
cept and  to  teach;  nor  is  it  denied  that  they  may  be  "con- 
cluded and  proved  by  the  Scripture/'  as  the  Scriptures  are 
received  and  read  in  the  Church. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  there  was  no  statement  of  the  Virgin 
Birth  in  the  Mcene  Creed  until  the  Council  of  Calcedon, 
450  A.D.  It  is  not,  however,  denied  that  in  the  period  of 
the  great  Councils,  belief  in  the  Virgin  Birth  was  universal 
amongst  Christians ;  and  there  is  evidence  that  in  the  simpler 
baptismal  confession,  the  Virgin  Birth  was  asserted  from  the 
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earliest  times.  The  heresies  which  vexed  the  Eastern 
Church,  and  which  were  dealt  with  at  Mcsea,  Constantino- 
ple, and  Chalcedon,  all  had  relation  to  our  Lord's  divine 
nature.  Though  the  Virgin  Birth  is  not  specifically  men- 
tioned in  the  Creed  as  put  forth  by  the  Councils  before  that 
of  Calcedon,  I  think  no  one  can  read  the  terms  in  which  all 
those  Councils  set  forth  our  Lord's  divine  nature,  and  the 
fact  of  His  Incarnation,  and  fail  to  recognize  that  they  as- 
sume that  miraculous  Birth  which  was  the  common  belief  of 
all  Christians. 

But  it  is  frankly  and  honestly  stated  by  the  objectors  to 
the  Bishops'  Pastoral,  that  their  difficulty  does  not  relate  to 
the  statement  as  to  the  Virgin  Birth  alone,  but  to  the  whole 
attitude  of  the  Bishops  towards  the  acceptance  of  the  Creed 
and  the  obligation  to  believe  its  several  articles.  Their  con- 
tention, so  far  as  I  can  understand  it,  is  that  the  scientifically 
trained  mind  of  the  present  day  cannot  accept  the  statements 
of  .the  Creed  or  of  the  Scriptures ;  and  that  being  thus  out 
of  harmony  with  the  general  laws  and  principles  recognized 
by  the  most  advanced  modern  thought,  the  Christian  tradi- 
tion, the  Creeds  of  the  Church,  and  the  Scriptures  of  the 
~New  Testament,  must  bq  revised  and  readjusted  to  meet  the 
advance  of  human  knowledge,  and  the  present  habit  of  the 
scientifically  trained  intellect. 

JSTow  I  am  but  ill  qualified  to  discuss  these  questions  in 
any  minuteness  of  detail.  Yet  there  are  some  simple  prin- 
ciples which  give  my  mind  and  my  heart  courage  and  assur- 
ance in  the  face  of  all  such  contentions  and  assaults  upon  the 
"Faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints." 

I  am  quite  aware  that  science,  dealing  with  this  material 
Universe,  can  recognize  only  general  and  immutable  laws  and 
the  adamantine  chain  of  cause  and  effect.  But  there  is  some- 
thing in  life  above  material  forces  and  natural  laws.  The 
Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  professes  to  come  from 
above.    He  presents  himself  to  us  as  the  Bevealer  of  heavenly 
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life  and  truth ;  and  I  accept  Him  as  such ;  and  thus  accepting 
Him,  I  refuse  to  recognize  the  authority  of  science,  or  to 
respect  the  scientifically  trained  intelligence,  when  it  under- 
takes to  extend  its  authority  into  the  spiritual  realm,  and  to 
tell  me  what  to  believe  and  what  not  to  believe  about  my 
Lord  and  my  God.  Science  does  not  know  God  with  any 
renewing  and  saving  knowledge.  It  knows  God,  if  it  knows 
Him  at  all,  only  in  the  earthquake,  the  wind  and  the  fire, 
not  in  the  still  small  voice  of  the  Spirit.  It  assumes,  and  it 
rightly  assumes  for  its  purposes,  the  eternity,  backward  and 
forward,  of  the  Universe  and  its  existing  laws.  It  knows  noth- 
ing of  creation,  it  knows  only  methods  and  processes  of 
evolution  and  growth.  Whether  frankly  materialistic,  or 
recognizing  mind  as  the  foundation  of  matter,  it  must  limit 
its  view  to  the  existing  Universe  and  its  established  order.  It 
has  no  eyes  to  see,  and  no  understanding  to  measure  any 
facts  or  values  other  than  these.  Science  is  true  and  reliable, 
and  in  a  manner  sacred,  within  its  own  sphere.  But  Christi- 
anity is  the  revelation  of  truth  lying  back  of  all  present 
material  existence,  and  comes  to  us  from  Him  Who  exists  in 
Himself,  before,  above  and  beyond  this  Universe ;  Who  made 
it  and  can  destroy  it.  Our  Lord  and  Master  is  the  Revealer 
of  a  Life  above  the  knowledge  of  the  wise.  That  the  scien- 
tific mind —  as  scientific — should  not  know  Him  or  the  things 
of  His  Kingdom,  is  what  always  has  been  and  always  must  be. 
He  tells  us,  "Except  ye  become  as  little  children,  ye  shall 
not  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven."  He  says  that  His 
Father  hath  "hidden  these  things  from  the  wise  and  prudent 
and  hath  revealed  them  unto  babes."  St.  Paul  tells  us  that 
"the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  Spirit  of 
God;  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  Him;  neither  can  he 
know  them,  because  they  are  spiritually  discerned."  The 
old  Gnostic  was  just  as  sure  of  himself  as  is  modern  science; 
and  was  just  as  incapable  of  estimating  spiritual  forces  and 
values.    Science  knows  nothing  about  God,  in  the  Christian 
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conception  of  God,  nothing  about  goodness  or  love,  or  free- 
dom, nothing  of  sin  or  pardon,  of  grace  and  redemption. 
When  the  scientific  mind  has  reduced  Christian  truth  to  the 
terms  of  its  own  knowledge,  and  has  coordinated  Christian 
doctrine  with  its  scientific  theories,  then  the  life  and  power 
of  Christianity  will  have  vanished.  Science  has  no  finalty; 
it  changes  from  day  to  day.  The  Church  has  at  one  time 
and  another  tried  to  ally  itself  with  this  system  of  philosophy, 
or  with  that  theory  of  science,  and  always  to  its  loss  and  dis- 
credit. I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of 
heaven  and  earth;  and  in  Jesus  Christ,  His  Son,  our  Lord, 
Who  was  born  of  the  Virgin,  suffered  and  died  for  me;  rose 
again  from  the  dead,  and  ascended  into  Heaven,  and  shall 
judge  the  quick  and  the  dead.  It  is  all  beyond  my  compre- 
hension. The  Virgin  Birth  is  about  the  simplest  and  least 
incomprehensible  statement  of  them  all.  But  science  knows 
nothing  about  any  of  them.  It  cannot  prove  or  disprove  one 
of  them.  In  their  full  significance  and  value  I  cannot  under- 
stand them.  But  I  believe  them.  My  heart  and  my  mind 
rest  secure  and  satisfied  upon  them.  I  know  them;  and  I 
feel  confident  that  they  shall  endure  beyond  any  present 
known  principle  or  theory  of  human  science.  They  are  eter- 
nal verities.  Science  is  of  today ;  possibly,  and  only  possibly, 
of  tomorrow  also;  but  not  forever. 

aO,  Timothy,  keep  that  which  is  committed  to  thy  trust; 
avoiding  profane  and  vain  babblings  and  oppositions  of 
science1 — Knosis,  knowledge,  falsely  so  called  which  some 
professing  have  erred  concerning  the  Faith."

ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

We  come  to  the  beginning  of  a  new  year  in  the  history  of 
our  Church  with  a  sense  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
'  'great  things  He  has  done  and  is  doing  among  the  children  of 
men."  The  Spirit  of  God  is  brooding  over  the  chaos  of  social, 
political  and  economic  disorders  with  transforming  and  creative 
power.  Even  over  the  deep  darkness  of  international  affairs 
there  are  signs  of  breaking  light.  Religion  as  the  most  vital 
factor  in  human  life  is  commanding  more  attention  every  day. 
The  power  of  the  Risen  Christ  is  being  recognized  and  vividly 
experienced.  A  new  vision  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  unfolding 
upon  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  thinking  people.  The 
Church,  with  an  unshakable  loyalty  to  the  revealed  facts  of  our 
most  holy  faith,  and  maintaining  at  the  same  time  a  sympathetic 
hospitality  towards  all  who  seek  a  reverent  and  rational  in- 
terpretation of  these  historic  truths,  is  confidently  proclaiming 
her  evangel  of  the  "new  commandment"  of  love,  unafraid  of 
any  destructive  element  lurking  within  the  mysterious  depths  of 
discoverable  truth.  The  admission  of  the  supernatural  charac- 
ter of  God's  revelation  of  Himself  through  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
a  growing  acknowledgment  of  the  mysterious  background  of  all 
life,  reinforced  by  the  modest  hypotheses  of  truly  scientific  men , 
a  recognition  of  the  sacramental  nature  of  large  departments  of 
human  activity  hitherto  classified  as  secular,  a  deepening  con- 
sciousness of  the  unity  and  solidarity  of  all  mankind  and  our 
unescapable  accountability  to  God  for  the  welfare  of  "all 
sorts  and  conditions  of  men" — these  are  mighty  signs  of  the 
times  that  the  world  is  being  subdued  to  Christ  by  the  in- 
dwelling power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  '  'When  God  made  mouths, 
God  sent  food."  The  world  is  hungry  and  only  the  bread  of 
heaven  can  feed  and  satisfy.  Food  for  honest  but  inquisitive , 
wistful  minds,  bread  of  comfort  for  barren,  broken,  hungry 
hearts,  good- will  among  antagonistic  classes  and  prejudiced 
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races,  peace  between  nations,  righteousness  amongljndividuals^ 
justice  in  society,  the  law  of  liberty  prevailing,  the  love  of 
Christ  constraining — these  are  the  ideals  towards  which  our 
Church  is  moving  triumphantly  "like  an  army  with  banners." 
For  God's  mercy  in  the  past,  for  the  glowing  opportunity  of 
service  and  abundant  life  in  the  present,  we  humbly  thank  Him, 
stirred  to  the  depths  of  our  souls  by  the  challenge  of  the  hour, 
grateful  that  He  has  "called  us  to  His  Kingdom  for  such  a 
time  as  this." 

Concerning  the  manner  in  which  the  Church  is  '  "'buying  up 
this  opportunity"  in  our  diocese,  I  would  invite  your  attention 
first  to  the  subject  of 

Education. 

Some  one  has  said  that  the  chief  business  of  this  generation 
is  to  prepare  the  next  generation  to  solve  the  problems  that  we 
have  created.  The  youth  of  tomorrow  must  answer  the  ques- 
tions that  we  have  raised  today.  In  this  diocese  the  work  of 
the  Church  among  the  young  people  is  gradually  becoming 
more  effective.  The  employment  of  an  educational  field 
secretary  last  fall  has  added  to  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of 
•  our  young  people.  Although  Mr.  Scovil  has  been  in  office  for 
only  a  few  months,  his  efforts  have  already  met  with  such 
success  as  would  indicate  that  some  such  agency  represented  a 
vital  need  for  experienced  leadership  in  this  activity  of  our 
Church.  A  Diocesan  Young  People's  Fellowship  has  been 
formed  for  which  I  bespeak  your  cooperation.  Other  dioceses 
are  setting  us  notable  examples  of  what  may  be  done  in  this 
conservation  of  future  leadership.  There  is  no  reason  why 
North  Carolina  should  lag  in  this  particular  behind  the  achieve- 
ment of  any  part  of  the  country.  Our  boys  and  girls  are  just 
as  intelligent,  just  as  capable  of  zealous  devotion  to  the  Church, 
just  as  responsive  and  responsible  as  young  people  anywhere. 
What  they  need  is  attention,  sympathetic  interest,  encourage- 
ment in  initiative,  more  freedom  in  religious  expression.  Given 
intelligent,  consecrated  and  well  trained  leadership,  and  I  con- 
fidently predict  a  new  era  for  our  young  church  life  in  this 
Diocese.    By  the  elevation  and  enforcement  of  standards  in  our 
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Church  Schools,  by  stricter  requirements  from  those  who  profess 
and  call  themselves  teachers,  by  membership  in  the  Diocesan 
Fellowship,  by  furnishing  and  financing  the  attendance  of 
selected  boys  at  Camp  Finney  this  summer,  by  large  delega- 
tions at  the  forthcoming  Diocesan  Convention  for  young  people 
and  by  other  modern  methods  that  evoke  the  fine  enthusiasm 
of  youth,  we  shall  be  able  to  meet  the.  challenge  of  this  op- 
portunity. 

In  this  connection  I  call  your  special  attention  to  the  wide- 
open  door  at  Chapel  Hill.  With  the  completion  this  year  (1924) 
of  a  magnificent  memorial  Church  building,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Wm. 
A.  Erwin,  and  the  substantial  enlargement  of  the  Parish  House, 
the  Church  at  the  University  is  splendidly  equipped  so  far  as 
physical  outlay  is  concerned,  to  minister  to  the  large  mumber  of 
Episcopal  students.  But  in  spite  of  these  adequate  buildings, 
the  work  among  over  300  students  cannot  be  thoroughly  done, 
in  my  judgment,  unless  the  able  hands  of  the  rector  of  the 
parish  be  reinforced  by  another  worker.  As  I  see  it,  we  are  now 
confronted  with  the  necessity  of  providing  a  special  student 
secretary.  It  is  physically  impossible  for  one  man,  no  matter 
how  competent  and  devoted,  to  meet  all  the  demands  of  a  many 
sided  situation.  Students  are  enrolled  at  Chapel  Hill  from  all 
parts  of  the  Diocese.  Our  cities,  our  small  towns,  the  country 
side  are  represented  there.  This  concentration  of  intelligent 
young  men  and  women  who  in  a  few  years  will  be  our  leaders  in 
business,  industry,  politics  and  professional  life,  constitutes  a 
serious  Diocesan  responsibility.  What  has  the  Church  to  offer 
her  maturing  youth  in  that  critical  period  when  the  ties  of  home 
are  often  relaxed  and  the  thoughts  of  childhood  are  being  pain- 
fully done  away?  This  is  not  an  imaginary  situation.  It  is  a 
real  issue  demanding  the  best  attention  that  we  can  give- 
Delay  means  waste  of  human  products.  In  ministering  to 
these  University  students,  the  Church  would  in  fact  be  min- 
istering most  effectively  to  herself.  If  this  seems  to  call  for 
more  sacrifice  from  our  people,  it  is  in  reality  a  means  of  self- 
preservation.  The  Kingdom  of  God  needs  and  may  enjoy  the 
benefit  of  the  services  which  these  young  men  and  women  will 
naturally  give  if  their  university  years  are  impressed  by  the 
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wise  solicitude  of  the  Church.  I  earnestly  recommend  that 
this  matter  of  a  student  secretary  at  Chapel  Hill,  to  be  provided 
at  Diocesan  expense,  receive  the  consideration  and  such  action 
by  this  Convention  as  its  serious  importance  seems  to  demand. 

Of  conspicuous  prominence  among  our  complex  and  growing 
problems  is  the  welfare  of  the 

Rural  Church. 

According  to  the  technical  use  of  this  term  which  includes 
Churches  in  towns  of  4000  population,  this  Diocese  is  fairly 
strong  in  Rural  Church  compared  with  other  Dioceses  where  the 
Church  is  concentrated  largely  in  urban  centers.  This  favor- 
able comparison,  however,  does  not  blind  our  eyes  to  the  fact 
that  in  strictly  rural  communities  our  Church  is  not  as  strong  as 
it  ought  to  be.  We  are  all  aware  of  some  exceptions  to  this 
generalization,  notably  Edgecombe  County.  But  when  all 
allowances  have  been  made  for  the  country  missions  now  es- 
tablished and  all  credit  has  been  granted  for  the  good  work  now 
being  done,  the  plain,  bald  fact  remains  that  our  rural  work 
needs  developing.  We  find  in  several  counties  one  Church 
building  only  and  even  here  the  services  are  held  infrequently. 
In  some  counties  we  have  no  work  at  all.  And  yet  there  are 
people  in  these  places  who  need  ministrations  of  the  Church. 
My  judgment  may  be  exceedingly  faulty,  but  it  seems  to  me 
that  a  Church  which  is  commissioned  to  extend  the  Kingdom  of 
God  and  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  poor  should  rest  very  un- 
easily until  some  definite  step  had  been  taken  to  diminish  the 
area  of  this  barely  occup  ied  territory.  Is  it  not  time,  my 
brethren,  that  we  look  this  situation  squarely  in  the  face  and 
stop  lulling  ourselves  into  contentment  by  repeating  the  old 
platitudinous  reproach  that  the  Episcopal  Church  is  strong  in 
cities  because  it  appeals  to  educated  people?  We  pray  for  all 
sorts  and  conditions  of  men  and  that  includes  the  ignorant, 
isolated  North  Carolina  farmer  whose  soul  is  precious  in  God's 
sight.  May  I  not  suggest  that  we  need  some  policy  of  expansion 
in  our  rural  work,  some  plan  other  than  that  of  the  spontaneous 
initiative  of  a  clergyman  here  and  there,  by  which  the  Church 
may  be  wisely  and  consistently  extended  into  these  open 
counties  of  opportunity?  To  this  end  I  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  special  Diocesan  Commission  on  rural  churches, 
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the  chairman  of  the  commission  on  social  service  being  an  ex 
officio  member,  the  duty  of  which  special  commission  shall  be 
to  make  a  careful  survey  and  study  of  the  unoccupied  counties 
of  this  Diocese  and  to  determine  upon  some  policy  for  Church 
extension  in  strictly  rural  communities.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  RT.  REV.  HENRY  B.  DELANY,  D.D. 
BISHOP  SUFFRAGAN  FOR  COLORED  WORK 


Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  in  God,  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 
I  am  thankful  to  God  that  I  have,  with  few  exceptions,  been 
able  to  perform  the  duties  that  you  have  entrusted  to  my  care. 

While  I  have  been  as  active  as  ever  in  making  my  visitations 
to  the  five  different  Convocations  over  which  I  preside,  I  am 
restricting  this  report  to  the  things  that  concern  the  working 
of  the  Convocation  in  this  Diocese.  Speaking  generally  I 
wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  have  you  know  with  what  vigor 
I  assume  my  duties,  as  the  years  flit  by.  North  Carolina,  East 
Carolina,  West  Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Upper  South- 
Carolina  each  has  a  facination  for  me,  and  I  ask  your  prayers 
for  strength  and  guidance  that  I  may  be  permitted  to  sow  a 
little  longer,  before  the  time  of  harvest.

Notwithstanding  the  various  things  that  must  concern  those 
who  are  responsible  for  the  guidance  of  the  flock  of  God  there 
are  always  some  evidences  of  His  mercy  to  cheer  us. 

The  opening  of  the  Diocesan  year  brought  comfort  to  the 
members  of  the  Convocation  through  the  ordination  of  the  Rev. 
Frederick  H.  U.  Edward  to  the  Diaconate,  on  Jan.  28th.  in  the 
city  of  Oxford.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Griffith  was  his  presenter  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Horsefield  of  the  parish  church,  who  had  been  of 
great  assistance  to  him  in  his  preparation,  was  the  preacher. 
The  closing  of  the  year  brought  equal  comfort  to  the  Convoca- 
tion in  the  coming  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  T.  McDuffie  to  take 
charge  of  St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Winston-Salem.  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Wilson,  is  still  without  a  rector  and  I  now  have  little 
hopes  of  securing  one  until  we  can  build  a  rectory.  We  are 
glad  to  secure  again,  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hudson  of  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro.  (Mr.  Henderson,  Mr. 
Crittenden).  Our  faithful  missionary,  the  Rev.  Bravid  W. 
Harris  of  Warrenton,  has  accepted  a  call  to  Grace  Church, 
Norfolk,  Va.  Mr.  Harris  had  just  completed  a  comfortable 
Rectory  for  his  family.  Through  the  interest  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Barber,  it  was  my  privilege  to  baptize  an  adult  in  the  death  cell 
of  the  Penitentiary.  On  May  the  8th  and  9th  I  attended 
the  sessions  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  in  Oxford  and  read  my 
report  as  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the  Colored  Convocation.  On 
May  30th  I  attended  the  closing  exercises  of  St.  Augustine's 
School,  and  also  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  Trustees,  in  session, 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day.  Our  St.  Augustine's  Con- 
ference, now  under  the  auspices  of  the  American  Church 
Institute  for  Negroes,  had  its  opening  session  on  June  the  4th. 
The  Conference  now  has  on  its  enrollment  representatives  from 
18  states  and  Dioceses.  The  signs  of  the  times  seem  pregnant 
with  issues  favorable  to  the  Race,  and  the  Church  cannot 
afford  to  do  less  than  take  the  initiative  in  welcoming  them 
into  the  higher  and  better  life.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Pat  ton  of  the 
American  Church  Institute  for  Negroes  has  recently  stated 
that  the  total  cost  of  maintaining  these  schools  is  $380,000  per 
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year,  and  of  this  amount,  $200,000  has  been  given  by  South- 
ern churchmen  during  the  past  year,  for  endowment  of  the 
Institute,  for  buildings  and  for  maintenance.  Again  let  me  refer 
to  the  great  effort  that  the  Diocesan  branch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  is  putting  forth  to  stimulate  and  encourage  the 
Colored  branches  in  the  Master's  work.  (Silver  Service). 
Appended  to  this  report  is  the  Treasurer's  report.

ADDRESS  OF  BISHOP  CHESHIRE  AT  THE  LUNCHEON 

MAY  14TH 


Bishop  Penick  and  other  of  my  brethren  have  asked  me  to 
speak  briefly  at  this  time  of  the  thirty  years  of  my  service  as 
your  Bishop  and  servant  for  Christ's  sake.  I  cannot  refuse 
this  request.  It  is  a  worthy  theme,  thirty  years  of  service. 
I  hope  I  may  be  able  in  some  measure  to  treat  it  worthily. 

Thirty  years  ago  I  met  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  as  its  Bishop  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Winston — 
not  in  this  building,  but  in  its  humble  predecessor  on  the  next 
corner.  But  that  earlier  structure  had  other  and  not  less 
sacred  associations  for  me.  In  it  I  was  ordained  to  the  Priest- 
hood, May  30th,  being  the  First  Sunday  after  Trinity,  1880, 
A.D.,  by  Bishop  Lyman,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Watson,  afterwards 
Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  preaching  the  sermon,  and  the  Rev. 
Jno.  E.  C.  Smedes,  D.D.,  presenting  me  for  Ordination.  This 
Parish  has  therfore  a  peculiar  interest  to  me,  in  the  experiences 
of  my  ministry. 

There  was  a  general  feeling  in  the  Diocese  at  the  time  of 
my  Consecration  that  I  was  a  very  youthful  Bishop.  This 
was  caused  by  the  fact  that  my  Credecessor,  Bishop  Lyman, 
had  come  to  the  Episcopate  at  the  age  of  fifty-eight,  and  so 
was  remembered  as  always  having  been  much  my  senior. 
Bishop  Ravenscroft  also  had  passed  his  fiftieth  year  before  he 
came  to  us.  But  at  the  time  of  my  Consecration  I  was  forty- 
three  years  of  age,  only  three  years  younger  than  Bishop 
Atkinson,  and  nine  years  older  than  Bishop  Ives,  when  they 
became  Bishops.  In  the  Diocesan  Clergy  List  I  stood  well  below 
the  middle  in  the  term  of  my  service  in  the  Priesthood,  having 
been  thirty  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  my  ordination,  and 
having  therefore  served  only  thirteen  years  in  the  pastoral 
office.  I  believe  I  undertook  the  duties  of  Bishop  with  a  be- 
coming sense  of  my  weakness  and  insufficiency,  and  with  a 
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very  sincere  respect  for  my  elders  and  betters.  But  there 
were  a  number  of  considerations  cooperating  in  deciding  me 
to  take  up  the  work  to  which  I  had  been  called.  In  the  first 
place  I  had  entered  upon  the  work  of  a  minister  with  a  deep 
sense  of  responding  to  a  call;  and  I  had  determined  in  my  own 
mind  that  I  would  go  where  I  might  be  sent.  So  I  never  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  a  parish,  nor  ever  really  considered  any  which 
I  received.  Bishop  Atkinson  ordained  me  Deacon,  and  sent 
sent  me  to  Chapel  Hill.  I  remained  there  until  Bishop  Lyman 
sent  me  to  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte.  I  believe  the  records 
of  that  parish  will  show  that  I  declined  by  return  mail  the  call 
of  the  Vestry.  But  the  Bishop  advised  them  to  call  me  again, 
and  he  told  me  that  I  must  go  to  that  parish;  and  in  deference 
to  his  will  I  went.  I  remained  there,  promptly  declining  such 
invitations  to  other  work  as  came  to  me.  I  looked  upon  my 
work  as  that  to  which  I  had  been  appointed.  That  was  the 
way  in  which  it  presented  itself  to  my  mind  and  conscience. 
So  when  the  authoritative  voice  of  the  Diocese  appointed  me  to 
be  the  Diocesan  leader  and  servant  of  all,  I  could  not  but  feel 
that  my  principles  of  action  bound, me  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  work  laid  upon  me.  That,  so  far  as  I  can  tell,  was  the  de- 
termining influence  in  my  accepting  the  choice  of  the  Diocese, 
and  becoming  its  Bishop. 

Two  things  in  the  election  were  gratifying  to  me  personally. 
The  first  was  that  I  had  been  put  in  nomination  by  that  man 
whom  I  thought  most  worthy  to  be  our  Bishop,  and  whom  I 
nominated  for  the  office,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch.  The  second 
was,  that,  as  I  was  informed  (I  was  myself  absent  from  Raleigh 
when  the  election  was  made)  all  the  Colored  Clergy  were 
deeply  moved  with  a  desire  that  the  choice  of  the  Convention 
should  fall  on  me.  That  the  man  whom  I  considered  the 
strongest  of  us  all,  and  the  best  fitted  to  be  our  head  and  leader; 
and  then  on  the  other  hand  those  occupying  the  place  of  least 
power  and  influence,  should  unite  in  wishing  to  put  me  over 
them,  did  deeply  touch  me. 

There  was  also  a  consideration  which  I  now  think  had  great- 
er influence  with  me  than  at  that  time  I  was  conscious  of.  I 
had  endeavored  to  serve  faithfully  the  congregations  to  which 
I  had  been  appointed.    I  do  not  think  that  I  was  remiss  in  my 
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duty  to  them,  judged  by  ordinary  standards.  The  work  in 
both  my  parishes  had  seemed  reasonably  prosperous  under  my 
administration.  But  my  views  and  my  efforts  had  never 
been  limited  by  the  bounds  of  my  parish.  The  parish  had 
seemed  to  me  to  be  a  sort  of  centre,  a  vantage-ground,  from 
which  influence  and  effort  should  radiate  into  the  vacant 
spaces  beyond.  I  felt  my  duty  to  my  parish  and  to  my  people. 
I  believe  few  pastors  have  more  deeply  felt  the  tender  bonds 
which  unite  Priest  and  people,  or  have  had -greater  happiness 
and  conscious  joy  in  pastoral  ministrations.  But  I  never  felt 
that  I  belonged  to  my  parish.  I  always  felt  that  we  both 
belonged  to  the  Diocese,  and  through  the  Diocese  to  the 
Church  beyond  the  Diocese;  and  that  Priest  and  parish  were 
organized  for  church  work,  not  for  parochial  work,  except  in- 
cidentally and  as  part  of  the  general  work  of  the  Church. 

Indeed  I  had  from  the  first  of  my  ministry  some  faint  con- 
sciousness of  a  principle,  which  became  clearer  as  time  went  on, 
and  experience  widened:  namely,  that  the  true  method  of  life 
and  growth  is  in  continually  reaching  out  after  something  be- 
yond. During  my  three  years  at  Chapel  Hill  a  great  part  of 
my  thought  and  effort  had  gone  out  to  a  mission,  St.  Philip's, 
Durham,  which  I  established  there.  When  I  went  to  Charlotte 
I  began  at  once  to  look  out  from  St.  Peter's  to  the  numerous 
colored  population  of  Charlotte;  and  then  to  Rockingham,  to 
Monroe,  to  the  stretch  of  unoccupied  country  between  Wades- 
boro  and  Lincoln  County.  I  tried  many  things.*  I  failed 
oftener  than  I  succeeded.  But  I  am  happy  in  thinking  that 
I  helped  to  put  some  of  that  enterprising  and  expanding  prin- 
ciple into  St.  Peoer's  Parish,  which  has  made  it  what  it  is. 

Perhaps  it  was  this  quality  in  my  service  which  led  Bishop 
Lyman  a  few  months  before  my  election  to  the  Episcopate,  to 
say  to  me  that  he  wished  me  to  resign  my  parish  and  become 
Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese,  and  to  take  under  my  charge  all  the 
missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  This  plan  was  in  prepara- 
tion when,  at  the  Convention  in  May  1893,  it  was  resolved  to 
elect  an  Assistant  Bishop;  and  the  election  at  the  adjourned 

*While  Rector  of  St.  Peter's,  Charlotte,  I  began  the  work  of  St.  Michael  and 
All  Angels,  Charlotte,  St.  Paul's,  Monroe,  St.  Mark's,  Mecklenburg  County,  St. 
Martin's,  Charlotte;  and  also  several  other  missions  in  Mecklenburg  and  Iredell 
counties,  which  did  not  develop  into  anything  permanent. 
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session  in  June,  removed  the  need  of  such  a  measure.  It 
seems  to  me  now  that  all  those  things  went  before  and  some- 
how made  it  more  easy  for  me  to  accept  the  work  of  Bishop. 

So,  October  15,  1893,  I  was  consecrated  as  Assistant  to 
Bishop  Lyman,  and  that  Bishop's  death  two  months  later, 
December  13,  left  me  your  Diocesan  Bishop.  May  16,  1894, 
I  met  my  first  Convention  in  this  parish. 

In  looking  over  my  address  delivered  to  this,  my  first  Con- 
vention, I  am  gratified  to  find  the  following  passage: 

"In  my  judgment  we  need  in  this  Diocese,  more  than  any- 
thing else,  to  realize  our  common  bond  of  union  in  the  Diocese. 
The  only  way  we  can  come  to  this  is  by  becoming  interested 
in  common  Diocesan  work.  The  unit  in  the  Church  is  not  the 
parish,  it  is  the  Diocese.  Our  Diocesan  enterprises  and  in- 
stitutions should  stand  first  with  all  of  us.  They  are  valuable 
not  only  for  their  direct  results  in  the  accomplishment  of  their 
specific  work ;  they  are  quite  as  valuable  as  being  manifestations 
and  exercises  of  corporate  action,  and  as  developing  the  life 
of  the  body.  I  ask  this  Convention  to  listen  to  all  that  may 
be  presented  in  regard  to  these  works  of  general  interest  and 
obligation." 

I  would  like  to  make  this  quotation  from  my  first  Convention 
address,  here  in  Winston  thirty  years  ago,  the  text,  so  to  speak, 
of  what  I  have  to  say  now.  I  believe  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  have  some  figures  showing  the  progress  of 
the  Diocese  during  these  years  in  a  statistical  view.  I  wish  to 
point  out  some  examples  of  what  we  have  tried  to  establish  as 
the  prevailing  principles  and  spirit  of  our  Diocesan  life,  in 
reaching  out  after  what  we  desire,  but  have  not  attained. 

VALLE  CRUCIS 

In  1894,  what  is  now  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina, 
was  still  a  part  of  our  Diocese,  and  there  lay  the  most  appealing 
field  of  missionary  endeavor.  Our  first  new  enterprise  was  to 
revive  the  long  abandoned  Valle  Crucis  Mission,  and  make  it 
an  evangelizing  centre  in  the  counties  in  that  north-western 
corner  of  the  State.  In  all  that  section  we  had  among  the 
residents  of  the  county  two  churches,  one  at  Boone,  and  one 
on  the  Watauga  River,  and  each  of  these  had  one  family  re- 
maining.   The  church  had  practically  ceased  to  exist  in  the 
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very  few  localities  in  Watauga  County,  where  had  once  been 
so  important  a  mission,  and  in  Mitchell  and  Ashe  counties  it 
had  never  had  any  real  existence. 

I  wish  I  had  time  to  tell  the  interesting  story  of  the  revival 
of  Valle  Crucis.  Miss  Mary  Horner,  whom  upon  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mrs.  Wilkes,  I  had  appointed  the  head  of  our  Diocesan 
Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  agreed  that  the  Auxiliary 
should  be  responsible  for  six  hundred  dollars  a  year  as  the  sal- 
ary for  a  missionary.  I  secured  the  Rev.  Milnor  Jones,  and 
sent  him  to  Valle  Crucis,  then  only  a  name  and  a  memory. 
The  development  of  this  work  at  Valle  Crucis  belongs  to  the 
history  of  the  Missionary  District  of  Asheville,  now  become 
the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina;  but  in  its  origin,  and 
in  its  first  rootings  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  the  mountain 
people,  it  was  an  enterprise  of  this  Diocese;  and  in  its  real  life 
and  power  today  it  owes  more  to  the  work  of  Milnor  Jones  than 
has  been  sometimes  acknowledged  or  realized.  In  some  re- 
spects he  was  the  most  effective  missionary  whom  I  have  ever 
known.  In  the  two  years  of  his  work  in  that  section  he  brought 
more  people  into  connection  with  the  Church,  baptized  and 
presented  for  Confirmation,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  estimate,  for 
I  have  no  access  to  the  figures — more  persons  than  have  all  his 
successors  in  the  twenty-six  years  since.  In  the  Diocese  of 
Western  North  Carolina  today  there  are  more  churches  which 
in  whole  or  in  part  owe  their  origin  to  him  than  is  the  case  of 
any  other  missionary  within  my  knowledge.  The  establish- 
ment of  Valle  Crucis  was  the  first  Diocesan  enterprise  of  our 
thirty-year  period. 

ST.  mary's  school 
The  greatest  work  of  our  Diocese  during  these  thirty  years 
hasbeen  the  establishment  of  St.  Mary's  School  as  a  Church  insti- 
tution, owned  and  administered  by  the  Church.  As  a  most  val- 
uable Church  School  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in  the  Carolinas, 
and  in  the  States  to  the  south  of  us,  St.  Mary's  had  for  more 
than  fifty  years,  fifty-two  years  to  be  exact,  been  carried  on 
by  its  founder,  the  Rev.  Aldert  Smedes,  and  his  son  the  Rev. 
Bennett  Smedes.  But  in  1894  and  until  1897,  the  Church 
did  not  own  the  school  nor  in  any  way  control  it.  The  prop- 
erty was  private  property,  rented  by  the  two  Drs.  Smedes,  and 
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the  school  was  their  personal  enterprise.  In  1896,  however, 
just  before  the  meeting  of  our  Convention  in  May,  Dr.  Bennett 
Smedes  came  to  me,  and  informed  me  that  he  was  no  longer 
able  to  carry  on  the  school  as  a  personal  enterprise.  The 
competition  of  endowed  schools  and  public  institutions  was  more 
than  his  private  means  could  any  longer  contend  with.  He 
said  he  had  hypothecated  his  policies  of  insurance  on  his  life 
in  order  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  current  year;  and  unless 
the  Diocese  would  assume  responsibility  for  the  institution  it 
must  close  its  doors! 

I  laid  the  matter  before  the  Convention  of  1896,  and  urged 
the  Convention  to  take  action.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall  also 
presented  a  memorial  from  the  alumnae  of  St.  Mary's  School 
to  the  same  effect.  Thereupon  the  Convention  appointed  a 
committee  with  authority  to  take  such  action  as  they  might  deem 
necessary.  To  the  Convention  of  1897  this  committee  re- 
ported that  they  had  procured  an  Act  of  Incorporation  for 
"The  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,"  and  had  entered  into  a 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  school  buildings  and  twenty- 
five  acres  of  land,  consisting  of  what  is  known  as  St.  Mary's 
Grove,  for  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  valuing  the  build- 
ings at  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  the  land  at  one 
thousand  dollars  an  acre.  At  this  time  the  Diocese  had  in  the 
treasury  ten  thousand  dollars  of  a  legacy  left  to  the  Diocese 
by  an  old  parishoner  of  mine,  Miss  Mary  Ruffin  Smith,  of 
Chapel  Hill.  I  had  during  the  spring  of  1897  made  a  very 
extensive  canvass  of  the  whole  State  and  had  secured  subscrip- 
tions amounting  to  something  over  four  thousand  dollars.  This 
was  all  the  money  in  sight,  and  it  was  proposed  to  ratify  this  con- 
tract made  tentatively  by  the  "  The  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School" 
and  to  order  the  treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  make  a  cash  pay- 
ment of  the  ten  thousand  dollars  in  his  hands,  and  to  pledge 
the  Diocese  for  the  remaining  forty  thousand  dollars.  This 
proposition  was  most  strenuously  opposed  by  some  of  the  best 
and  most  judicious  business  men  in  the  Convention.  They 
asserted  that  the  price  demanded  for  the  property  was  above 
its  true  value,  and  proposed  that  we  should  abandon  the  old 
site  of  the  school,  purchase  cheaper  property  elsewhere,  and 
erect  new  buildings.    They  said  that  the  Diocese  would  be 
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unable  to  meet  the  deferred  payment,  that  the  former  owners 
would  therefore  regain  the  property,  and  the  Diocese  lose  its 
ten  thousand  dollars. 

But  the  more  ^sanguine  element  in  the  Convention  won  the 
day.  The  convention  of  1897  endorsed  the  incorporation  of 
the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  approved  and  confirmed  the 
contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  property  at  the  price  agreed 
upon,  and  ordered  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  to  pay  the  ten 
thousand  dollars  upon  the  purchase.  To  the  convention  of 
1897  belongs  the  honor  of  conserving  for  the  Church  the  life 
work  of  the  Drs.  Smedes,  father  and  son,  and  establishing  as 
an  institution  of  the  Diocese  St.  Mary's  School. 

While  many  of  our  zealous  Churchmen  cooperated  in  this 
work  it  is  only  just  that  I  should  say  that  the  honor  of  accom- 
plishing the  very  difficult  feat — I  think  I  shall  call  it  feat — of 
effecting  the  purchase  from  the  private  owners,  belongs  to 
Mr.  Wm.  A.  Erwin,  then  and  still  an  enthusiastic,  untiring,  and 
most  munificient  friend  and  trustee  of  the  School. 

This  was  the  greatest  enterprise  ever  undertaken  by  the 
Diocese.  How  the  other  Dioceses  of  both  North  and  South 
Carolina  accepted  our  invitation  and  gladly  came  in,  to  share 
with  us  in  the  responsibilities  of  this  work,  I  have  not  time  to 
tell.  They  still  continue  united  with  us  in  the  support  and 
administration  of  St.  Mary's  as  the  Diocesan  School  of  the 
Carolinas,  and  may  we  ever  remain  in  the  bond  of  this  union. 
But  it  was  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  which  assumed  the 
obligation,  and  upon  it  the  greatest  part  of  the  responsibility 
has  rested,  as  was  natural  and  proper. 

Of  the  immaterial  and  spiritual  treasures  flowing  in  an 
uninterrupted  stream  from  this  school,  to  refresh  and  contin- 
ually renew  the  life  of  the  Church  through  so  great  a  part  of 
our  southern  country,  no  estimate  can  be  formed.  But  the 
material  growth  and  progress  of  the  institution  as  an  enter- 
prise of  the  Diocese,  its  money  value,  is  some  criterion  of  its 
success.  Without  allowing  anything  for  the  appreciation  of 
the  land  since  1897,  reckoning  only  what  the  Church  has  put 
into  it,  in  the  original  purchase  and  in  permanent  improve- 
ments and  equipment,  the  official  auditor's  report  for  1924 
puts  its  present  value  at  $248,000.  This  however,  allows 
nothing  for  deterioration  in  buildings;  but  also,  as  has  bsen 
said,  it  allows  nothing  for  appreciation  in  the  land . 
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I  must  not  forget  to  say  that  the  success  of  the  school  has 
been  due,  since  the  invaluable  work  of  the  Smedeses,  to  the  good 
and  able  men — the  men  and  their  noble  wives,  who  have  been  its 
successive  Rectors.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bratton,  1899-1903;  the 
Rev.  McNeeley  DuBose  and  Mrs.  DuBose,'  1903-1907;  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Lay,  1907-1918,  and  Mr.  and -Mrs.  Way  from  1918 
to  the  present  time. 

st.  augustine's  school 

I  shall  speak  in  this  connection  of  another  of  our  Church 
institutions,  a  general  institution  of  our  National  Church,  yet 
located  in  our  Diocese,  and  therefore  intimately  related  to  our 
Diocesan  work,  ministering  to  the  interests  of  our  very  numer- 
ous colored  population,  and  deserving  a  larger  share  of  our 
interest  and  support  than  we  have  been  accustomed  to  give  it. 

Though  established  in  1867  as  a  general  institution  for  the 
training  of  colored  teachers  and  leaders  among  their  people 
throughout  the  South,  and  established  wholly  by  money  from 
the  North,  I  found  St.  Augustine's  School  in  1893  almost  as 
completely  Diocesan  in  its  control  and  management  as  if  it  had 
belonged  to  the  Diocese.  One  or  two  Trustees  from  East 
Carolina  sometimes  attended  the  annual  meetings.  The 
Board  of  Missions  made  an  inadequate  annual  appropriation 
through  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  A  class  of  divinity  students 
recruited  entirely,  I  believe,  from  its  graduates,  and  all  in 
effect  from  the  Carolinas,  emphasized  its  local  character. 
Cooperating  with  Mr.  Hunter,  an  effort  was  at  once  made  to 
give  this  institution  a  place  in  the  mind  and  thought  of  the 
Church  more  in  accordance  with  its  original  plan  and  purpose. 
By  arrangement  with  the  Colored  Commission  of  that  day, 
the  Divinity  Class  was  abolished,  and  I  agreed  to  send  my 
Colored  Candidates  to  King  Hall  or  the  Bishop  Payne  Divinity 
School.  In  consideration  of  this  I  was  allowed  funds  for  es- 
tablishing at  St.  Augustine's  School  a  higher  classical  and 
literary  course,  to  prepare  young  men  to  enter  the  Divinity 
School  or  other  professional  schools.  For  several  years  Mr. 
Hunter  and  I  spent  some  weeks  every  winter  in  Philadelphia, 
Pittbsurg,  New  York,  Boston,  and  other  places,  bringing 
to  the  attention  of  the  Church  the  claims  of  St.  Augustine's 
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as  a  general  institution  belonging  to  the  whole  Church,  and 
entitled  to  more  general  and  generous  support  .  We  succeeded 
for  a  time  in  having  prominent  Churchmen  in  the  North  take 
positions  upon  our  Board  of  Trustees,  and  in  inducing  others  to 
visit  the  school.  We  had  finally  to  give  up  the  effort  to  have 
men  from  a  distance  on  our  Board,  on  account  of  the  difficulty 
of  attending  our  meetings.  But,  we  did  absolutely  and  entirely 
change  the  relation  of  St.  Augustine's  School  to  the  Church  at 
large.  It  has  now  for  some  years  been  recognized  in  its  gen- 
eral character.  It  receives  generous  support  from  our  general 
treasury.  It  has  already  greatly  developed  in  all  its  depart- 
ments; and  promises  a  still  greater  advance  in  the  near  future. 
In  1894  the  pupils  in  the  school  numbered  173  with  14  teachers; 
this  present  year  there  are  572  pupils  in  attendance  with  a 
corps  of  26  teachers.  The  land  and  buildings  are  reported  in 
the  last  audit  at  $214,273,  besides  a  very  large  investment  in 
equipment;  and  the  permanent  endowment  fund  exceeds 
$100,000,  the  sum  of  $50,000  being  held  in  trust  by  our  Nation- 
al Council,  in  New  York,  and  something  over  $50,000  by  our 
local  treasurer,  in  Raleigh. 

While  St.  Augustine  is,  as  I  have  said,  not  a  diocesan  in- 
stitution, and  we  can  claim  as  a  Diocese  very  little  credit  for  this 
work;  yet  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  ex  officio  President 
of  the  Corporation,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  few  ex- 
ceptions, have  been  clergymen  and  laymen  of  the  Diocese,  the 
development  here  noted  does  in  a  measure  belong  to  the  his- 
tory of  diocesan  administration  during  the  thirty  years  last 
past;  and  I  desire,  by  thus  calling  attention  to  so  important  a 
work,  to  increase  your  interest,  and  to  invite  you  to  a  more 
active  cooperation  for  the  future.  In  addition  to  the  buildings 
included  in  the  audit  above  mentioned,  there  is  while  I  speak, 
a  great  building  under  contract  and  in  course  of  construction, 
for  offices,  lecture  rooms  and  recitation  rooms,  to  cost  $80,000, 
and  there  is  to  be  erected  in  the  near  future  a  building  to  be 
a  training  school  for  young  colored  women  in  various  branches 
of  Church  work. 

THE  THOMPSON  OEPHANAGE  AND  TRAINING  INSTITUTE 

The  establishing  of  our  Orphanage  belongs  to  a  preceding 
period  of  our  diocesan  history.    But  the  past  thirty  year 
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has  seen  a  wonderful  development  and  expansion  of  the  work. 
In  1894  it  was  caring  for  about  50  children  and  had  not  a 
single  creditable  or  permanent  building  except  the  chapel; 
and  it  had  no  endowment.  Within  the  last  few  years  four 
handsome  brick  buildings  have  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  some- 
thing like  S50;000,  and  there  is  an  endowment  fund  being  grad- 
ually accumulated,  amounting  at  present  to  $26,000.  Of  the 
movement  now  on  foot  to  raise  $150,000  for  permanent  build- 
ings and  equipment  you  are  well  aware.  I  trust  and  be- 
lieve that  it  will  be  successfully  carried  through  in  this  pres- 
ent month  of  May. 

OUR  HOSPITALS 

We  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  our  hospitals,  and  in  this 
good  work  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  bears  the  palm.  My 
personal  association  with  the  beginning  of  both  St.  Peter's 
Hospital  and  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  was  close  and 
not  unimportant,  but  they  both  had  their  origin  more  than 
thirty  years  ago.  St.  Peter's  was,  I  believe,  the  first  hospital 
in  North  Carolina  established  and  supported  wholly  as  a 
Christian  work  and  by  voluntary  contributions;  and  the  Good 
Samaritan  Hospital  was,  so  far  as  I  know,  the  first  hospital 
for  negroes  established  in  the  South.  It  was  chiefly  the  work 
of  my  noble-hearted  parishoner,  Mrs.  John  Wilkes,  and  began 
its  beneficent  work  during  the  last  year  of  my  rectorship  of 
St.  Peter's,  Charlotte,  1892-93.  Its  first  annual  report  in 
1893  showed  a  total  of  four  patients  for  112  hospital  days,  and 
an  income  of  $776.73.  The  same  year  St.  Peter's  Hospital 
reported  63  patients  for  1,335  hospital  days,  and  an  income  of 
$1,045.58;  a  day  of  small  things  indeed.  The  report  of  the 
Good  Samaritan  Hospital  for  the  year  1923  gives  760  patients 
for  1,781  hospital  days  and  $12,799.15  income.  St.  Peter's 
Hospital  for  1923  shows  1,250  patients  for  12,385  hospital 
days,  and  $12,385  expenditures.  As  a  pleasing  illustration 
of  the  impression  made  by  these  hospitals  upon  the  public,  it 
may  be  mentioned  that  a  good  Presbyterian  brother,  and  an 
old  Charlotte  friend  of  my  own,  Mr.  Wm.  Burwell,  has  re- 
cently left  a  legacy  to  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  of  $15,000. 

In  St.  Agnes  Hospital,  Raleigh,  established  chiefly  through 
the  zealous  labors  of  Mrs.  Hunter  with  the  help  of  many  friends 
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throughout  the  country,  we  have  the  largest  and  best  equipped 
hospital  for  negroes  any  where  in  the  country  south  of  Wash- 
ington City.  Though  it  is  part  of  the  property  of  St.  Augus- 
tine's School  it  is  in  its  work  a  general  hospital,  and  serves  a 
wide  region,  extending  into  the  states  to  the  north  and 
south  of  us.  The  value  of  the  land  and  buildings  is  included, 
I  believe,  in  the  audit  of  St.  Augustine's  School,  it  has  the 
beginning  of  an  endowment,  not  included  in  the  figures  before 
given,  amounting  to  $26,000,  and  over.  Its  annual  report  for  1922 
showed  1,143  patients,  for  18,817  hospital  days,  and  an  income 
of  $25,841,  of  which  over  $18,000  was  received  from  its  negro 
patients.  In  all  three  of  these  hospitals  schools  for  the  train- 
ing of  nurses  greatly  extend  their  beneficent  work. 

This  brief  summary  illustrates  a  very  real  growth  in  our 
sense  of  responsibility  for  the  suffering.  St.  Agnes  Hospital, 
like  St.  Augustine's  School,  is  not  a  Diocesan,  but  a  general 
institution,  yet  is  an  important  element  and  influence  in  our 
Diocesan  life. 


I  should  not  omit,  in  connection  with  the  purpose  and  effort 
shown  by  the  Diocese  to  pursue  broad  and  unselfish  policies  in 
its  work,  to  refer  to  our  election  in  1918  of  a  Negro  Suffragan 
Bishop.  This  Diocese  did  not  specially  need  a  Negro  Bishop. 
The  relations  between  the  Diocesan  and  our  Colored  Clergy 
and  people  were  confidential  and  affectionate,  and  there  was 
no  feeling  that  our  colored  work  did  not  receive  ample  Episco- 
pal oversight  and  ministrations.  But  our  General  Convention 
had  in  four  or  five  successive  sessions  declared  that  our  Colored 
Work  would  be  greatly  helped  by  the  ministrations  of  a  Colored 
Suffragan  Bishop,  and  some  of  our  Southern  Bishops,  especially 
our  good  brother,  Bishop  Guerry,  of  South  Carolina,  felt  that 
our  duty  to  our  colored  people  demanded  that  we  should  at 
least  make  a  trial  of  what  might  be  effected  by  the  work  of  a 
Negro  Suffragan  Bishop.  From  circumstances  which  I  have  not 
time  to  detail,  it  was  quite  apparent  that  no  adequate  oppor- 
tunity existed  for  making  this  experiment  in  our  work,  unless 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  should  undertake  the  responsi- 
bility of  a  Colored  Suffragan  Bishop.  The  Bishops  of  South 
Carolina  and  East  Carolina  promised  their  cooperation,  and 
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in  1918  we  elected  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  B.  Delany,  D.D.,  Suf- 
fragan Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  to  have  the  oversight  of  our 
Colored  Clergy  and  congregations.  He  has  ministered  also 
in  the  other  Carolina  Dioceses  on  the  request  of  their  respective 
Bishops;  and  besides  his  useful  labors  for  the  clergy  and  people 
of  his  own  race,  Bishop  Delany  has  fully  satisfied  all  generous 
and  impartial  minds  that  the  Church  has  made  no  mistake  in 
elevating  a  Negro  Priest  to  the  Episcopate.  I  consider  the 
action  of  our  Convention  in  this  matter  one  of  the  admirable 
and  creditable  features  of  our  work  in  recent  years. 

MISSIONARY  WORK 

I  can  glance  very  briefly  at  our  participation  in  the  general 
missionary  activities  of  the  Church. 

In  1895  North  Carolina,  then  including  Western  North  Car- 
olina, is  credited  with  contributing  to  the  General  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Missions  of  the  Church,  for  the  three  preceding  years 
$4,458. 

For  the  year  1923  we  have  paid  our  full  quota  towards  that 
same  work,  and  it  amounted  to  $36,000. 

For  the  year  1894  the  Treasurer's  account  with  Diocesan 
Missions  shows  contributions  to  the  amount  of  $4,458.  For 
the  year  1923  the  amounts  paid  through  our  Nation-wide  Cam- 
paign Treasurer  aggregated  $19,881,  besides  considerable  sums 
through  other  channels. 

A  special  development  of  our  Diocesan  work  during  the 
last  thirty  years  has  been  caused  by  the  extraordinary  develop- 
ment of  our  manufacturing  interests,  and  the  gathering  of 
multitudes  of  our  rural  population  into  new  towns,  and  into 
the  suburbs  of  our  older  towns.  This  early  attracted  the  intelli- 
gent observation  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Osborne,  then  my  Arch- 
deacon, and  it  is  largely  due  to  him  that  so  much  has  been  done 
to  meet  this  novel  situation.  We  have  twelve  churches  and 
chapels  built  in  these  new  communities;  and  in  many  of  our 
older  parishes  the  clergy  and  people  are  endeavoring  to  meet 
these  new  communities  with  Christian  sympathy  and  with 
brotherly  kindness  and  fellowship.  My  largest  confirmations 
are  often  in  the  churches  in  these  new  towns,  and  some  of  the 
ablest  of  our  clergy  have  been  happy  to  devote  their  efforts  to 
this  difficult  but  most  productive  field. 
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DIOCESAN  MISSONARY  ORGANIZATIONS 

If  I  may  claim  any  special  degree  of  effectiveness  for  our 
Diocesan  Missionary  Work,  and  I  do  make  such  a  claim,  I 
attribute  it  in  great  measure  to  our  Archdeacons  and  our 
Convocations.  The  Archdeacons  are  able  missionary  leaders 
under  the  Bishop.  They  not  only  relieve  him  very  greatly 
by  attending  to  all  details  in  the  oversight  of  the  missions  and 
the  missionaries,  but  they  do  an  immense  amount  of  missionary 
work,  which  without  them  would  go  undone.  If  my  adminis- 
tration during  these  thirty  years  shows  anything  effective  and 
valuable  in  the  practical  work  of  the  Diocese,  it  has  been 
largely  in  the  organization  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Work 
as  we  now  have  it  in  the  three  Convocations,  each  under  its  Arch- 
deacon. 

THE  REFORM  IN  OUR  DIVORCE  LAWS 

A  most  interesting  illustration  of  what  the  Church  may 
accomplish,  by  rightly  developing  and  guiding  public  opinion, 
was  seen  in  the  reforms  effected  in  our  Divorce  Legisla- 
tion by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  year  1905.  In  our 
Diocesan  Convention  of  1904  we,  as  a  Diocese,  called  attention 
to  the  deplorable  condition  of  our  legislation  on  the  subject  of 
Divorce,  and  we  invited  the  cooperation  of  the  Christian  people 
of  North  Carolina  in  securing,  through  the  action  of  their  re- 
spective Conventions,  Synods,  and  Conferences,  from  our 
General  Assembly  a  return  to  the  law  as  it  stood  in  the  Code 
of  1881,  which  recognized  adultery  as  the  only  post-nuptial 
cause  for  Divorce  from  the  bond  of  marriage.  Our  Christian 
brethren  of  all  names  responded  to  our  appeal,  and  generously 
recognized  the  leadership  of  our  Diocese  in  the  movement,  by 
making  the  Bishop  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  which 
secured  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  the  desired 
action.  This  is  believed  to  be  the  most  remarkable  reform  in 
the  Divorce  Laws  ever  effected  by  one  legislative  act  in  the 
history  of  legislation  in  this  country. 


What  I  have  been  endeavoring  to  do  is  to  represent  the 
activities  of  the  Diocese  during  these  thirty  years  in  aggressive, 
progressive,  and  constructive  work,  beyond,  and  in  a  measure 
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outside  of,  the  mere  interests  and  concerns  of  the  individual 
congregations  which  make  up  the  Diocese.  It  is  this  kind  of 
work,  as  I  pointed  out  in  my  Convention  address  of  1894, 
which  represents  the  real  spirit  and  purpose  of  Christianity. 
Our  Lord  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  bat  to  minister. 
His  Church  must  share  His  life  and  make  her  life  a  life  of  serv- 
ing— not  herself,  but  others.  Schools,  hospitals,  missionary 
enterprises  near  by  or  at  a  distance,  tho  reaching  out  after  that 
which  is  beyond,  endeavoring  to  raise  man's  life  "to  higher 
levels:  such  is  our  real  church  work.  And  moreover  it  is  by 
such  external  efforts  that  the  individual  church  grows.  That 
is  what  it  has  been  my  effort  to  realize  myself,  and  upon  that 
principle  I  have  endeavored  to  administer  the  Diocese. 

Now  does  our  experience  approve  the  soundness  of  this 
principle?  We  have  in  some  measure  worked  upon  this  princi- 
ple ;  what  is  our  situation  as  a  Diocese  today? 

I  have  no  space  or  time  to  elaborate  the  reply  to  this  question. 
I  must  ask  you  to  find  out  the  answer  for  yourselves.  But  I 
give  briefly  some  facts  of  our  present  situation,  as  compared 
with  that  of  the  year  1893,  in  regard  to  our  parishes  and  mis- 
sions. We  have  in  the  Diocese  42  churches  and  chapels  where 
in  1893  we  had  none;  in  15  parishes  new  and  handsomer  and 
more  commodious  church  buildings  have  taken  the  place  of 
inferior  structures;  in  1893  there  was  but  one  stone  church  in 
the  Diocese;  there  are  now  15,  including  in  that  number  the 
beautiful  chapel  of  Christ  Church  Parish  House  in  Raleigh. 
In  1893  there  were  but  23  rectories  in  the  Diocese;  there  are 
now  46.  In  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  you  will  have  figures  showing  the  large  increase  in 
clergy,  communicants,  offerings,  and  in  the  values  of  church 
property.  I  have  said  enough  to  show  that  while  our  people 
have  come  to  a  better  realization  of  their  duty  in  matters  be- 
yond parochial  and  congregational  interests,  these  domestic 
interests  have  rather  benefited  than  suffered  any  loss. 


This  is  a  brief  and  inadequate  account  of  my  thirty  years 
of  service  as  your  Bishop.  They  have  been  happy  years,  years 
in  which  I  have  received  much  love,  consideration,  and  kind- 
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ness  from  all  our  people,  clerical  and  lay.  I  trust  I  may  con- 
tinue to  be  faithful  to  my  duty  and  responsive  to  your  goodness 
as  long  as  it  shall  please  God  that  I  continue  your  Bishop. 


Bishop  Penick  suggested  that  I  should  speak  thirty  minutes : 
I  find  I  have  spoken  just  thirty- two. 

NOTE — In  the  foregoing  address  there  are  two  or  three  paragraphs  which 
were  inadvertently  omitted  in  the  hurry  of  speaking.  It  has  been  thought 
proper  to  give  them  in  the  printed  copy,  in  the  interest  of  completeness  and 
continuity.

ADDRESS  OF  DR.  RICHARD -H.  LEWIS 


My  dear  Bishop: 

By  your  strong  and  vigorous  intellect,  your  wide  and  ac- 
curate learning,  your  public  spirit,  your  unspotted  character, 
and  a  personality  of  unaffected  friendship,  you  have  come  to 
be — in  the  words  of  another — "one  of  the  best  known  and 
best  loved  men  in  our  State." 

In  the  administration  for  thirty  years  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  as  its  Bishop,  you  have  shown  in 
the  performance  of  the  duties  of  that  exalted  office  such  un- 
selfish devotion,  such  courage,  energy,  zeal,  and  wisdom,  have 
always  been  so  just  and  fair,  so  honest  in  thought  and  act,  so 
transparently  sincere,  without  a  particle  of  guile  or  malice, 
that  supplemented  by  the  grace  of  a  generous  and  kind  heart, 
with  real  humility  of  spirit  enabling  you  to  smooth  over  any 
roughnesses  that  might  occur  in  the  conscientious  solution  of 
the  many  difficult  and  trying  problems  incident  to  your  office, 
you  have  won,  in  ever  increasing  degree,  the  admiration,  con- 
fidence, and  love  of  your  clergy  and  people. 

As  an  evidence  of  their  appreciation  of  and  attachment  to 
you,  both  as  Bishop  and  man,  they  desire  to  present  to  you  a 
special  testimonial  as  a  part  of  this  celebration  of  your  thirtieth 
anniversary. 

In  a  conversation  some  time  ago  between  yourself  and  your 
Coadjutor — and  before  going  further  I  wish  to  tell  you  both 
how  all  of  us  rejoice  in  the  beautiful  relationship  of  mutual 
confidence  and  affection  existing  between  you — he  heard  you 
say  that  you  hoped  you  might  live  four  years  longer,  as  you 
thought  in  that  time  you  could  pay  off  the  debt  necessarily 
incurred  in  building  a  home  for  those  dependent  on  you.  In 
the  generous  heart  of  Bishop  Penick  there  originated  the  idea 
of  a  gift  in  the  form  of  a  purse,  to  relieve  you,  as  far  as  possible, 
of  care  and  anxiety  in  the  evening  of  your  life.  I  hold  in  my 
hand  the  fruit  of  that  suggestion. 

When  you  think  of  our  intimate  and  devoted  personal 
friendship,  beginning  when  we  were  little  boys  together  in  the 
town  of  Tarboro,  and  lasting  for  sixty-six  years  without  a  cloud 
upon  it  even  as  big  as  a  man's  hand,  you  can  understand  how 
highly  honored  I  feel  by  my  selection  to  perform  this  gracious 
task,  and  what  gratification  and  happiness  it  has  given  me  to 
say  to  you  what  I  have  said,  inadequately  I  feel,  but  in  all 
sincerity,  direct  from  both  mind  and  heart;  and  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  your  people  to  present  to  you  this  purse  of  S3, 885 
afterwards  increased  to  $4,273. 

With  this  material  gift  there  goes  our  heartfelt  prayer  that 
you  will  find  the  remainder  of  life's  journey  a  long  and  gentle 
declivity,  smooth  and  free  from  the  obstructions  of  physical 
suffering,  care  and  worry,  and  at  its  end  a  wide  open  door  and 
the  greeting  from  our  Lord  and  Master:  "  Well  done,  good  and 
faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."

Again  we  find  abundant  cause  for  thankfulness  because  of  what,  under 
the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  in  that  portion  of  His  vineyard 
committed  to  our  care  and  keeping. 

It  is  to  be  expected  that  each  succeeding  year  will  bring  with  it  its  own 
peculiar  problems,  together  with  discouragements  of  one  sort  or  another. 
We  are  conscious  of  many  failures  despite  our  efforts  to  avert  them,  but 
we  can  take  comfort  in  what  the  good  Bishop  of  Kentucky  said  in  one  of 
his  recent  discourses,  that  "failure  is  not  defeat,  it  is  simply  learning  how. ' ' 
So  we  hope — with  God's  help — to  profit  by  whatever  mistakes  we  may 
have  made  in  the  past,  by  making  them  serve  as  stepping  stones  to  some- 
thing higher  and  finer  in  the  future. 

The  only  outstanding  discouragement  which  we  have  experienced 
during  the  past  year  was  the  failure  of  a  few  of  our  Parishes  and  Missions 
to  meet  their  Nation-wide  Campaign  quotas  in  full.  It  is  of  course  quite 
possible  that  in  some  instances  their  reason  for  not  doing  so  was  a  good  and 
sufficient  one;  on  the  other  hand,  it  may  have  been  due,  as  our  General 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Franklin,  said  recently,  to  indifference,  a  lack  of  system, 
or  faulty  leadership.  We  trust,  however,  that  this  does  not  apply  to  any 
of  the  Parishes  or  Missions  in  our  Convocation,  or  even  in  our  Diocese. 

The  delinquencies  above  mentioned,  coupled  with  the  loss  of  $711.13 
thru  the  failure  of  The  Peoples  National  Bank  of  Salisbury,  which  occured 
last  June,  made  it  necessary  for  the  treasurer  of  the  Convocation  to  borrow 
money,  in  order  that  the  monthly  stipends  of  our  missionary  clergy  might 
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be  fully  and  promptly  paid,  so  we  closed  the  year's  business  with  a  deficit 
of  $1,250.  However,  $600  of  the  amount  has  been  paid  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  one  of  our  good  laymen,  and  the  remaining  $650  must  be  taken 
care  of  during  1924. 

For  some  time  past,  the  Convocation  has  suffered  by  reason  of  a  mis- 
understanding as  to  the  proper  division  of  the  N.W.C.  funds.  However, 
our  Diocesan  Executive  Committee  at  its  January  meeting  authorized  a 
redivision,  which  contemplates  the  payment  in  full  of  our  National  and 
Diocesan  Budget  before  considering  the  matter  of  priorities.  This  will 
of  course  add  very  appreciably  to  the  income  of  the  Convocations. 

If  the  value  of  spiritual  things  could  be  reckoned  in  terms  of  dollars  and 
cents,  1923  would  show  a  very  substantial  and  gratifying  balance  on  the 
credit  side  of  the  ledger.  Never  before  has  the  evangelical  note  been 
sounded  more  clearly,  and  as  a  result,  the  spiritual  consciences  of  our 
people  have  been  perceptibly  quickened.  This  awakening  was  con- 
siderably augmented  by  the  added  number  of  preaching  missions  that 
were  held  during  the  year  throughout  the  Convocation.  Eight  of  these 
missions  were  conducted  as  follows:  St.  James,  Iredell  County,  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Crosby  and  Trott.  Ascension,  Davie  Co.,  Rev.  Messrs.  Owens 
and  Trott.  St.  Mary's,  High  Point,  and  St.  Thomas,  Reidsville,  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor.  St.  Paul's,  Winston-Salem,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Schaad. 
St.  Mark's,  Mecklenburg  Co.,  the  Rev.  A.  Rufus  Morgan.  Epiphany, 
Leaksville,  the  Archdeacon.  Gallaway  Farm,  the  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes. 
It  is  our  purpose  to  emphasize  this  feature  of  our  work  more  and  more  as 
time  goes  on. 

Another  notable  advance  in  our  work  was  the  appointment  of  a  Field 
Secretary  of  Religious  Education  in  the  person  of  Rev.  Chas.  B.  Scovil, 
who  has  already  done  much  to  stimulate  the  activities  of  our  young  people 
by  the  organization  of  societies,  etc.,  as  well  as  by  the  introduction  of 
more  efficient  methods  of  religious  training,  which  cannot  fail  to  have  a 
telling  effect  upon  the  Church  of  tomorrow. 

On  Nonember  1,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Crosby,  lately  of  Emmanual  Church, 
Warrenton,  took  over  the  work  at  Hamlet  and  Laurinburg.  This  is  one 
of  our  most  important  fields,  and  Mr.  Crosby  has  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  with  zeal  and  enthusiasm.  Already  a  movement  is 
on  foot  to  build  a  rectory  at  Hamlet,  as  soon  as  the  necessary  funds  can 
be  secured. 

On  October  1,  the  Rev.  Kenneth  L.  Houlder,  who  for  some  time  past 
has  been  doing  service  in  Havana,  Cuba,  in  connection  with  the  Seaman's 
Institute,  was  placed  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's  and  St.  Peter's,  Salisbury. 
With  the  cooperation  of  his  faithful  little  band  at  St.  Paul's,  the  interior 
of  the  Church  has  recently  been  worked  over,  the  Chancel  rearranged, 
and  now  presents  a  most  attractive  and  Churchly  appearance. 

In  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mazyck's  field,  Stoneville,  Mayodan  and  Madison, 
many  splendid  things  have  been  accomplished,  both  spiritually  and  mate- 
rially. The  Stoneville  Church  has  undergone  rather  extensive  repairs, 
and  the  entire  plant  at  Mayodan — Church,  Rectory  and  Parish  House, 
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has  been  repainted,  and  some  much  needed  improvements  have  been 
made  at  Madison,  including  the  installation  of  electric  lights.  The  spirit 
in  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mazyck  are  carrying  on  their  work  is  indeed  most 
refreshing. 

At  Cleveland  a  very  neat  and  substantial  rectory  has  been  erected  at 
a  cost  of  approximately  $5,000.00,  and  is  fully  paid  for.  It  is  located  in  a 
most  desirable  neighborhood,  with  large  garden  spot,  fine  well  of  water, 
and  all  necessary  outbuildings.  This  much  needed  equipment  represents 
considerable  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  Christ  Church  congregation,  which 
deserves  to  be  congratulated  upon  this  very  notable  achievement. 

At  Cooleemee  some  of  the  material  has  been  placed  on  the  ground  pre- 
paratory to  the  building  of  a  handsome  brick  Church,  which  is  to  cost 
approximately  $12,500.00.  The  old  frame  structure  is  to  be  carefully 
dismantled,  and  all  available  material  used  in  the  construction  of  a  rectory 
on  the  same  lot.  When  completed,  this  will  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful, 
as  well  as  substantial  Mission  plants  in  the  Convocation.  Here  again, 
we  have  a  congregation  zealous  in  good  works,  and  may  God  bless  them 
in  the  noble  effort  which  they  are  making  for  the  praise  and  glory  of 
His  name 

Steps  are  being  taken  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Church  at  Spray,  on  a 
lot  generously  donated  for  that  purpose  by  the  Marshall-Field  Company. 
Under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Gordon  and  his  faithful  co- 
workers, the  congregation  has  long  since  outgrown  the  old  church  building, 
and  if  the  work  is  to  go  forward,  more  adequate  facilities  must  be  provided 
as  speedily  as  possible. 

Mr.  Gordon  is  going  to  need  considerable  financial  assistance  to  enable 
him  to  carry  forward  his  plans  for  the  future  development  of  this  most 
appealing  work,  and  we  commend  it  to  the  prayers  and  generosity  of  our 
Church-folk  throughout  the  Diocese. 

We  cannot  leave  the  work  of  Rockingham  County  without  bearing 
some  testimony  to  the  self-sacrificing  labors  of  Miss  Lillie  Hill  at  St. 
Andrew's  Mission  on  the  Gallaway  Farm.  Although  a  teacher  in  the 
public  school,  Miss  Hill  devotes  practically  all  her  time  out  of  school 
hours  visiting  the  people  on  the  farm,  and  has  succeeded  in  bringing 
many  of  them  into  union  with  the  Church.  This,  I  might  add,  is  purely 
a  labor  of  love,  for  which  she  receives  no  compensation,  save  a  small  al- 
lowance towards  the  upkeep  of  her  car,  and  the  joy  and  satisfaction  which 
is  the  inevitable  result  of  a  life  of  loving  and  unselfish  service. 

Last  summer  and  fall,  old  St.  James'  Church,  Iredell  Co.,  the  Rev. 
Thos.  L.  Trott,  Priest-in-charge,  was  completely  overhauled  and  painted 
inside  and  out;  a  tower  added  to  the  front,  in  which  a  bell  has  been  placed, 
and  its  sweet,  mellow  tones  can  be  heard  each  Lord's  Day  for  many  miles 
around.  When  it  comes  to  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  Church,  there 
is  not  a  congregation  anywhere  that  can  outstrip  St.  James'.  The  serv- 
ices are  largely  attended,  and  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  about 
eighty. 

At  St.  Paul's,  Monroe,  the  Rev.  Cortez  R.  Cody,  Priest-in-charge,  a 
much  needed  Parish  House  is  under  construction.    The  walls  are  brick 
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veneered  to  match  the  Church,  and  when  fully  completed  it  will  add  much 
to  the  attractiveness  of  the  plant,  and  provide  adequate  quarters  for  the 
large  and  growing  Sunday  School,  as  well  as  other  parish  activities. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Colyer  who  last  year  took  a  special  course  in  Social 
Service  work  in  New  York  City,  has  recently  been  appointed  as  a  United 
Offering  worker,  and  is  doing  a  most  excellent  work  at  the  Chapel  of  Hope 
in  Charlotte  among  the  mill  and  factory  operatives. 

The  only  unsupplied  Missions  we  have  at  present  are  those  of  the 
Cooleemee  Group;  however,  we  hope  to  find  a  suitable  worker  for  this 
field  in  the  very  near  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  RALEIGH 

Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God  and  Brethren  of  the  Convention. 

During  the  year  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh  has 
traveled  13,090  miles  by  train  and  car.  He  has  preached  144  times  and 
has  had  46  conferences  with  congregations  or  vestries  in  the  effort  to 
further  the  interests  of  the  Church.  He  has  baptized  six  adults  and 
fifteen  children,  making  a  total  of  twenty-one,  and  has  presented  twelve 
persons  to  the  Bishop  for  Confirmation,  officiated  at  one  wedding  and  one 
funeral  and  assisted  at  three  other  funerals. 

The  travel,  office  and  incidental  expenses  have  been  $405.00.  The 
offerings  at  the  several  services  have  been  $408.08. 

In  addition  to  this,  letters  sent  out  to  various  friends  of  the  work  in 
the  several  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Convocation  have  resulted  to- 
gether with  the  Advent  offerings  of  $152.42  from  the  Sunday  Schools 
in  a  grand  total  of  $748.14  (Seven  hundred  forty-eight  dollars  and  four- 
teen cents).  From  this  sum  the  Archdeacon,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Convocation,  has  made  the  following  ex- 


penditures :

At  the  meeting  of  the  Convocation  in  Warrenton,  a  resolution  was 
passed  instructing  the  Archdeacon  to  ask  from  each  Parish  and  Mission 
in  the  Convocation  a  special  offering  for  the  proposed  new  Church  at 
Roxboro.  It  was  also  suggested  that  this  offering  be  taken  at  Easter 
and  that  an  effort  be  made  to  make  it  equal  at  least  one  dollar  per  Com- 
municant. In  accordance  to  this  resolution  the  Archdeacon  sent  out 
several  letters  to  each  Parish  and  Mission.  The  amount  so  collected 
went  to  the  work  without  passing  through  the  hands  of  the  Archdeacon. 
The  amount  so  realized  was  a  great  help  to  this  little  congregation. 

With  this  assistance  and  the  generous  support  of  the  people  of  the  com- 
munity, this  flock  of  fifteen  souls  has  erected  a  beautiful  stone  Church 
and  have  invited  the  Convocation  of  1925  to  meet  with  them. 
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St.  Stephen's  Church,  Duke,  which  was  burned  the  same  night  that 
the  Archdeacon  took  charge  of  his  work,  has  been  replaced  by  a  structure 
of  pressed  brick  which  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and  beautiful  of  the 
small  Churches  in  the  Convocation. 

The  Archdeacon  has  been  holding  services  at  Franklinton  where  we 
have  eight  Communicants  and  a  nice  lot.  Much  interest  has  been  mani- 
fested and  there  has  been  splendid  attendance  at  the  Services  which  are 
held  by  special  invitation  in  the  Baptist  Church.  There  is  a  small  nu- 
cleus of  a  building  fund  which  is  being  increased  by  the  regular  con- 
tributions of  the  Congregation  and  it  is  hoped  to  erect  a  Church  build- 
ing in  the  near  future. 

Services  have  also  been  revived  at  Wendell  and  the  lot  which  was 
offered  several  years  ago  on  condition  that  a  Church  be  erected  in  two 
years  has  been  bought  from  the  owners  to  whom  it  had  reverted,  and  a 
building  fund  will  be  created  here  also.  The  Methodist  Brethren  have 
been  most  gracious  in  extending  us  the  use  of  their  Church  at  this  place. 

A  new  Mission  has  been  begun  with  about  fifteen  Communicants  at 
Pine  Bluff  where  by  the  gracious  invitation  of  the  Northern  Methodist 
Church  we  are  using  their  building  for  an  afternoon  service. 

St.  Gabriel's,  Selma,  has  taken  on  new  life  under  the  devoted  min- 
istrations of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lackey,  who  plans  for  aggressive  work  at  this 
place. 

St.  John's,  Wake  County,  has  also  developed  a  new  and  stirring  Church 
life  with  fine  attendance  of  all  those  connected  with  the  Mission, and  gives 
promise  of  such  development  that  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  soon  necessary 
to  build  on  the  nice  and  desirable  lot  we  have  in  the  village  of  Wake  Forest. 

Four  new  men  have  come  into  the  Convocation  during  the  year  and 
two  have  left,  but  these  changes  with  the  changes  in  the  fields  of  labor 
will  be  found  fully  noted  in  the  Address  of  the  Bishop.  Weldon  and 
Jackson  are  vacant  and  there  is  wanted  an  assistant  at  Tarboro.  If  these 
two  places  could  be  filled  there  would  not  be  a  vacant  Parish  or  Mission 
in  the  whole  Convocation. 

A  careful  survey  of  the  work  being  done  by  all  the  clergy,  both  Parochial 
and  Missionary,  gives  occasion  to  thank  God  that  we  have  just  closed 
what  is  probably  the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of  the  Con- 
vocation and  causes  us  to  implore  His  blessing  that  the  present  year  will 
mark  even  greater  progress  in  every  good  word  and  work.

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS 


FIRST  DAY 
Chapel  Hill,  K  C.,  May  12,  1925. 

The  one  hundred  and  ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was  held  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross, 
Chapel  Hill,  beginning  Tuesday,  May  12th,  at  10  a.m. 

10  :00  a.m.  The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  and 
the  Secretary  called  the  roll.  Thirty-four  Clergymen  and  the 
Delegates  from  fifteen  Parishes  and  four  Missions  were  pres- 
ent and  answered  to  their  names.  A  quorum  being  present,  the 
Bishop  declared  the  Convention  duly  organized. 

10  :30  a.m.  The  opening  service  of  the  Convention  was  the 
Consecration  of  the  New  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  erected  by  Mr. 
William  A.  Erwin  as  a  memorial  to  his  grandfather,  Dr. 
William  Rainey  Holt.  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Sidney  S.  Bost.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  preached  the  Con- 
secration Sermon  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  Bishop  Penick,  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  and  the  Rev. 
Milton  A.  Barber.  The  offerings  of  the  Congregation  were 
received  for  the  New  York  Bible  and  Common  Prayer  Book 
Society. 

2 :00  p.m.  The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order.  The 
Rev.  Morrison  Bethea  was  elected  Secretary  and  Mr.  Wm.  H. 
Euffin  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary.  The  program  was 
adopted  as  printed  and  the  nomination  of  officers  was  made  a 
special  order  for  4:00  p.m. 

Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  read  the  report  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina : 

Report  of  Standing  Committee 

February  4.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  submitted  his  schedule 
of  appropriations  from  the  income  of  the  Holt  Fund  for  the  work 
of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  which  schedule  was  approved  by  the 
Committee.    But  the  Committee  recommended  that  the  salary  of

the  Archdeacon  of  the  Convocation  of  Raleigh  be  increased  $50  a 
quarter  from  any  unused  appropriations  from  the  income  of  said 
Fund. 

At  this  same  meeting  the  Rev.  Frederick  Hubert  Uriah  Edwards 
was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 
And  approval  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas 
J.  Garland,  D.D.,  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  be  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese.  Likewise  consent  was  given  to 
the  Diocese  of  Montana  to  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

May  14.  In  St.  Paul's  Parish  House,  Winston-Salem,  the  newly 
elected  Standing  Committee  met  and  organized  by  the  election  of 
the  Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  as  President  and  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire, 
Jr.,  as  Secretary.  At  this  same  meeting  the  Committee  recom- 
mended that  the  Bishop  shorten  the  time  of  the  Candidacy  of  Lei- 
cester Faulk  Kent  and  Ordain  him  to  the  Diaconate  at  such  time, 
after  May  30,  as  suited  the  Bishop's  convenience.  They  also  recom- 
mended the  Rev.  William  Bentley  Crittenden  for  Ordination  to  the 
Priesthood.  And  they  gave  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev. 
John  Chandler  White  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Springfield. 

June  26.  On  account  of  age,  experience,  and  the  pressing  need  of 
Pristly  ministrations  in  his  field,  the  Committee  recommended  that 
the  time  of  the  Candidacy  of  the  Rev.  Clarance  0.  Pardo  be  short- 
ened, and  that  he  be  Ordained  to  the  Priesthood  as  early  as  possible. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  to  elect  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor  on  the  ground  of  extent  of  work.  And  consent  was  also 
given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Huntington  Coley, 
D.D.,  as  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 

September  19.  Approval  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
David  Lincoln  Ferris,  D.D.,  to  be  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Western  New  York.  And  consent  was  given  to  the  Con- 
secration of  the  Rev.  Frank  Alexander  Juhan  as  Bishop  of  Florida. 

At  this  same  meeting,  upon  application  of  Alfred  Lea  Reiber,  of 
Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  to  be  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for  ad- 
mission as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  he  was  so  recommended. 

December  2.  Geoffrey  Maurice  Horsfield  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  And  con- 
sent was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  Alonzo  Gil- 
man,  D.D.,  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District  of 
Hankow,  and  of  the  Rev.  Eugene  Cecil  Seaman  to  be  the  Bishop 
of  the  Missionary  District  of  North  Texas.

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The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin  read  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Diocese: 

Report  of  the  Executive  Council 

The  Diocesan  Executive  Council  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion on  May  14,  1924,  met  2:30  p.m.,  June  16,  1924,  Holy  Trinity 
Parish  House,  Greensboro,  N.  C.  with  the  following  present:  Bishop 
Cheshire,  Bishop  Penick,  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes,  Mr.  William  H. 
Ruffin,  Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Bickett,  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin,  Mr.  James 
H.  Webb,  Mrs.  Dorian  H.  Blair,  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens,  Mr.  John  H. 
Cutter,  Miss  Emma  J.  Hall. 

Acting  under  section  one  of  Canon  17,  the  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes, 
Mr.  William  H.  Ruffin,  and  Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Bickett,  were  elected 
to  serve  for  one  year.  The  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin,  James  H.  Webb, 
and  Mrs.  Dorian  H.  Blair,  were  elected  to  serve  two  years.  Rev. 
Robert  B.  Owens,  John  H.  Cutter,  and  Miss  Emma  J.  Hall,  were 
elected  to  serve  three  years.  Rev.  Robert  E.  Gribbin  was  elected 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Excutive  Council. 

The  Council  provided  for  the  departments  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension,  Religious  Education,  Christian  Social  Service,  Finance, 
and  Publicity.    During  the  year  the  Field  Department  was  added. 

The  following  members  of  the  Executive  Council  were  elected 
chairman  and  members  of  the  various  departments;  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  Robert  E.  Gribbin,  chairman;  John  H.  Cutter; 
Religious  Education,  Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes,  chairman;  Christian 
Social  Service,  Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Bickett,  chairman;  Finance,  Mr. 
James  H.  Webb,  chairman;  Publicity,  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens,  chair- 
man, Miss  Emma  J.  Hall;  Field,  John  H.  Cutter,  chairman,  Miss 
Emma  J.  Hall.  Bishop  Cheshire  expressed  his  earnest  desire  that 
Bishop  Penick  should  act  as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Council. 

Greensboro  was  selected  as  the  regular  place  of  meeting.  Meet- 
ings were  provided  for  quarterly,  beginning  on  the  Wednesday 
after  the  second  Sunday  in  September  and  were  so  held  on  Sep- 
tember 17,  December  17,  1924,  and  March  11,  1925. 

The  Council  approved  the  following  measures:  $300  a  year  to 
be  paid  from  the  E.  and  C.  Fund  to  the  Carolina  Churchman, 
and  this  publication  to  be  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Publicity 
Department.  The  Rev.  I.  Harding  Hughes,  Editor  of  the  Carolina 
Churchman,  having  presented  the  financial  condition  of  the  paper, 
was  authorized  to  go  ahead  with  the  publication  and  call  a  meeting 
of  the  Publicity  Department  whereby  plans  might  be  made  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  subscribers.  $1,000  a  year  was  appropriated 
toward  the  salary  of  a  student  secretary  or  an  assistant  pastor  at 
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Chapel  Hill.  Offering  for  Japan  Reconstruction  Fund  to  be  made 
on  Christmas  day  1924.  Church  School  offering  for  the  month  of 
October  1924  to  be  given  to  the  Bishop  Tutle  Memorial  Building 
Fund. 

General  Church  Quota  $46,000  (Budget  $23,920;  Priorities  $22,

The  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day  was  selected  as  the  time  when 
the  Clergy  should  speak  on  Christian  Education,  emphasizing  the 
obligation  to  support  our  Christian  institutions,  particularly  at  this 
time  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  benefaction  of  James  B.  Duke  was  commended  as  an  "ex- 
pression of  wide  vision,  generous  philanthropy  and  wise  service 
of  an  ever  increasing  potentiality  to  coming  generations." 

The  appeal  to  be  made  in  the  diocese  by  the  Rev.  James  P.  Burke 
for  aid  to  the  Valle  Crucis  School,  and  the  appeal  by  the  Rev. 
Walter  R.  Noe  for  the  aid  of  St.  Paul's  School,  Beaufort,  N.  C, 
were  approved. 

Five  hundred  dollars  were  allowed  to  be  taken  from  the  item  in 
the  Budget  for  a  student  secretary  at  Chapel  Hill,  to  be  used  in  the 
payment  of  interest  on  the  debt  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the 
parish  house  at  Chapel  Hill. 

Bishop  Fenick  was  authorized  to  expend  two-thirds  of  $2,840 
(congregation  paying  the  remaining  third)  in  restoring  the  Church 
of  the  Redeemer,  Greensboro,  which  was  damaged  in  a  storm  sev- 
eral years  ago. 
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An  offering  for  maintenance  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  on 
May  3,  was  recommended. 

The  apportionment  of  $1,500  needed  for  Camp  Finney  was  re- 
ferred to  a  committee,  Bishop  Penick  and  Mr.  James  H.  Webb.

Bishop  Penick  presiding,  Bishop  Cheshire  read  the 

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 
to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  May  12,  1925 

1.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  received,  from  W.  G.  Moss 
and  wife  and  Edward  L.  Baptist  and  wife,  a  deed  of  release  per- 
fecting title  to  lot  in  the  town  of  Wendell,  Wake  County,  referred 
to  in  their  report  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1924. 

2.  September  15,  1924,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  executed  a 
deed  of  trust  to  Ellen  C.  Zollicoffer,  Trustee  for  the  Roanoke  Rapids 
Building  and  Loan  Association,  to  secure  a  loan  made  to  the  ward- 
ens and  vestrymen  of  All  Saints'  Church  in  the  amount  of  $6,000 
to  complete  the  rectory.  The  deed  of  trust  covers  only  the  rectory 
and  the  lot  whereon  it  stands. 

3.  September  15,  1924,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  considera- 
tion of  a  cash  payment  of  $4,000,  conveyed  to  R.  M.  Leonard  and 
others,  Trustees  of  the  South  Main  Street  Methodist  Church  in 
Salisbury,  a  lot  of  ground,  150  by  150  feet,  on  Church  Street  in 
Salisbury,  being  a  part  of  the  lot  known  as  the  Harrison  property. 
The  sale  was  made  necessary  by  reason  of  a  street  assessment  of 
$2,925.08  levied  upon  the  property  by  the  city  authorities.  The 
Trustees  had  no  means  whatever  of  paying  this  assessment,  except 
by  the  sale  of  some  part  of  the  large  lot.  They  were  able  to  secure 
a  very  high  price  for  the  part  sold,  and  the  remainder  is  amply 
sufficient  for  the  purposes  to  which  the  property  has  been  tem- 
porarily appropriated.  Before  the  date  of  this  sale  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  had  advanced  considerable  sums,  to  pay  previous  street 
assessments,  and  to  make  necessary  improvements  and  repairs,  to 
put  in  sewer  connections,  water  supplies,  and  the  like.    Under  the 
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circumstances,  the  Trustees  felt  that  the  Bishop  should  be  repaid 
these  advances.  The  small  balance  of  $138.38  the  Trustees  paid 
to  Archdeacon  Hardin  towards  the  purchase  of  a  church  lot  in 
Albemarle.

4.  November  15,  1924,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  con- 
sideration of  $6,500,  made  a  deed  to  Celia  Truman  and  her  heirs, 
for  the  lot  in  the  City  of  Durham  held  by  the  Trustees  for  St.  Titus's 
Mission.  The  proceeds  of  this  sale  were  used  to  purchase  more 
desirable  property,  for  the  use  of  the  Mission,  on  the  corner  of 
Fayetteville  and  Umstead  streets  in  the  same  city;  58.5  feet  on 
Payetteville  Street  and  200  feet  on  Umstead  Street.  November  18, 
1924,  a  deed  for  the  said  lot  was  made  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
by  Laurence  W.  Wilhoit  and  wife,  which  was  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  Register  of  Deeds  for  Durham  County,  in  book  72;  page  156. 
The  sale  and  consequent  purchase  were  made  at  the  request  of  the 
Priest  in  charge  of  St.  Titus  and  the  officers  of  the  Mission,  by  the 
concurrent  advice  of  Bishop  Delaney,  Bishop  Penick,  and  the  Rev. 
Sidney  S.  Bost,  Rector  of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Durham. 

5.  December  11,  1924,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  con- 
sideration of  $5,000,  conveyed  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  North 
Carolina,  the  lot  in  the  City  of  Winston-Salem  held  by  said  Trustees 
for  St.  Stephen's  Mission  in  that  city.  This  sale  was  made  at  the 
request  of  the  officers  of  the  Mission,  and  also  by  the  advice  of 
Bishop  Delaney,  Bishop  Penick  and  judicious  laymen  of  St.  Paul's 
Church  of  Winston-Salem,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  lot  and 
church  building,  for  the  use  of  said  Mission,  in  a  more  advanta- 
geous locality  in  said  city.  The  deed  was  put  into  the  hands  of 
Bishop  Penick  for  delivery,  and  he  was  requested  to  have  the  pur- 
chase money  deposited  in  the  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Company 
in  Winston-Salem,  until  such  time  as  it  might  be  needed  for  the 
purpose  above  mentioned. 

6.  The  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission,  having 
made  a  donation  of  $1,000  to  complete  the  Parish  House  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Monroe,  the  title  of  which  is  vested  in  the  Trustees 
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of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  December  24,  1924,  on  the 
part  of  the  said  Trustees,  signed  an  agreement,  that  in  case  such 
Parish  House  should  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  not  used 
to  replace  the  same  within  twelve  months  of  the  sale,  then,  in  that 
case,  the  $1,000  donation  above  mentioned  should  be  returned  to  the 
American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission. 

The  following  matters,  relating  to  the  transaction  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  for  the  current  year  1925,  it  seems  proper  to  report 
to  this  Convention: 

7.  The  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  have  received  a  deed  dated  Feb- 
ruary 11,  1925,  and  duly  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of 
Deeds  for  Forsyth  County,  from  W.  H.  Bruce  and  wife,  for  a  lot 
in  Winston-Salem  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Eleventh  Street  and 
Northwest  Avenue,  purchased  with  proceeds  of  sale  of  St.  Stephens's 
Chapel  property,  the  sale  of  which  is  reported  under  date  of  Decem- 
ber 11,  1924.  Also  deed  of  release  for  same  property  from  P.  Frank 
Hanes  and  the  R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Company,  also  certificate 
and  "chain  of  title"  of  same  from  Oscar  0.  Efird,  Attorney. 

8.  March  12,  1925,  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  all  proper  Canon- 
ical preliminaries  having  been  fully  complied  with,  as  well  as  legal 
requirements,  did  execute  a  deed  of  trust,  conveying  the  church 
and  church  lot  in  High  Point  to  V.  A.  J.  Idol,  Trustee,  to  secure  a 
loan  of  $11,000  from  the  Commercial  National  Bank  of  High  Point, 
to  purchase  a  lot  in  High  Point,  as  a  site  for  a  new  church,  when 
the  present  church  and  church  lot  can  be  advantageously  sold.  The 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  had  previously  approved  of  the 
alienation  of  this  property;  and  the  consecrated  church  building 
had  been  formally  and  officially  secularized  by  the  action  of  the 
Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

9.  March  28,  1925,  the  Bishop,  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, paid  over  to  R.  L.  Poindexter  the  sum  of  $394.37  (balance  to 
the  credit  of  the  Trustees,  though  standing  in  the  name  of  the 
Bishop  only),  being  all  the  remainder  of  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
old  church  lot  in  the  town  of  Sanford.  This  payment  was  made 
on  account  of  $1,000  to  be  given  for  an  additional  lot  of  50  feet 
front,  adjoining  the  (80  feet  front)  lot  recently  purchased  as  the 
site  of  a  new  church,  when  the  present  property  can  be  advanta- 
geously disposed  of. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  this  12th  day  of  May,  1925.

Mr.  Henry  M.  London  read  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese.    (See  Appendix  C.) 

The  Eev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  read  the 

Report  of  the  Committe  on  Finance 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Convention  requiring  the  Finance 
Committee  to  meet  in  the  Fall  and.  make  out  assessments  for  the 
E.  and  C.  Fund  early  enough  to  be  used  in  the  Every-Member  Can- 
vass, your  Committee  met  in  the  Church  House  of  St.  Philip's, 
Durham,  on  October  31,  1924.  All  members  of  the  Committee  were 
present. 

The  Treasurer  made  his  annual  report.  It  was  ordered  that  his 
books  be  audited  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  treasurer  stated 
that  for  the  first  time  since  he  began  serving  in  this  office,  he  had 
been  compelled  to  borrow  a  thousand  dollars  in  order  to  meet  cur- 
rent expenses.  His  books  also  showed  that  about  five  thousand  two 
hundred  dollars  was  due  and  uncollected  at  that  time.  In  view  of 
this,  the  Chairman  Of  the  Committee  was  directed  to  send  out  a 
letter  to  all  delinquent  parishes.  This  was  done  on  November  6, 
1924. 

The  Treasurer  called  the  Committee's  attention  to  one  item  in 
the  list  of  securities,  entitled  "Nine  Shares  of  the  Missouri  Pacific 
R.  R.  Company's  Stock,  par  value  $900."  He  stated  that  this  stock 
was  worthless  and  requested  that  it  be  dropped  from  the  list  of 
securities.    The  Committee  recommended  that  this  be  done. 

The  question  of  insurance  on  the  Episcopal  Residence  in  Raleigh 
was  brought  up  and  considered.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  this  Residence  should  be  insured  for  full  three-fourths 
of  its  market  value.  Mr.  Sam  Lawrence  was  appointed  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  amount  of  insurance  now  carried  is  sufficient. 
Mr.  Lawrence  reported  on  November  29,  that  after  consultation  with 
competent  insurance  and  real  estate  men,  he  believed  that  the  twelve 
thousand  dollars  now  carried  is  sufficient. 

The  Chairman  was  directed  to  make  out  the  schedule  of  assess- 
ments for  the  E.  and  C.  Fund  and  send  forward  immediately  to 
parishes  and  missions.  This  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  Com- 
mittee's action. 
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Some  weeks  after  this  meeting  on  October  31,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Provincial  Synod  notified  us  that  the  Synod  sitting  in  Wilming- 
ton, N.  C,  had  apportioned  $750  to  our  Diocese  as  our  expense 
toward  maintaining  the  work  of  the  Synod.  As  our  work  had  been 
done  and  assessments  for  the  year  had  been  sent  out,  the  Finance 
Committee  declined  to  take  any  action  in  this  matter  before  this 
meeting  of  Convention.  The  Treasurer  assured  us  that,  if  this  is 
assumed  as  an  obligation  by  the  Diocese,  the  greater  part  of  this 
amount  will  have  to  be  borrowed.  The  Committee  recommends 
that  the  Treasurer  be  empowered  to  borrow  such  amount  as  may  be 
required  to  pay  this  Synod  apportionment,  and  that  the  Finance 
Committee  be  directed  to  include  this  in  its  next  year's  budget.

The  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire.  D.D..  Chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Mr  Dear  Bishop  Cheshire:  I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  as 
requested  by  you.  A  word  of  explanation  regarding  the  periods  cov- 
ered by  the  reports  from  the  Rector  and  the  Business  Manager  of 
St.  Mary's  School. 

The  financial  statement  covers  the  period  July  1.  192 3- June  30. 
1924.  This  is  our  fiscal  year.  However,  the  following  statements 
concern  the  present  school  session  for  the  year  1924-25  beginning 
last  September. 

The  registration  of  173  resident  students  showed  a  decrease  of 
twenty-five  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  loss  was 
somewhat  offset  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  day  students  regis- 
tered was  larger  by  twenty.  Again  we  have  gained  the  second  half 
of  this  year  as  we  make  comparisons  this  January  with  last  Janu- 
ary. Last  year  we  suffered  a  net  loss  of  nine  students  due  to  ex- 
cess of  withdrawals  over  the  number  of  students  entering  at  this 
time.  This  January  we  have  no  net  loss,  but  rather  a  net  gain  of 
two  students  and  the  prospect  of  several  others  to  register,  ^'e 
have  sometimes  had  to  record  a  net  loss  of  over  twenty  after 
Christmas,  so  that  a  net  gain  of  two  is  quite  unusual. 
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Touching  the  question  of  geographical  distribution:  92  students 
come  from  North  Carolina;  12  from  South  Carolina;  21  from  Geor- 
gia; 17  from  Virginia;  3  from  Florida;  7  from  Maryland;  4  from 
Tennessee;  3  from  Pennsylvania;  3  from  New  York;  and  one  or 
two  from  Arizona,  Delaware,  Arkansas,  Iowa,  New  Jersey,  Ohio, 
Texas,  District  of  Columbia,  and  Havana,  Cuba. 

The  religious  affiliations  given  by  the  students  is  about  seventy 
per  cent  Episcopalians,  the  remainder  reporting  their  allegiance  to 
the  best  known  protestant  communions. 

The  general  health  of  the  school  household  has  been  good  and 
no  very  serious  case  of  sickness.  However,  one  could  wish  that  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  girls  were  the  possessors  of  sturdy  bodies 
and  vigorous  health.  Perhaps  the  customs  of v  the  times  overtax 
both. 

With  reference  to  material  improvement,  one  great  need  has 
been  well  supplied.  The  top  floors  of  the  three  chief  dormitory 
buildings  have  been  well  fitted  up  with  toilet  conveniences. 

One  feature  stands  out  in  the  academic  life:  more  and  more  girls 
are  entering  the  upper  classes,  especially  the  Junior  Class  with  the 
purpose  of  graduation  in  view.  Fewer  students  are  coming  to  do 
school  work,  more  coming  for  college  work. 

Never  in  the  present  rectorship  have  we  seen  better  work  done 
by  officers,  teachers  and  students,  and  never  have  we  seen  more 
manifest  signs  of  contentment  and  happiness  and  harmony.

To  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese: 

We  herewith  make  report  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Train- 
ing Institution. 

The  Superintendent's  report  will  cover  matters  of  Morals  and 
Religion,  Mental  and  Physical  Development  and  Personnel,  so  these 
matters  will  not  be  dealt  with  here. 


Your  Executive  Committee,  to  secure  a  greater  efficiency  has 
been  organized  so  as  to  provide  a  subcommittee  form  of  manage- 
ment, covering  the  fields  of  Finance,  Farm,  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
and  the  operation  under  this  organization  has  been  satisfactory. 


The  current  maintenance  of  the  Institution  has  not  been  all  that 
could  be  desired. 

A  poor  farm  year  combined  with  a  natural  depression  of  main- 
tenance during  the  payment  on  Building  Subscriptions  produced  a 
deficit  of  about  $5,000  in  round  numbers.

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This  shortage  as  of  January  1,  1925,  and  the  tardiness  of  pay- 
ments hy  the  Diocese  on  the  Budget  Quota  of  $13,000,  due  to 
Parishes  not  paying  promptly,  made  it  necessary  for  a  special 
Offering  to  be  asked  on  May  3,  being  a  special  thank  offering  in 
honor  of  Col.  E.  A.  Osborne,  the  Founder  of  the  Institution.  It  is 
hoped  this  offering  will  take  care  of  the  expected  shortage  of  1925. 

The  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  was  short  in  suport  last  year  for 
children  from  that  Diocese  over  $3,000.  By  action  of  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Diocese  an  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  $7,500 
in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering,  which  will  be  an  increase  of  $3,500 
above  the  year  1924. 

It  was  determined  by  the  Executive  Board  to  include  $7,500  in 
the  Budget  for  1926  from  that  Diocese.  This  splendid  loyalty  to 
the  institution  is  heartening  to  all  interested. 

It  is  planned  for  an  increased  support  of  the  Institution  from  the 
Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina. 

A  careful  analysis  of  the  support  heretofore  received  showed  ap- 
proximately $8  per  capita  received  from  parents,  relatives,  societies, 
etc.  This  is  far  less  than  should  be  received  from  this  source,  and 
tends  to  burden  the  resources  of  the  Institution  too  heavily  and 
at  the  same  time  reduces  the  responsibility  of  friends  and  family 
to  a  point  of  distinct  detriment.  Attention  is  being  given  this  mat- 
ter and  it  is  expected  that  his  source  of  support  will  be  largely 
increased. 

The  New  Buildings,  and  a  higher  level  of  operation  will  increase 
the  total  budget  necessary  for  1926,  and  we  hope  some  well  laid 
plan  will  be  adopted  which  will  insuer  a  fixed  and  satisfactory 
support  of  the  Institution. 

The  women  of  the  Diocese,  notably  the  women  of  the  churches 
in  Charlotte  have  contributed  largely  to  the  Institution  in  furnish- 
ing clothing  and  in  many  other  ways. 

EXTENSION 

The  Building  Program  is  being  carried  out  according  to  the  con- 
ditions of  the  Campaign  which  was  so  generously  and  successfully 
completed. 

The  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  has  assumed  the  gift  of  two  full 
cottages  to  cost  $21,000  each  and  one  of  them  is  in  course  of  con- 
struction. 

Two  cottages  replacing  Thompson  Hall  are  nearing  completion, 
the  Laundry  and  Heating  Building  is  well  advanced  and  the  work 
for  a  central  heating  system  is  well  under  way.  Other  work  in- 
cluding the  Administration  Building  will  be  undertaken  as  soon 
as  the  payments  on  the  pledges  warrant. 
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These  structures  will  combine  to  the  end  that  a  worthy  and  dur- 
able expression  of  your  abiding  loyalty  and  love  of  children  shall 
be  established,  in  the  Master's  Name. 

CONSTRUCTION  FINANCES 

The  handling  of  this  important  work  has  been  competently  done 
by  Rev.  John  Long  Jackson  and  the  collections  have  totaled  $117,- 
397.71  (E.  C.,  $26,190.98;  U.  N.  C,  $9,080.71;  N.  C,  $82,126.02). 

However,  there  are  $9,358.14  in  unpaid  pledges  on  the  various 
parishes  of  the  Diocese,  and  if  these  are  paid  promptly  will  facili- 
tate the  work  of  the  Orphanage. 

All  things  being  considered,  we  thank  God  for  a  year  of  great 
progress  of  this  noble  and  challenging  work. 

We  pledge  ourselves  to  an  earnest  administration  along  business 
lines  to  ensure  successful  and  economic  expenditures  and  ask  a  con- 
tinuance of  your  gifts  and  your  prayers.

Report  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 

To  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese: 

It  is  with  genuine  pleasure  that  your  Trustees  can  report  the 
University  free  from  indebtedness,  and  having  on  its  roll  the  larg- 
est body  of  students  in  its  history.  While  Quintard  Hall  had  been 
in  partial  use  since  its  reconstruction  for  several  years,  it  was 
entirely  completed  for  this  year's  work,  and  being  rebuilt  as  nearly 
fireproof  as  possible,  it  is  believed  there  can  be  no  repetition  of 
its  former  disaster. 

Doctor  Finney  has  proved  himself  wise  and  gracious  and  worthy 
in  his  administration,  and  the  outlook  is  most  auspicious. 
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Your  Trustees  would  again  and  again  emphasize  the  fact  that  the 
University  of  the  South  is  our  Institution,  and  that  its  future  is 
largely  dependent — that  is,  its  future  as  our  own — upon  the  con- 
scious responsibility  that  the  Church  feels  and  manifests  toward 
its  welfare.  If  it  is  not  to  stagnate,  then  it  must  go  forward,  and 
to  do  this  it  must  have  both  the  spirit  and  the  means  of  expansion 
and  greater  activity. 

The  pledges  for  its  carrying  on  were  happily  met.  These  pledges 
are  of  avail  only  as  they  are  promptly  and  fully  redeemed.  We, 
therefore,  most  earnestly  urge  that  as  a  Diocese,  or  parish,  or  in- 
dividual this  be  kept  to  the  fore,  until  the  University  has  not  only 
received  its  full  promised  pecuniary  endowment,  but  that  which 
only  can  make  any  endowment  of  permanent  value,  the  loyal,  un- 
swerving, continuous  support  of  the  whole  Church  to  which  it 
belongs.

Rev.  Edgar  H.  Goold  read  the 

Report  of  St.  Augustine's  School,  Including  St.  Agnes 
Hospital,  May,  1925 

St.  Augustine's  School  has  enrolled  during  its  Fifty-eighth  Annual 
Session  472  pupils,  including  41  in  the  St.  Agnes  Training  School 
for  Nurses. 

The  Institution  was  originally  incorporated  as  St.  Augustine's 
Normal  School  and  Collegiate  Institute,  and  its  character  states 
that  it  is  to  provide  especially  for  those  who  are  to  teach  and  lead 
the  colored  people.  For  this  reason  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
training  of  those  above  the  elementary  grades,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  more  and  more  the  Public  School  system  is  caring 
for  the  elementary  education  among  the  Negro  people  of  this  State. 

During  the  past  year  over  200  were  enrolled  in  our  High  School 
Department,  which  is  rated  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  as  in 
Group  1,  Class  A.  The  Junior  College  Course,  covering  the  first 
two  years  of  standard  College  work,  has  been  put  on  the  accredited 
list  by  the  College  Certification  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction.  This  recognition  is  very  gratifying 
to  those  who  realize  the  importance  of  providing  in  our  Church 
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suitable  preparation  for  capable  students  who  plan  to  teach,  or 
take  the  medical  or  theological  training. 

Early  next  fall  there  will  also  be  opened  on  the  School  Campus 
the  Bishop  Tuttle  Memorial  House,  which  will  be  a  National  center 
for  the  training  of  colored  women  as  Church  workers.  The  erection 
of  this  house  and  the  maintenance  of  the  work  will  be  made  pos- 
sible through  the  generous  interest  and  offerings  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  throughout  the  country. 

A  well-equipped  classroom  and  administration  building,  called  the 
Hunter  Building  in  recognition  of  the  many  years  of  faithful  serv- 
ice rendered  to  the  School  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Hunter, 
was  dedicated  last  October,  and  has  already  been  a  great  help  in 
the  work  of  the  Institution.  A  present  need  is  a  suitable  dormitory 
for  the  older  and  more  advanced  girls. 

St.  Augustine's  has  become  the  headquarters  of  the  work  that  is 
being  done  among  the  School  and  College  students  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  National  Student  Council  of  the  American  Church 
Institute  for  Negroes.  Numerous  units  of  this  organization  have 
been  formed  in  the  Negro  Schools  and  Colleges,  and  several  regional 
meetings  have  been  held  already. 

St.  Augustine's  Conference  of  Church  Workers  will  again  be  held 
early  in  June  under  the  direction  of  Bishop  Delany.  This  Confer- 
ence usually  brings  together  about  one  hundred  clergy  and  Church 
workers  from  all  parts  of  the  country;  but  particularly  from  the 
Fourth  Province.  An  excellent  program  and  course  of  instruction 
have  already  been  arranged. 

It  is  also  planned  to  hold  during  the  summer  a  short  Farmers 
Conference,  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Agricultural  Extension 
Department.  This  will  be  attended  by  Negro  county  agricultural 
agents,  and  by  representative  farmers  from  all  over  the  State  who 
will  have  use  of  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  School  and  its  Model 
Farm.    The  attendance  may  reach  500. 

ST.  AGNES  HOSPITAL 

Mrs.  Frances  A.  Worrall,  who  came  from  the  Medical  Mission 
work  in  Porto  Rico  to  assume  the  superintendency  of  St.  Agnes 
Hospital,  reports  that  since  May  1  of  last  year  1,064  bed  patients 
have  been  cared  for.  There  have  been  569  operations  and  21,366 
Hospital  days. 

The  Hospital  Annex,  which  is  a  memorial  to  the  late  Superin- 
tendent, Dr.  Mary  V.  Glenton,  is  now  being  occupied,  and  this  addi- 
tion makes  St.  Agnes  a  hundred-bed  Hospital. 
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The  standards  for  Hospitals  and  Training  Schools  are  constantly 
being  raised  by  medical  authorities.  To  meet  these  requirements 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  St.  Agnes  to  have  a  larger  income. 
The  general  Church  has  already  seen  the  need,  and  has  made  a  small 
appropriation  to  help  toward  the  work.  Will  not  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  in  which  St.  Agnes  is  located  and  does  the  greater 
part  of  its  work,  find  a  way  to  help  in  solving  our  financial  problem?

On  April  24  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Owens  and  Milne  examined  Leicester 
Foulk  Kent  under  Canon  4,  section  2,  and  reported  a  very  satisfac- 
tory examination. 

On  September  3,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Owens  and  Gribbin  examined 
the  college  credits  of  Alfred  Lea  Reiber,  and  acting  under  Canon  2, 
section  8,  accepted  this  evidence  in  lieu  of  an  examination  in  liter- 
ary subjects,  Bishop  Penick  present  and  approving.

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Rev.  Geo.  F.  Rogers  read  the  following  resolution  which  was 
adopted : 

This  Convention  having  been  informed  that  by  the  provisions  of 
the  Trust  Fund  established  by  the  generous  action  of  Mr.  J.  B. 
Duke,  the  Hospitals  and  Orphanage  of  this  Church  in  the  bounds 
of  the  State  will  greatly  benefit  throughout  the  years,  we  desire 
to  record  our  greatful  acknowledgment  to  this  distinguished  friend 
of  mankind. 

4:00  p.m.    Nominations  were  made  as  in  the  rules  of  order. 

Rev.  Isaac  W.  Hughes  read  the 
Report  of  Diocesan  Commissioner  of  the  Church  Service  League 
To  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese: 

A  letter  has  been  sent,  with  proper  literature  and  offer  of  pos- 
sible assistance,  to  every  active  clergyman  in  the  Diocese — between 
forty  and  fifty — by  your  Commissioner.  Eighteen  replies  have 
been  received. 

Some  have  frankly  said  they  did  not  care  for  the  League,  one  has 
expressed  the  desire  for  its  organization,  several  have  promised  to 
take  it  under  advisement,  six  have  it  operative  in  varying  modified 
form.  The  matter  has  been  continued  with  the  one  wishing  its 
formation,  a  new  branch  has  been  recently  formed  in  a  Colored 
Mission,  while  the  branch  in  the  parish  of  your  Commissioner  con- 
tinues its  active  service. 

It  is  most  interesting  to  note  that  all  parishes  which  have  this 
organization  even  in  modified  form  give  evidence  of  its  real  value 
Your  Commissioner  can  but  feel  were  it  really  perfected,  its  po- 
tency would  be  inestimable. 

In  the  parlance  of  sportsmanship,  there  is  much  in  "playing  the 
game."  The  Church,  through  its  properly  accredited  representa- 
tives, has  chosen  its  leaders.  They  can  not  lead  unless  there  is 
at  least  an  attempt  to  follow.  They  are  not  supposed  to  possess 
either  inherent  or  acquired  infallibility — nor  for  that  matter  are 
those  whom  they  are  supposed  to  lead.  Yet  St.  John's  counsel: 
"Try  the  spirits,"  seems  to  be  generic.  Ought  we  not  at  least  to 
"give  them  a  chance"  to  prove  the  value  of  the  program  they  set 
forth?    This  first. 

The  Church  Service  League  seems  to  have  come  into  existence 
both  as  an  antidote,  and  a  remedy — an  antidote  to  the  more  or  less 
self-isolated  character  of  mission,  parish  and  Diocese,  a  remedy 
by  which  each  may  more  fully  realize  that  not  only  is  it  a  part  of 
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the  whole  Church,  but  should  render  active  support  to  the  whole 
work  of  the  whole  Church.  For  in  this  way  not  only  is  the  whole 
Church  energized,  but  in  turn  the  increased  energy  of  the  whole 
Church  resurges  to  the  inevitable  benefit  of  each  part. 

In  simplest  expression  then,  the  purpose  of  The  Church  Service 
League,  beginning  with  the  Mission  or  Parish,  is  so  to  coordinate 
every  active  body  within  it  that  they  may  together  realize  their  com- 
mon interest  and  the  better  cooperate  in  a  common  service.  That  they 
belonging  to  the  whole  Church,  and  the  whole  Church  to  them,  they 
can  the  best  serve  by  active  participation  within  those  Fields  in 
which  the  Church  itself  serves:  The  Parish,  the  Community,  the 
Diocese,  the  Nation,  the  World.  The  Church  serves  Life — both  in 
detail  and  in  its  farthest  stretch.  Ultimately  it  must  be  Diocesan 
and  National. 

And  yet  your  Commissioner  can  but  feel  that  the  Church  Service 
League  should  not  be  undertaken  "Lightly  or  unadvisedly;  but 
reverently,  discreetly,  advisedly,  soberly."  If  it  is  to  develop  real 
life  it  must  grow.  It,  seemingly,  even  in  the  minds  of  its  leaders, 
is  in  a  comparative  state  of  flux.  Its  goal  is  absolutely  fixed:  The 
whole  body  of  the  Church  sharing  in  the  whole  work  of  the  whole 
Church.  But  the  detail  of  the  most  effective  methods  must  be 
worked  out. 

Already,  broadly,  two  forms  have  emerged:  The  centralized,  and 
the  federated. 

In  the  first  case  The  Church  Service  League  is  the  Body,  the 
other  organizations  are  parts  working  out  from  the  body  in  co- 
operation with  each  other,  the  Departments  of  a  common  organiza- 
tion. A  notable  example  of  that  in  this  Diocese  is  in  St.  Peter's, 
Charlotte.  The  splendid  service  they  have  rendered  within  little 
more  than  a  year  is  worthy  of  the  highest  praise. 

In  some  parishes,  however,  in  which  certain  organizations  in 
point  of  time  and  in  richness  of  service  have  become  crystalized, 
the  federated  idea  seems  most  natural.  Here  The  Church  Service 
League  becomes  a  sort  of  clearing-house  for  the  common  service 
invested  by  each,  and  the  common  life  is  readjusted  for  greater 
and  better  activities.  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  is  of  this  type. 
In  each  stress  is  placed  upon  common  cooperation  of  each  with 
and  for  the  whole. 

Yet  we  cannot  forget  that  at  the  present  The  Church  Service 
League,  in  this  Diocese  at  least,  is  largely  a  Woman's  organization. 
The  Ideal  is  that  every  member  of  the  Church  active  in  its  service 
should  find  in  it  a  common  rallying  point,  and  a  common  inspiration. 
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The  Church  can  never  come  into  its  own,  and  render  the  fulness  of 
its  service  to  Life  itself — God  and  Man — until  all,  singly  and  sever- 
ally, "who  profess  and  call  themselves"  of  it,  refuse  to  be  content 
to  receive  its  blessings,  except  as  they  give  of  themselves  in  return 
freely  and  without  stint.

Report  of  the  Deaf  Mission  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jos.  Blount  Cheshire,  Bishop  of  North  Carolina: 

I  feel  that  this  has  been  the  most  fruitful  year  of  my  ministry 
among  the  deaf  in  our  Diocese  and  State.  More  and  more  our  deaf 
people  who  live  in  remote  sections  are  able,  by  means  of  the  auto- 
mobile, to  come  long  distances  to  attend  our  services  at  central 
points.  During  the  year,  I  feel  that  I  have  been  able  to  bring  the 
services  and  message  of  the  Church  to  more  than  Twelve  Hundred 
deaf  people.  There  is  an  awakening  interest  at  all  the  fifteen  sta- 
tions where  I  have  been  able  to  visit,  and  our  people  are  being 
aroused  to  the  fact  that  the  Episcopal  Church  is  the  real  friend  of 
the  deaf. 
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During  the  year  I  have  delivered  143  sermons  and  addresses. 
Have  baptized  seven  infants,  and  fourteen  adults,  making  a  total 
of  21.  I  have  presented  twenty-four  for  Confirmation.  This  greatly 
exceeds  and  records  hitherto.    I  officiated  at  two  burials. 

Of  the  21  Baptisms,  8  were  in  Durham,  10  in  Greensboro,  and  3 
in  Burlington. 

Of  the  24  Confirmations,  5  were  in  Durham,  13  in  Greensboro,  and 
6  in  Burlington.  A  new  and  promising  mission  has  been  opened 
at  High  Point.

Disbursements  for  expenses    125.10 

Balance  on  hand   $  8.41 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Church  for  its  unfailing  support  and 
for  the  cordial  reception  we  have  from  our  Bishops  and  Clergy.  We 
believe  that  the  Diocese  should  be  thinking  of  extending  its  work 
among  the  deaf.  This  can  best  be  done  by  the  securing  of  one  or 
more  additional  workers  in  the  field.

Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  read  the 

Report  From  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross 
Chapel  Hill,  N.  C. 

So  many  things  have  happened  and  continue  to  happen,  that  it 
has  seemed  almost  impossible  to  get  a  perspective  from  which  to 
make  a  report.  However,  the  greater  part  of  my  report  does  not 
need  to  be  written  in  words.  It  is  written  in  stone,  and  you  have 
seen  it,  and  worshipped  in  it.  Through  the  far-sighted  zeal  and 
vision  of  Mr.  W.  A.  Erwin,  joined  with  the  genius  of  a  great  archi- 
tect, another  dream  of  our  beloved  Bishop  has  come  true.  The 
Church  is  now  represented  at  the  University  by  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  church  edifices  in  the  entire  South,  a  building  that  for 
many  generations  yet  to  come  will  set  forth  God's  Glory  and  the 
beauty  of  His  holiness  to  the  throngs  of  students  who  gather  at 
this  great  University.  We,  the  rector  and  congregation  of  this 
church,  gladly  and  willingly,  and  with  a  pride  which  is  nevertheless 
humble,  accept  the  responsibility  which  is  now  ours,  and  pledge  our- 
selves to  administer  our  trust  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  spread 
of  His  Kingdom  as  far  as  we  can. 

But  to  do  our  work  to  the  best  advantage,  we  still  need  the  help 
of  the  Diocese.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Mr.  Erwin's 
gift,  we  have  built,  and  you  have  seen  it,  a  parish  house  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  work  here.    The  building  is  complete,  but  it 
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is  not  yet  fully  paid  for,  and  still  needs  furniture.  The  financial 
condition  of  our  Building  Fund  is  shown  by  the  statement  just  dis- 
tributed, prepared  by  our  Treasurer,  Dr.  James  B.  Bullitt.  We  feel 
confident  that  with  the  interest  shown  by  so  many  in  this  work 
at  the  University,  the  money  still  needed  will  soon  be  forthcoming, 
so  that  we  may  administer  the  trust  the  Church  has  imposed  upon 
us  here  without  the  added  burden  of  heavy  debts.  Though  it  has 
been  necessary,  because  of  our  ecclesiastical  organization,  for  the 
parish,  or  rather  individuals  in  the  parish,  to  borrow  the  money,  I 
am  sure  the  Convention  realizes  that  the  responsibility  of  the  debt 
rests  with  the  Diocese  and  not  with  the  parish  only. 

This  is  the  second  time  in  the  109  years  of  its  existence,  that  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  has  met  in  Chapel  Hill.  For  us  it  is  a 
momentous  occasion,  and  I  believe  it  is  scarcely  less  important  in 
the  annals  of  the  Diocese.  In  spite  of  the  bad  weather,  I  hope  you 
have  gotten  a  little  glimpse  of  the  University,  and  have  gotten  also 
some  realization  of  why  we  need  what  we  have  here.  The  Church 
is  no  whit  behind  the  State  in  its  care  for  its  youth. 

I  should  like  to  add  a  personal  word.  What  you  see  here  has 
been  accomplished  by  the  work  of  many.  First  and  foremost,  Mr. 
William  A.  Erwin  has  not  only  given  the  money  for  the  new  church, 
but  he  has  given  many  weeks  of  hard  work,  both  mental  and  phy- 
sical, to  the  erection  of  the  building.  He  has  always  been  ready 
to  help  the  Building  Committee  and  Vestry  in  every  way,  and  it  is 
due  to  his  unceasing  labor  that  the  Church  is  ready  now.  I  should 
like  also  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Hobart  Upjohn,  the  architect.  With 
painstaking  care  he  has  looked  after  every  detail,  and  has  striven 
for  perfection.  Mr.  A.  H.  Patterson,  one  of  the  busiest  men  in  the 
University,  has  nevertheless  found  time  to  supervise  all  the  work, 
to  write  hundreds  of  letters,  and  to  be  always  available  for  con- 
ferences. Dr.  James  B.  Bullitt  has  kept  all  the  books  with  extreme 
care  and  accuracy.  I  should  like  also  to  put  on  record  my  appre- 
ciation of  the  unfailing  interest  and  help  rendered  us  by  the  au- 
thorities of  the  University,  Dr.  H.  W.  Chase,  Mr.  C.  T.  Woollen,  Mr. 
Burch,  and  Mr.  Bennett. 

But  thanks  are  due  to  many  more,  and  I  wish  to  take  the  oppor- 
tunity to  again  thank  all  those  who  have  shown  their  interest  in 
this  work  for  the  students  by  their  gifts  for  the  Parish  House.

The  Bishop  read  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  as 
follows  : 

Reverend  Father  in  God: 

The  reports,  as  received  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  held  April  28,  29,  and  30,  in  Rocky  Mount,  show  advance 
in  work,  and  increase  in  interest  and  numbers.  Three  years  ago  the 
Diocese  was  divided  into  districts 

The  District  of  Edgecombe 

The  District  of  Forsyth 

The  District  of  Granville 

The  District  of  Guilford 

The  District  of  Mecklenburg 

The  District  of  Orange 

The  District  of  Rowan 

The  District  of  Richmond 

The  District  of  Wake 
They  are  now  working  well,  organized  with  district  officers,  cor- 
responding to  the  Diocesan  officers,  and  hold  two  meetings  a  year 
in  each  district. 

These  meetings  supplement  the  work  of  the  one  annual  Diocesan 
Meeting.  The  places  within  each  district  are  easily  accessible  by 
automobile.  Our  great  hope  is  that  before  this  year  is  out  there 
will  be  a  well  organized  Auxiliary  Branch  in  every  parish  and  mis- 
sion in  the  Diocese,  and  that  the  lonely  Church  woman,  cut  off  from 
the  regular  services  of  the  Church,  will  be  able  to  attend  the  Dis- 
trict Meetings  and  feel  herself  a  part  of  the  Church  work. 

Where  there  are  Auxiliary  Branches  established  the  clergy  help 
splendidly  to  further  our  work,  encouraging  our  members  and  hold- 
ing special  services. 

Where,  among  small  groups  of  Church  women,  new  Branches 
may  be  established,  we  beg  the  help  of  the  clergy  in  organizing  the 
work,  especially  in  answering  letters  of  inquiry  and  suggesting 
names  of  women  to  whom  we  may  write. 

Our  Supply  Department  is  well  organized  under  the  new  plan  and 
boxes  have  been  sent  the  past  year  both  in  and  out  of  the  Diocese 
to  the  value  of  $3,546.13.  We  have  a  Supply  Room,  and  have  been 
able  quickly  to  answer  several  emergency  calls  in  our  Diocese. 

The  Department  of  Social  Service  does  increasingly  effective 
work.  Each  Branch  has  a  Social  Service  Secretary  and,  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Diocesan  Secretary,  work  has  been  done  locally 
and  through  the  Diocese  and  State,  following  the  program  suggested 
by  our  National  and  Diocesan  Committees.

Through  our  Department  of  Religious  Education  we  have  fol- 
lowed the  work  suggested  at  headquarters,  especially  laying  stress 
on  Daily  Bible  Reading  and  Family  Prayers. 

Through  the  United  Thank  Offering  we  have  raised  $13,555.13 
since  the  last  Triennial,  and  shall  have  one  more  offering  to  be 
added  to  that  next  fall  before  it  is  presented  at  the  Triennial  in 
New  Orleans. 

In  our  meeting  last  week  we  resolved  to  work  and  pray  for  peace 
and  to  study,  through  books  suggested  at  our  central  office  "con- 
stuctive  methods  for  obtaining  peace." 

From  the  National  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary comes  the  suggestion  "That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  pledge 
itself  to  cooperate  in  helping  the  diocese  meet  its  quota  for  the  work 
of  the  general  Church,"  and  "That  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  assist  the 
Diocese  in  the  advanced  work  of  the  Program  assigned  each  Dio- 
cese." Therefore,  at  our  Annual  Meeting,  April  29,  we  resolved  to 
offer  ourselves  in  our  parishes  and  missions  to  help  the  clergyman 
and  vestry  raise  the  yearly  apportionment. 

Through  the  generosity  of  a  member  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  sanc- 
tioned by  Bishop  Cheshire,  the  following  plan  has  been  adopted 
for  raising  the  Diocesan  Apportionment  for  1924.  In  parishes  where 
the  apportionment  has  not  been  raised  the  Branches  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  are  asked  to  raise  as  much  as  $90  to  be  supplemented  by 
a  gift  of  $10  in  each  of  twelve  parishes,  with  the  hope  thus  of  raising 
$1,200.    During  three  weeks  past  $255  has  been  thus  obtained.

Report  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund  Committee 

The  Church  Pension  Fund  Committee  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report: 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  as  set  out  in  Canon  No.  30  have 
been  carefully  complied  with  during  the  past  year. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Committee  collected  and  forwarded  to  the 
New  York  office  in  quarterly  installments  assessments  amounting 
to  $9,874.33  as  follows: 


First  Quarter   $2,724.93 

Second  Quarter    2,404.72 

Third  Quarter   t   2,592.66 

Fourth  Quarter    2,152.02 


On  January  1,  1925,  a  statement  from  the  New  York  office  of  the 
Church  Pension  Fund  showed  33  Parishes  in  arrears  amounting 
to  $995.45.  On  May  12,  1925,  all  but  9  Parishes  had  paid  their 
arrears,  the  balance  due  amounting  to  $351.57. 

Exhibit  A,  attached  to  this  report,  gives  the  names  of  these 
Parishes  and  the  arrears  due  by  each  Parish. 

The  administrative  expenses  for  the  year  amounted  to  $233.61. 
An  itemized  statement  is  shown  in  Exhibit  B  attached  to  this  report. 
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The  Committee  made  a  strenuous  effort  to  collect  the  arrears 
for  the  year  1924  in  full,  and  regrets  that  it  is  necessary  to  report 
ten  parishes  still  in  arrears. 

It  is  your  Committee's  duty  to  collect  assessments  based  on  7xk 
per  cent  of  a  rector's  salary,  plus  one-sixth  of  the  salary  where  a 
rectory  is  also  furnished.  Sometimes  there  is  a  misunderstanding 
as  to  the  exact  amount  due  the  Church  Pension  Fund  on  account  of 
increase  in  a  minister's  stipend,  or  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the 
date  of  a  resignation  or  change  from  one  parish  to  another.  But 
if  your  Committee  is  unable  to  give  a  satisfactory  explanation,  the 
New  York  office  is  notified  and  they  are  very  prompt  in  answering 
all  communications  and  in  furnishing  a  record  of  the  amount  as 
shown  by  their  books. 

In  one  parish  last  year  where  a  rector  had  been  receiving  a  salary 
of  $2,400  and  an  allowance  of  $360  for  rectory,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Parish  figured  the  amount  due  the  Church  Pension  Fund  as  7%  per 
cent  of  $2,760,  this  being  the  rector's  salary  and  allowance,  while 
the  Church  Pension  Fund  figured  the  amount  due  on  $2,800;  the 
rule  being  that  where  a  rectory  is  allowed,  one-sixth  of  the  rector's 
salary  will  be  added  for  the  rectory,  making  the  amount  upon  which 
the  assessment  is  based  $2,800  instead  of  $2,760. 

In  another  case  a  rector  is  paid  a  salary  of  $3,000  and  not  only 
receives  a  rectory,  but  is  also  furnished  with  meals,  and  in  this 
case  40  per  cent  of  the  rector's  salary  is  added  instead  of  one-sixth. 

On  file  with  this  report  is  a  statement  from  the  Church  Pension 
Fund  showing  a  forward  step  agreed  to  at  an  Executive  Committee 
meeting  on  April  16,  1925,  under  which  the  minimum  annuity  will 
be  immediately  increased  from  certain  groups  from  $600  to  $750  a 
year,  and  for  widows  from  $300  to  $400  a  year. 

This  has  been  made  possible  by  an  increase  in  the  Pension  Fund 
surplus,  and  the  benefits  will  be  extended  from  time  to  time  to 
other  groups  as  the  fund  grows. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  also  raised  the  age  of  full  parti- 
cipating from  35  or  below  at  ordination,  or  reception  to  the  age  of 
forty  or  below.

TETTER  FROM  SECRETARY  OF  PENSION  FUND 

New  York,  April  29,  1925. 

My  dear  Mr.  Coit: 

As  your  Diocesan  Convention  approaches,  I  enclose  herewith  a 
list  of  the  pensions  in  force  among  the  clergy  and  their  families 
in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina. 

It  will  doubtless  be  of  interest  to  your  Convention  to  know  also 
some  of  the  outstanding  facts  for  the  year  1924. 

The  total  annual  grants  which  the  Church  Pension  Fund  was 
carrying  on  December  31,  1924,  amounted  to  a  grand  total  of  $512,157 
per  annum.    This  is  at  the  rate  of  only  slightly  less  than  $1,500 
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for  each  day  in  the  year.  It  is  an  increase  of  $25,443  over  the  total 
annual  grants  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  1923. 

The  Trustees,  at  their  meeting  on  December  16,  1924,  renewed  for 
the  year  1924  the  provisions  of  their  Resolutions  of  December  20, 
1921,  authorizing  the  immediate  additional  benefit  of  $1,000  for 
the  widows  of  clergymen  dying  in  active  service  whose  assessments 
have  been  fully  paid.  The  original  Resolutions  were  amended  so 
as  to  extend  their  provisions  to  include  widows  or  clergymen  who 
die  within  six  months  after  relinquishing  their  last  cure,  provided 
they  are  not  already  beneficiaries  of  the  Fund. 

The  pension  assessment  payments  for  the  year  1924  again  exceeded 
those  of  previous  years.  It  is  gratifying  to  the  Trustees  to  know  that 
the  Church  continues  to  give  its  universal  support  to  the  Fund. 
Seven  years  have  elapsed  since  the  Church  Fension  Fund  came  into 
existence,  and  our  records  show  that  the  office  has  received  over 
98 per  cent  of  all  the  pension  assessments  which  should  have  been 
paid. 

During  the  year  1924  certificates  were  again  issued  to  all  clergy- 
men whose  assessments  were  complete  through  December  31,  1923. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  a  substantially  larger  number  of 
certificates  were  issued  during  1924  than  during  1923.  During  the 
year  1924,  each  clergyman  whose  pension  assessment  record  was  in- 
complete was  again  formally  notified  so  that  he  might  be  fully 
aware  of  his  standing. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  held  on  April 
16,  1925,  an  important  forward  step  was  taken  in  the  administration 
of  the  Fund,  about  which  you  will  receive  a  full  letter  shortly.  The 
resolutions  passed  at  that  meeting  have  as  their  object  the  gradual 
acceleration  of  the  time  when  the  Fund  will  operate  on  the  full 
basis;  that  is,  the  gradual  equalization,  so  far  as  is  possible,  of  the 
relations  between  the  Church  Pension  Fund  and  those  clergymen 
ordained  before  March  1,  1917  and  those  ordained  after  March 
1,  1917. 

I  would  be  glad  to  supply  you  with  any  further  information  which 
you  feel  might  be  of  interest  to  the  Convention.

Rev.  Milton  A.  Barber  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  authorize  the  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention  to  serve  as  Delegates  to  the  Provincial  Synod 
for  any  meeting  that  may  be  called  in  1925. 

Rev.  Sidney  S.  Bost  read  the  report  of  the  Findings  Com- 
mittee, which  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  Mr. 
J.  H.  Cutter,  Chairman  of  the  Field  Department,  on  the  Nation 
Wide  Campaign  Budget  for  1926  met  and  gave  long  and  serious 
consideration  to  the  matters  involved  in  said  report. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  due  regard  should  be  given 
to  economy  in  the  administration  of  our  Church  affairs  and  that 
the  business  outlook  has  not  been  such  as  to  justify  any  but  the 
wise  and  economical  and  prudent  appropriation  and  expenditure  of 
money.  With  this  in  mind,  the  committee  approached  each  item 
of  the  Budget,  and  others  not  originally  included  in  the  budget.  We 
found  it  necessary  to  apply  the  pruning  knife  in  some  cases;  and  in 
others,  because  the  necessity  was  great,  to  recommend  increases. 
For  example,  there  is  great  awakening  of  interest  among  the  young 
people  in  the  Diocese.  This  movement  should  receive  all  possible 
help  and  encouragement.  We  hope  that  by  1926  an  all-time  Execu- 
tive Secretary  may  be  secured  to  further  the  work  of  the  Young 
People's  Fellowship. 

Speaking  more  particularly,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  two 
Convocations  of  Charlotte  and  Raleigh  should  find  a  way  to  finance 
their  fields  without  asking  additional  appropriations  from  the 
N.  W.  C.  The  item  of  $1,075  for  the  Student  Pastor  is  incorporated 
in  our  proposed  budget  upon  the  condition  that  no  part  of  it  is 
to  be  paid  until  the  student  pastor  shall  have  been  secured.  By 
Bishop  Penick's  request  we  incorporated  the  item  of  $200  to  be  given 
the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's,  Greensboro,  for  the  purposes  of  hospi- 
tality toward  church  students  at  the  North  Carolina  College  for 
Women.

Wide  Campaign  during  the  year  1925. 

After  an  earnest  appeal  by  the  Bishop  and  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Erwin 
the  Convention  pledged  itself  to  a  renewed  consecration  to  the 
ideals  of  the  Nation  Wide  Campaign  by  a  rising  vote. 
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Kev.  Milton  A.  Barber  offered  the  following  resolution 
which  was  referred  to  a  special  Committee  to  report  to  the  next 
Convention  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  abolishing  the  Convocation  system,  now  in 
operation,  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  taken  over  by 
the  department  of  Missions  of  the  Executive  CounciPof  the  Diocese, 
and  the  employment  of  a  whole-time  Executive  Secretary,  who  shall, 
under  the  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  direct  the  work  of  the 
various  departments  of  the  Executive  Council. 

Second.  That  this  Special  Committee  report  their  recommenda- 
tions on  this  matter  to  the  next  Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Committee  called  for  in  the  above 
as  follows: 


On  motion  of  Mr..  Thos.  H.  Battle,  the  Bishop  and  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  were  added  to  the  above  Committee. 

Bev.  Thaddens  A.  Cheatham  read  the  report  of  Special  Com- 
mittee to  which  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution: 

Having  examined  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  care- 
fully studied  the  Budget  as  submitted  for  the  year  1926,  your  Com- 
mittee is  impressed  with  the  careful  and  efficient  management  of 
the  Institution.  After  generously  providing  new  buildings  the  Dio- 
cese of  North  Carolina  has  committed  itself  to  a  higher  standard  of 
care  and  training  for  the  children  of  the  Orphanage. 

It  is  the  duty  of  this  Convention  to  adopt  a  settled  policy  for  the 
support  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  The  Institution  should  have 
a  fixed  income  if  efficient  management  is  to  be  expected. 

The  amount  asked  is  but  little  in  excess  of  what  was  given  last 
year,  and  the  Committee  is  pleased  that  the  full  amount  has  been 
included  in  the  Nation  Wide  apportionment.

furniture  for  the  Parish  House  and  to  take  steps  to  pay  off  the 
Parish  House  debt  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  the  name  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  the  Committee  de- 
sires to  express  its  high  appreciation  of  the  sympathetic  interest  and 
help  that  has  been  shown  by  the  Trustees  and  Officers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  last  but  not  least,  it  wishes  to  put  on  record  its  recog- 
nition of  the  indefatigable  and  painstaking  labors  of  the  Rector  of 
the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  the  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence  whose  work 
has  been  so  zealous  and  efficient.

Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
which  was  referred  the  report  of  St.  Mary's  School  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  the  report  of  St.  Mary's  School  was  re- 
ferred beg  leave  to  report: 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  report  should  cover  a  period  of  a  year 
past  and  the  school  should  be  practically  concluding  another  year's 
work  at  this  time,  but  there  seems  no  help  for  this. 
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Your  Committee  notes  with  gratification  two  favorable  sides  to 
the  well  being  of  the  school.  The  first  is  the  healthful  condition 
of  even  better  work  than  in  the  past  of  the  whole  body  and  of  the 
harmonious  working  of  the  school  for  the  education  of  the  daughters 
of  the  Church.  Again  the  management  is  to  be  congratulated  upon 
the  completion  of  another  year,  not  only  without  debt,  but  with  'a 
balance  to  its  credit.  In  this  day  of  high  prices  this  is  indeed  a 
notable  achievement  and  to  be  highly  commended. 

We  regret  to  note  the  loss  in  boarding  students  especially  at  a 
time  when  we  have  the  information  that  most  schools  and  colleges 
for  women  have  to  turn  away  students,  coupled  with  the  assertion 
that  there  is  a  growing  tendency  for  .students  to  enter  the  Junior 
Class,  it  may  call  for  a  consideration  of  the  status  of  the  school  as 
a  Junior  College. 

With  the  added  facilities  for  preparatory  work  at  home  offered 
by  the  State,  in  excellent  high  schools,  both  in  urban  and  rural 
communities,  it  is  possible  that  the  need  of  preparatory  work  in  the 
school  is  passing  away,  and  that  this  feature  of  the  school  may  have 
to  be  carried  as  a  liability  with  larger  incentives  to  a  full  college 
course,  students  will  possibly  prefer  to  go  to  a  college  which  provides 
for  the  four  year  course. 

Your  Committee  regrets  the  lack  of  comment  upon  the  spiritual 
side  of  St.  Mary's  school  life. 

The  development  of  the  spiritual  character  of  the  girls  has  been 
one  of  the  school's  largest  functions  and  a  just  source  of  pride  in  its 
work. 

To  maintain  the  Church's  interest  in  this  feature  of  the  work  of 
the  school  seems  to  be  important  in  its  liberal  support  and  enthusi- 
astic commendation.

Rev.  H.  Norwood  Bowne  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Unfinished  Business  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  begs  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  examined  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Diocesan 
Convention  of  1924,  and  find: 

I.  In  connection  with  that  part  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's  Address 
relating  to  the  development  of  Rural  Work,  a  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed, Rev.  Bertram  E.  Brown,  Chairman.  We  find  no  record  in 
the  Journal  of  a  report  from  this  Committee.    (Page  23.) 

II.  In  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  tha  Diocesan  Executive 
Committee,  we  find  (page  25)  that  a  Committee  was  appointed  to 
consider  the  matter  of  the  purchase  of  the  Kanuga  Lake  property 
for  Assembly  grounds.  No  report  has  been  received  from  this 
Committee. 

III.  On  page  41,  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Bible  Instruction  at  the  University,  Rev.  Alfred  S.  Lawrence, 
Chairman,  all  resolutions  as  printed  on  page  40,  except  the  first, 
which  was  approved,  were  referred  back  to  the  Committee,  to  report 
to  this  Convention.    This  report  has  not  been  received.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  H.  Cutter  pledged  $7,500  on  the  debt  of 
the  Parish  House  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  study  of  the  Bible 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  reported  that  twTo  meetings 
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of  the  various  religious  bodies  in  the  State  had  been  held  during 
the  year  to  deal  with  this  subject  but  that  nothing  definite  had 
been  accomplished.  On  request  the  Committee  was  continued 
for  another  year. 

Rev.  Chas.  B.  Scovil  spoke  of  the  Teacher  Training  School 
at  Yalle  Crusis  to  be  held  from  July  4th  to  16th. 

Rev.  Geo.  F.  Rogers  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
state  of  the  Church,  which  was  approved  as  follows : 

To  the  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Convention: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  desires  to  make  the 
following  report: 

We  note  with  thankfulness  the  spirit  of  splendid  Christian  fellow- 
ship throughout  the  Diocese,  an  atmosphere  of  optimism  for  the 
cause  of  Christ  on  the  part  of  all,  including  the  Colored  Convocation 
and  a  growing  army  of  determined  and  devoted  Laymen  and  women 
who,  under  the  challenging  leadership  of  our  Bishops,  promises  a 
year  ahead  of  great  progress. 

The  following  statistics  will  he  printed  in  the  Journal,  and  while 
they  are  not  complete  as  a  number  of  colored  churches  have  not 
reported  and  some  which  congregations  in  many  ways  progress 
is  substantially  noted,  though  the  small  confirmations,  39,  in  the 
Colored  Convocation,  is  not  encouraging. 

Two  outstanding  events  emphasize  the  christian  loyalty  and  de- 
votion of  the  people  of  the  Church — the  unparalleled  generosity  in 
the  development  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  the  great  memo- 
rial that  has  been  reared  in  the  fabric  of  the  new  Church  in  which 
we  meet.  We  believe  the  high  reach  here  attained  in  the  gift 
of  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Erwin  will  stimulate  the  ambition  of  the  church  in 
the  whole  Diocese  and  the  excellence  of  architectural  design  will 
set  a  standard  of  church  construction  for  emulation  in  the  Diocese. 
We  note  a  steadily  increasing  efficiency  in  developing  service  in  our 
other  institutions — notably  St.  Augustine's,  Raleigh;  St.  Peter's 
Hospital,  Charlotte;  the  Thompson  Orphange  and  Training  Insti- 
tution, Charlotte,  and  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  in  the  same 
place.  Of  the  latter  we  should  add  a  word:  During  the  year  a  $45,- 
000  extension  has  been  built  and  completed  and  will  be  opened 
shortly.    Forty  thousand  dollars  have  been  raised  and  only  five 
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thousand  remains  to  be  provided.  This  work,  chiefly  of  the  women 
of  the  Church,  gives  to  the  service  of  the  colored  race  a  hospital  of 
standard  character  of  fifty  beds,  when  it  formerly  had  twenty. 

It  will  be  of  interest  to  know  that  in  the  three  Hospitals  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese,  the  following  service  has  been  rendered: 

Total  Patients  3,421. 
Total  Operations  2,343. 
Total  Days  41,485. 
Total  Free  Bed  Days  31,969. 

As  to  the  National  Campaign:  We  note  that  in  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Treasurer,  there  is  a  deficit  for  the  year  1924  of  $17,500,  and 
that  the  same  approximate  deficit  appears  for  the  current  year. 

This  your  Committee  feels  is  a  matter  of  serious  moment  and 
urges  a  vigorous  reconsideration  of  it  by  the  delinquent  parishes 
and  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

As  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  the  proposal 
to  readjust  its  support  on  a  more  business-like  basis  in  this  Diocese 
as  has  been  done  in  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  will  come  before 
you  for  action  and  should  meet  with  your  approval. 

The  Carolina  Churchman,  under  the  excellent  management  it  now 
has  is  rendering  a  valuable  service  to  the  Church  and  an  increasing 
circulation  is  extending  its  usefulness.  "We  commend  it  to  the  com- 
municants of  all  branches. 

The  report  of  the  Mission  to  the  Deaf  of  the  Diocese  challenges 
our  affectionate  admiration  and  should  receive  a  recognition  of  such 
character  as  to  extend  to  enlarge  its  work.  It  is  planned  shortly 
to  provide  a  mission  in  Charlotte. 

The  Special  Commission  in  the  Church  Service  League  reported 
a  steady  and  developing  interest  in  this  more  recent  form  of  or- 
ganization and  commends  its  study  and  use  in  the  parishes  of  the 
Diocese.  Wherever  it  has  been  tried  enlarged  and  increasingly 
valuable  results  have  been  obtained. 

The  development  of  the  Young  People's  Movement  is  one  of  the 
most  strengthening  facts  of  the  year  and  the  momentum  and  de- 
velopmnt  of  this  work,  hand  in  hand,  with  increased  faculties  of 
efficiency  in  matters  of  Religious  Education  will  claim  and  capture 
for  the  Church  the  life  and  labors  of  the  coming  generation. 

The  parishes  of  the  Diocese  should  foster  with  great  jealousy  their 
share  of  interest  in  the  various  enterprises  referred  to  by  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  so  essential  to  young  people's  development. 
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The  increased  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  is  a  hopeful 
sign,  but  there  should  be  more  men  of  the  highest  type  and  talent 
won  to  this  service  of  the  Master. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  is  the 
best  recorded.  However,  in  this  connection,  the  time  has  come  in 
the  opinion  of  your  committee  for  the  Diocese  to  free  itself  from 
the  bondage  it  is  now  serving  to  the  $19,000  loan  negotiated  for  the 
institution. 

We  trust  that  a  way  may  be  found  to  eliminate  this  burden  and 
save  the  annual  charge  for  interest. 

Your  Committee  recognizes  the  growing  and  valuable  work  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  and  Church  Service  League  and  thank  God  for 
the  work  of  women  and  commend  them  for  the  greatest  year's  work 
of  this  valued  organization. 

We  feel  that  your  Committee  would  not  fully  meet  its  duty  were 
we  to  fail  to  call  the  mind  of  our  Diocese  to  the  necessity  resting 
on  all  Christian  people  to  pray  and  plan  for  such  a  permanent  world 
peace  as  shall  prove  to  a  skeptical  world  that  Christian  people  stead- 
fastly purpose  to  bring  about  such  a  standard  of  brotherhood  among 
nations  as  will  advance  the  rule  and  reign  of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  some  plan  should  be  devised  to  provide 
during  a  period  of  years  for  the  balance  yet  unmet  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  plant  in  which  our  meetings  are  held  estimated  to  be 
approximately  $15,000. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  this  item  of  work  already  under- 
taken and  the  Sewanoe  obligation  of  like  character  should  have  our 
Diocesan  action  at  this  time. 

While  there  may  be  a  fair  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  passage 
of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  now  that  it  has  been  enacted  into  law,  the  full  weight  of  the 
Church  should  be  behind  the  idea  of  fair  observance  of  the  law. 

In  some  communities  in  the  Diocese  the  weakening  influence  of 
respectable  citizens,  members  of  our  Church,  bartering  with  boot- 
leggers, is  felt  and  the  home  life  of  some  of  our  members  entirely 
destroyed.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Convention  place 
itself  on  record  as  believing  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Cause 
of  Christ  and  the  moral  welfare  of  our  people  will  be  served  by  a  fair 
and  full  observance  of  the  law. 

Your  Committee  believes  the  Church  to  be  passing  through  a  period 
of  reorganization  which  will  make  for  progress. 

That  the  life  and  customs  of  our  people  are  likewise  passing 
through  a  period  of  transition  which  need  not  cause  alarm.  So, 
also,  we  believe  the  mind  of  the  Church  in  some  quarters  is  meet- 
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ing  the  same  conditions  of  modification  and  change,  and  although 
sharp  differences  arise  as  to  doctrine  and  interpretation,  we  be- 
lieve if  a  spirit  of  Christian  moderation  and  patience  prevail  there 
will  eventuate  such  a  standard  of  united  Christian  loyalty  as  will 
challenge  the  admiration  and  emulation  of  the  world. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  bespeaks  the  united  prayers  and 
combined  Christian  cooperation  which  with  the  gift  of  the  power 
of  Grace  we  shall  march  on  in  Christ's  name  and  win  greatly  for 
His  cause.  George  Floyd  Rogers,

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Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

Forty-seven  years  ago  this  month,  in  the  week  following  the 
Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter,  I  came  to  Chapel  Hill  to  serve 
my  Diaconate  in  this  parish,  sent  here  by  Bishop  Atkinson, 
who  on  Easter  Day  preceding  had  ordained  me  in  Calvary 
Church,  Tarborough.  Of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  at  that  time, 
we  have  with  us  today  only  our  dear  brother,  the  Rev.  Edwin 
A.  Osborne,  whose  physical  strength  is  not  sufficient  to  allow 
him  to  be  present  with  us  in  the  Convention;  and  very  few 
remain  of  the  laymen  who  then  made  up  the  representatives 
of  the  parishes  in  our  annual  Conventions. 

If  we  should  allow  ourselves  to  consider  only  these  changes 
whereby  much  that  is  good  and  noble  seems  to  be  lost,  our 
annual  meetings  would  be  occasions  of  sadness  instead  of  joy. 
But  that  which  is  spent  in  a  worthy  cause,  whether  it  be  human 
lives,  or  the  material  results  of  human  labor,  is  not  lost.  It 
has  only  been  transmuted  into  some  nobler  form  of  life  or  of 
use  and  beauty.  I  look  upon  yonder  structure,  the  church  of 
my  first  cure,  and  think  of  the  holy  and  blessed  lives  to  whom 
I  ministered  within  its'  walls.  I  am  not  sad,  when  I  dwell  on 
those  memories.  I  am  happy  and  thankful  for  my  associations 
with  them,  and  I  know  that  they  have  passed  on  to  a  better 
and  more  blessed  -state.  I  see  this  greater  and  more  beau- 
tiful building,  and  I  see  around  me  those  who  are  not  un- 
worthy successors  of  the  good  men  and  women  of  my  early 
ministry.  I  thank  God  and  take  courage.  There  are  great 
and  good  things  still  in  store  for  God's  Church  and  God's  people 
while  we  go  forward  with  confidence  and  do  our  duty  honestly 
and  zealously,  as  He  gives  us  light  and  strength. 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting  two  of  our  brethren  of  the 
Clergy  have  gone  forward  to  their  better  lives,  the  Rev.  Walter 
J.  Smith  and  the  Rev.  James  Edward  King.    My  relations 
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with  both  were  close  and  affectionate,  long  before  either  of 
them  had  any  purpose  of  entering  the  ministry. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Smith  was  of  that  eminent  church  family 
whose  name  has  been  identified  with  Trinity  Church.  Scotland 
Xeek.  during  its  whole  history.  He  was  a  graduate  of  St. 
Stephen's  College.  Annandale,  X.  Y..  and  of  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  His  early  ministry  was  spent  as  assistant 
in  Calvary  Church,  Tarborough,  and  then  as  Rector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Scotland  Xeek.  In  1898  he  became  Superintendent 
of  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  His  name  from  that  date  is 
written  in  golden  letters  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese,  and  in 
the  lives  of  the  boys  and  girls  who  there  came  under  his 
purifying  and  stimulating  influence.  I  knew  him  from  his  ear- 
liest childhood  to  the  end  of  his  life,  and  knew  him  always  in 
the  most  intimate  and  affectionate  relations.  My  father  said  of 
his  father:  "An  Israelite  indeed,  in  whom  is  no  guile."  I 
venture  to  say  the  same  of  him.  Personally  I  feel  that  I  never 
had  a  better  friend,  and  as  his  Bishop  I  always  knew  that  the 
Diocese  never  had  a  more  devoted  and  faithful  priest  and 
pastor. 

The  Rev.  .James  E.  King  was  my  parishioner  when  I  began 
the  work  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels  Colored  Mission  in 
Charlotte  in  1SS2.  He  and  his  good  wife  were  practically  my 
only  co-workers  in  that  beginning.  Just  before  I  was  made 
Bishop  he  had  become  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  He  pur- 
sued his  studies  in  King  Hall,  a  temporary  theological  school, 
associated  with  Howard  University,  ^Washington  City.  He 
was  the  first  colored  man  whom  I  ordained,  and  I  believe  I 
never  have  ordained  a  better.  His  whole  ministry  was  spent 
in  St.  Ambrose  Church,  Raleigh,  and  in  the  Church  of  St. 
Michael  and  All  Angels,  Charlotte.  He  seemed  to  me  to  be 
the  best  type  of  our  Southern  negro,  intelligent,  sensible,  well- 
bred,  respectful  and  courteous  to  all,  yet  knowing  how  to  pre- 
serve his  self-respect  and  personal  dignity  in  every  situation. 
He  was  an  excellent  preacher  and  an  effective  pastor  and  ad- 
ministrator of  his  parish  and  his  large  parish  school.  Though 
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long  past  the  age  when  he  might  have  retired  on  a  pension,  he 
stood  in  his  place,  doing  his  work,  faithful  to  the  end.  He  was 
my  senior  by  three  or  four  years,  and  his  departure  leaves  me 
the  oldest  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  actively  engaged  in  the 
work  of  the  ministry.

The  Rev.  Howard  S.  Hartzell,  has  taken  All  Saint's  Mission  under 
his  charge  in  addition  to  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  Rockingham. 

The  Rev.  Wilmot  S.  Holmes,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Lexington, 
gives  regular  Sunday  services  at  new  mission  opened  at  Albemarle, 
Stanly  County. 

The  Rev.  Jadi  L.  Martin  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the  work  in 
Roxboro  and  the  adjoining  counties,  and  has  become  Rector  of  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Leaksville,  and  St.  Thomas's,  Reidsville. 
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The  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Wright  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Walnut  Cove 
and  Mount  Airy,  and  is  absent  from  the  Diocese,  though  he  has  not 
taken  Letters  Dimissory. 

The  Rev.  Basil  M.  Walton  has  resigned  St.  John's,  Williamsboro, 
and  the  missions  at  Middleburg,  Townesville,  and  Stovall,  and  has 
accepted  a  call  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas,  though  he  has  not  applied 
for  Letters  Dimissory.

Churches,  Salisbury. 

The  Rev.  Clarence  H.  Jordan  has  become  Rector  of  Grace  Church, 
Weldon,  and  the  Church  of  the  Saviour,  Jackson. 

The  Rev.  Edgar  C.  Burnz  is  assistant  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Char- 
lotte, with  special  charge  of  the  work  of  the  Chapel  of  Hope;  and 
the  Rev.  William  S.  Shacklette,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  P.  Opie,  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Burlington, 
is  doing  missionary  work  in  Alamance  County. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  C.  D.  Noe  has  undertaken  the  very  important 
work  in  St.  Stephen's  Mission,  Duke,  but  has  not  yet  presented  his 
Letters  Dimissory. 

The  Rev.  James  D.  Miller  has  returned  to  the  Diocese,  and  has 
become  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  Louisburg,  and  St.  James's,  Kittrell.

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Diocese  during  the  year  1924, 
I  think  we  can  see  much  to  encourage  us.  We  have  lost  a  num- 
ber of  excellent  Clergymen,  who  have  been  attracted  to  other 
fields,  but  have  gained  others,  so  that  our  gains  very  nearly 
offset  the  losses,  and  few  of  our  churches  have  been  without 
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regular  ministrations.  Our  Candidates  and  Postulants  show  a 
very  considerable  increase.  Our  Church  institutions  are  in  a 
healthy  and  prosperous  condition.  The  manifestation  of  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training 
Institution,  in  connection  with  the  appeal  made  a  year  ago,  was 
a  surprise  even  to  its  best  friends.  The  amount  subscribed  by 
this  Diocese  alone  was  greater  than  the  whole  sum  asked  from 
the  three  Dioceses;  while  from  East  Carolina  a  delayed  re- 
sponse proved  that  there  was  no  lack  of  sympathy  and  loyalty 
on  the  part  of  our  brethren  of  that  Diocese.  I  need  say  the 
less,  as  doubtless  you  will  be  fully  informed  on  this  subject 
by  Bishop  Penick  and  the  Eev.  Mr.  Wheeler,  to  whose  admi- 
rable conduct  of  the  campaign  its  success  was  largely  due. 

St.  Mary's  School  continues  to  deserve  and  to  receive  the 
cordial  support  of  our  people,  and  very  important  improve- 
ments will,  it  is  believed,  secure  during  the  coming  academic 
year  the  increased  interest  and  patronage  of  our  own  people 
and  of  the  general  public.  But  I  would  remind  the  Church- 
men of  this  Diocese,  and  of  our  other  Carolina  Dioceses  asso- 
ciated in  the  maintenance  of  this  our  largest  Church  school 
for  girls  in  the  country,  that  at  this  day  no  institution,  and 
least  of  all  an  educational  institution,  can  live  on  its  reputa- 
tion, or  can  rest  contented  in  its  present  status.  In  no  depart- 
ment of  our  social  life  are  there  greater  and  more  constant 
changes,  developments  and  progress  at  this  moment,  than  in 
education  and  educational  institutions.  Many  of  these  changes 
may  seem  to  us  of  doubtful  advantage,  or  even  distinct  dis- 
advantages, and  in  some  cases  doubtless  mistakes  are  made. 
But  at  any  rate  there  is  movement,  vital  processes  of  adaptation 
to  new  conditions  and  new  demands  and  necessities.  And  no 
living  organism  can  stand  still,  except  at  the  price  of  retro- 
gression and  decay.  St.  Mary's  School,  to  fulfill  its  destiny 
and  to  accomplish  its  work  for  the  Church  and  for  the  world, 
must  be  alive  and  alert  to  the  demands  and  the  opportunities  of 
the  time.  It  needs  our  continued  interest,  and  it  needs  continual 
generous  support.  My  Episcopate  began  with  the  effort  to  save 
St.  Mary's  to  the  Church,  and  to  establish  it  upon  a  permanent 
basis.    Your  zeal  and  liberality  accomplished  that  work.  As 
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my  administration  of  the  Diocese  draws  toward  its  end,  I 
wish  I  might  see  some  more  adequate  effort  to  secure  its  proper 
development,  that  it  may  maintain  and  increase  the  reputation 
and  influence  which  it  has  enjoyed  in  the  past. 

The  chief  matter  of  interest  in  Diocesan  administration  dur- 
ing the  past  year  under  review,  has  been  the  inauguration  of 
the  Diocesan  Executive  Council  as  provided  by  our  Convention 
of  1924.  As  the  chief  burden  and  responsibility  for  the  work 
of  the  Diocese  now  depends  upon  that  Executive  Council,  I 
felt  it  right,  at  our  first  meeting,  to  ask  Bishop  Penick  to  assume 
the  acting  Presidency,  and  the  chief  direction  of  its  work. 
Though  myself  titular  President,  I  feel  sure  that  a  younger 
and  more  vigorous  leader  secures  the  more  effective  adminis- 
tration of  our  work.  From  Bishop  Penick  therefore,  and  from 
the  report  of  that  Council,  you  will  receive  more  complete 
accounts  of  our  work  during  the  past  year,  and  suggestions  for 
our  future  endeavors. 

There  is  one  thing  of  which  I  must  speak  in  reviewing  the 
year  1924,  which  I  hesitate  to  approach,  since  I  feel  how  un- 
able I  am  to  give  adequate  expression  to  what  I  have  felt  and 
do  still  feel  when  I  recall  the  event  to  which  I  allude.  In  the 
free  and  affectionate  intercourse  which  has  marked  the  rela- 
tions between  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  and  myself,  I  had  men- 
tioned certain  plans  and  purposes  which  I  had  in  mind  with 
reference  to  my  family;  intending  to  express  the  satisfaction 
I  felt  at  the  prospect  of  making  a  modest  provision  for  those 
whom  I  must  soon  leave  behind,  rather  than  any  sense  of  being 
in  need  of  more  than  I  had.  His  kind  and  generous  heart  saw 
an  opportunity  to  do  a  kindness  far  beyond  anything  which  I 
could  have  anticipated  or  imagined. 

In  my  preceding  record  of  services,  addi  esses  and  the  like, 
during  the  year  1924,  it  is  noted  under  date  of  May  14th,  that 
at  the  lunch  served  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  during  the 
midday  recess,  I  "delivered  an  address  upon  the  thirty  years 
of  my  Episcopate/''  My  record  mentions  only  that,  because 
what  I  did  was  only  what  is  thus  recorded.  But  what  you, 
my  friends,  then  did,  in  your  wholly  unexpected  and  quite  over- 
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whelming  generosity,  I  cannot  properly  describe;  nor  can  I 
ever  cease  to  feel  grateful  to  him  whose  generosity  conceived 
the  idea,  and  to  the  many  kind  friends  who  responded  to  his 
suggestion,  and  transmuted  his  thoughts  into  act. 

Allow  me  to  say  only  this  further:  that  your  kind  purpose 
was  fully  accomplished,  and  that  my  mind  is  wholly  free 
from  any  shade  of  care  as  to  the  material  interests  of  those 
for  whom  I  should  provide. 

And  now  in  conclusion  I  may  say  one  thing  more,  and  this 
too,  comes  so  close  to  my  personal  feelings  that  I  do  not  know 
how  to  say  all  that  I  wish  to  say,  nor  how  to  restrain  myself 
that  I  say  not  too  much. 

This  parish  and  the  old  church  in  which,  as  I  have  said,  I 
first  exercised  my  ministry,  and  began  that  course  of  service 
which  cannot  at  this  day  be  very  far  from  its  end;  they  lie 
very  near  to  my  heart.  They  have  many  holy  and  happy  as- 
sociations and  memories  clustering  around  them,  as  the  twin- 
ing ivy  clings  to  those  old  walls.  That  was  for  its  day  a  noble 
and  beautiful  edifice,  erected  chiefly  by  the  exertions  of  Bishop 
Green  when  Rector  of  the  parish,  one  of  the  sweetest  spirits 
and  saintliest  characters  which  this  Diocese  has  ever  known. 
And  its  completion  was  a  great  event,  and  brought  much  joy 
to  the  hearts  of  our  people.  I  remember  hearing  my  father 
speak  of  the  happy  exultation  he  felt  in  driving  over  from 
Hillsboro  to  attend  the  consecration  of  the  church.  When  he 
first  caught  sight  of  it  in  the  distance,  rising  above  the  hill 
tops,  the  lines  of  Milton  came  to  his  mind: 

"Towers  and  battlements  it  sees, 
Bosomed  high  in  tufted  trees." 

I  have  felt  all  that  same  pride  and  pleasure  in  looking  upon 
that  old  church.  But  for  some  years  past  I  have  felt  its  grow- 
ing inadequacy  for  the  work  of  this  parish,  and  have  desired 
and  planned  in  conjunction  with  the  Rector  and  Vestry,  and 
have  worked  for,  some  better  provision  to  meet  the  needs  of 
this  great  center  of  the  scholastic  and  intellectual  life  of 
the  State.  We  had  consulted  and  hoped  for  what  we  thought 
it  was  practical  to  hope  for.    And  then,  beyond  even  our  hopes, 
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a  generous  heart  opened  and  took  in  the  possibilities  of  this  op- 
portunity, and  with  unstinted  and  still  expanding  liberality 
supplied  the  need  which  we  felt.  In  the  gift  of  this  noble 
building  to  the  church  Mr.  "William  A.  Erwin  has  supplied 
what  seems  to  me  to  have  been  the  greatest  need  of  the  Church 
in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  What  this  building  is  in  itself 
I  will  not  undertake  to  say.  It  speaks  for  itself,  through  the 
eyes,  to  the  minds  of  all  beholders.  And  he  wishes  it  to  be 
a  memorial  to  his  maternal  grandfather,  Dr.  William  R.  Holt 
of  Lexington,  a  notable  Churchman  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Diocese,  an  alumnus  of  this  university,  a  distinguished  physi- 
cian, a  leader  in  the  material  development  of  our  agricultural 
interests,  and  a  man  of  high  character  and  influence  in  the  State. 
I  can  think  of  no  department  of  our  church  work  in  this  Diocese 
which  has  not  enjoyed  in  some  way  the  benefit  of  the  earnest 
zeal  and  the  rich  bounty  of  Mr.  Erwin.  But  it  seems  to  me  that 
in  the  erection  of  this  church  he  has  crowned  his  work  with 
a  beautiful  capstone,  which  gives  outward  expression  and  per- 
manent testimony  to  the  noble  generosity  and  enlightened  spirit 
of  the  donor.  This  is  a  day  of  rejoicing  for  us  all,  but  I  feel 
that  I  have  a  personal  interest  and  a  personal  cause  for  grati- 
tude beyond  that  which  we  all  have  in  common;  and  it  is 
with  a  deep  feeling  of  satisfaction  and  thankfulness  that  I  have 
this  day  consecrated  the  new  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  COADJUTOR 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  trust  that  I  shall  not  be  transgressing  the  ordinary  proper- 
ties of  public  speech  if  I  introduce  my  address  to  this  Conven- 
tion with  a  word  of  personal  greeting.  The  sentiment  that  domi- 
nates my  thoughts  on  this  occasion  is  the  desire  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  venerable  and  beloved  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  with  a  depth 
of  appreciation  and  affection  that  "is  felt  along  the  heart."  To 
him,  so  fatherly,  loyal,  just  and  true,  to  the  archdeacons  with 
their  manifold  tasks  of  administration,  evangelism  and  pas- 
toral care,  to  the  clergy  of  the  city,  with  their  heart  breaking 
problems  of  urban  forms  of  sin,  to  the  clergy  of  the  country 
and  manufacturing  towns,  who  brighten  dark  highways  and 
thorny  hedges  with  the  light  of  duty  faithfully  performed,  to 
the  laymen  who  accept  our  leadership  and  cheerfully  pay  the 
'bills,  to  the  highly  honored  and  to  the  less  well  known  "whose 
names  are  in  the  book  of  life" — to  each  and  every  one  may  grace 
be  multiplied  and  joy,  that  fadeth  not  away,  and  peace  be  given 
in  fullest  measure,  pressed  down  and  running  over.  "I  thank 
my  God  upon  every  remembrance  of  you  all." 

Among  the  outstanding  events  in  the  Diocese  during  the  past 
year  was  the  campaign  for  the  Thompson  Orphanage.  The 
success  of  this  endeavor  to  enlarge  and  improve  the  Orphanage 
demonstrated  the  affection  in  which  this  institution  is  held  by 
the  people  of  the  State.  The  financial  objective  of  $150,000, 
which  represent  the  minimum  requirements  of  any  program 
of  modernization,  was  far  over-reached  by  the  generosity  of  our 
Church  members  and  other  friends  of  orphaned  children.  But 
it  should  not  be  supposed  that  the  $224,000  pledged  for  new 
buildings  and  improvements  is  in  excess  of  actual  needs.  For 
every  cent  of  this  amount  can  be,  and  I  trust  will  be,  wisely 
spent  in  perfecting  the  material  equipment  in  a  way  that  will 
correspond  with  the  recognized  methods  of  modern  child-caring 
institutions. 
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The  enlargement  of  the  orphanage,  however,  creates  prob- 
lems of  maintenance  that  deserve  careful  thought,  not  only  by 
those  who  are  directly  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  ad- 
ministration, but  by  the  members  of  this  convention.  It  is, 
perhaps,  not  generally  understood  that  the  present  support  of 
the  orphanage  is  on  an  uncertain  basis.  At  the  earliest  possible 
date  it  should  be  placed  on  a  secure  business  footing  with  suffi- 
cient income  assured  for  maintenance.  An  item  of  $12,000  ap- 
peared on  the  Nation  Wide  Campaign  budget  for  the  orphanage 
last  year.  This  amount  was  increased  by  $6,000  from  other  sour- 
ces, making  a  total  of  $18,000  (in  round  numbers)  given  by  this 
Diocese.  The  inadequacy  of  this  amount  becomes  apparent  when 
one  learns  that  it  cost  over  $34,000  to  carry  on  the  work  at  the 
orphanage  last  year.  An  increased  capacity  in  1926  will  allow 
for  the  admission  of  more  children.  It  is  plainly,  therefore, 
only  a  question  of  time  before  the  discrepancy  between  the  cost 
of  maintenance  and  the  amount  of  assured  income  is  going  to 
create  an  embarrassing  situation.  The  remedy,  as  I  see  it,  is 
to  place  in  the  budget  of  the  Nation  Wide  Campaign  an  amount 
large  enough  to  take  care  of  our  Diocesan  share  of  the  general 
expense.  This  means  that  in  1926,  $21,000  will  represent  the 
asking  of  the  orphanage  as  compared  with  $13,000  for  this  year. 
An  alarming  increase  it  may  seem,  at  first  sight,  but  in  reality 
it  is  not,  provided  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  and  other  special 
donations  be  applied  against  the  quota  for  the  Nation  Wide 
Campaign.  It  is  precarious  financing,  to  say  the  least,  for  so 
large  a  proportion  of  orphanage  support  to  be  contingent  upon 
the  f avorableness  of  the  weather  or  the  counter  attractions  of  a 
civil  holiday.  The  traditional  sentiment  that  pleads  so  elo- 
quently for  homeless  children  at  Thanksgiving  time  is  one  of 
the  main  resources  upon  which  the  orphanage  now  relies.  But 
tradition  and  sentiment  and  appeals  even  for  the  destitute  are 
not  always  productive  of  practical  results.  The  usual  method 
of  business  calls  for  a  balanced  budget.  The  orphanage  should 
know  before  it  begins  a  financial  year  what  income  is  assuredly 
forthcoming  so  that  its  expenses  may  be  regulated  accordingly, 
and  the  intake  of  new  children,  if  necessary,  be  curtailed.  An 
adequate  amount  to  be  annually  included  in  the  Nation  Wide 
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Campaign  will  place  the  orphanage  on  a  business  basis  and 
obviate  special  appeals  such  as  it  has  been  necessary  to  make 
this  spring.  If  the  Nation  Wide  Campaign  supported  the  or- 
phanage, there  would  be  no  necessity  for  special  offerings.  If 
the  Nation  Wide  Campaign  does  not  support  the  orphanage,  as 
is  the  case  at  present,  I  can  think  of  no  other  method  to  supply 
what  is  needed  than  the  occasional  and  sometimes  unpopular 
appeals.  It  is  my  judgment  that  the  good  business  sense  of  this 
Diocese  would  like  to  see  the  orphanage  managed  efficiently 
and  economically  and  without  fear  of  debt.  If  this  surmise  is 
correct,  I  suggest  that  one  way  to  accomplish  this  result  is  to 
provide  through  the  Nation  Wide  Campaign  an  amount  large 
enough  to  insure  support.  This  will  allow  the  vexed  question 
of  whether  a  parish  should  or  should  not  take  a  special  offering 
to  be  determined  locally  by  the  vestry  or  mission  committee. 

I  have  dwelt  upon  the  subject  because  I  believe  we  all  feel 
that  the  Christian  nurture  of  a  hundred  or  more  children,  to 
whom  the  Church  is  truly  mother,  demands  our  best  thought  and 
the  application  of  the  most  approved  methods  of  business.  I 
am  moved  to  express  the  hope  that  this  Convention  will  not 
adjourn  without  taking  some  action  that  will  stabalize  the 
finances  of  the  orphanage. 

Sewanee  Endowment  Debt 

In  1922  this  Convention  made  a  generous  move  in  the  interest 
of  religious  education.  It  voted  to  assume  a  debt  of  $19,000 
to  complete  the  Diocesan  quota  for  the  Sewanee  Million  Dollar 
Endowment  Fund.  This,  and  similar  actions  by  other  Dioceses, 
enabled  the  University  of  the  South  to  take  advantage  of  the 
conditional  gift  of  $300,000  from  the  General  Education  Board. 
The  point,  however,  to  which  we  should  now  direct  our  thoughts 
is  not  the  satisfaction  we  feel  in  having  helped  Sewanee  but  the 
obligation  that  the  Diocese  incurred  in  doing  so.  The  plan 
originally  adopted  for  liquidating  this  debt  contemplated  a 
gradual  reduction  over  a  period  of  five  years.  But  this  plan 
has  not  worked  well  although  two  different  methods  of  collection 
have  been  employed  by  exceedingly  competent  treasurers.  A 
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few  churches  have  done  their  part  notably.  But  the  larger  debt 
remains  substantially  unreduced.  And  the  cost  to  the  Diocese 
is  $1,000  a  year  in  interest.  Any  plan  for  the  establishment  of 
summer  Conference  Grounds  in  the  mountains  such  as  was  con- 
templated last  year  by  several  Southern  Dioceses  that  asked 
our  participation,  would  doubtless  be  affected  by  this  outstanding 
debt  to  Sewanee.  Furthermore,  if  the  sum  now  lost  to  the 
Church  in  interest  charges  were  added  to  the  salary  allowed 
for  the  student  pastor  at  Chapel  Hill,  it  would  become  easier  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  competent  man  for  this  important  work. 
One  is  justified  in  asking :  "How  much  longer  does  the  Diocese 
intend  to  pay  interest  on  a  debt  without  formulating  a  plan  for 
the  systematic  reduction  of  the  principal?"  I  recommend  that 
the  Convention  consider  this  problem  and  take  such  action  as 
its  judgment  may  deem  appropriate  and  effective. 

Yottxg  People's  Movement 

The  Spirit  of  God  is  moving  among  the  young  people  of 
^orth  Carolina.  Under  the  skillful  direction  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Scovil,  a  Diocesan  organization  has  been  formed,  which  should 
reach  eventually  into  every  parish  and  mission.  The  warm 
enthusiasm  of  youth  is  being  stirred  and  leadership  for  the 
Church  is  finding  splendid  expression.  The  first  Diocesan 
Convention  held  in  Greensboro  last  fall  with  over  300  boys  and 
girls  in  attendance — most  of  them  of  high  school  age — was 
a  revelation  of  the  eagerness  of  our  youung  people  to  find  their 
own  serviceable  position  in  the  Church.  I  feel  free  to  confess 
my  ambition  that  Xorth  Carolina  should  become  a  leader  in  dis- 
covering and  utilizing  the  spirited,  capable  powers  of  our  young 
Churchmen.  It  is  easy  to  feel  our  incompetence  for  such  a 
high  task.  We  are  conscious  of  our  lack  of  training.  A  few 
years  ago  a  man  could  be  prepared  for  the  ministry  with  scar- 
cely a  thought  for  any  one  except  adults.  Children  were  then 
occasionally  seen  but  never  heard.  The  youth  movement  in  the 
Church  is  so  new  that  few  feel  equipped  to  meet  it  except  per- 
functorily. May  I  not  impress  upon  you  my  conviction  that 
here  is  an  opportunity  that  "we  need  to  buy  up.  Those  of  us 
who  are  described  as  the  "present  generation"  have  well-nigh 
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made  our  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  Church.  The  future 
Church,  we  believe,  will  be  a  more  glorious  Body  than  anything 
we  dream  of  now.  But  if  the  Churchman  of  tomorrow  is  to 
search  humbly  for  the  Truth  and  then  tell  it  out  with  boldness, 
if  he  is  to  witness  for  Christ  with  finer  loyalty  and  self-efface- 
ment, if  he  is  to  have  a  truer  understanding  of  the  social  appli- 
cations of  the  gospel  and  their  application  to  every  phase  of 
organized  life,  if  he  is  to  love  God  more  and  serve  his  neighbors 
better — then  where  and  how  is  he  going  to  learn  these  things 
except  we  teach  him?  By  the  Spirit's  help  we  must  produce 
new  things  in  our  boys  and  girls  or  we  shall  doom  them — God 
forbid — to  be  mere  reproductions  of  ourselves.  And  the  King- 
dom of  God  Comes  not  that  way.  Camp  Finney  to  train  our 
boys  in  the  highest  types  of  leadership,  St.,  Mary's  Conference 
to  give  to  boys  and  girls  a  sense  of  unity  and  responsibility  for 
the  corporate  mission  of  the  Church,  the  Charleston  Conference 
to  present  to  earnest,  inquiring  boys  the  ministry  as  a  life's 
vocation — these  things  are  here  upon  us,  and  are  symptoms  of 
youth's  response  to  the  challenge  of  the  Cross.  May  God  give 
us  grace  to  lead  our  boys  and  girls  far  out  in  the  open  spaces 
of  the  undiscovered  powers  of  youth  that  they  may  grow  up 
as  the  polished  corners  of  the  temple  and  may  praise  God  that 
we  had  a  care  of  them,  in  the  spirit  of  Him  who  laid  His  hands 
upon  children  in  loving  benediction.

ADDKESS  OF  THE  RT.  REV.  HENRY  B.  DELAJNTY,  D.D., 
BISHOP  SITFFKAGAN  FOR  COLORED  WORK 


Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  in  God,  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

To  me,  the  past  year  has  been  fraught  with  varied,  and  at 
times,  surprising  experiences ;  some  of  which  had  made  threat- 
ening inroads  upon  my  activities.  For  several  times  I  had 
found  it  necessary  to  accept  release  from  duties,  and  seek  con- 
sultation because  of  an  impoverished  physical  condition.  And 
tonight  I  stand  before  you,  metaphorically  speaking,  with  heart 
and  hands  uplifted  in  thanks  and  gratitude  to  God  for  his  mer- 
cies in  permitting  me  to,  again,  experience  this  rare  privilege 
in  behalf  of  my  brethren  and  His  Holy  Church.  You  might 
readily  imagine,  then,  how  profoundly  grateful  I  am  to  you 
for  your  sympathy  and  prayers  in  my  behalf  during  that  ordeal ; 
and  to  God,  for  having  preserved  me  through  it  all  with  so 
little  loss  from  duty,  as  the  following  report  will  show.  A 
summary  of  my  visitations  and  work  among  my  people,  in  the 
five  Dioceses  in  which  I  make  annual  visitations,  is  as  follows : 

I  officiated  at  54  services,  delivered  50  sermons,  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  21  times,  baptized  3  adults,  confirmed  142 
persons,  officiated  at  a  marriage  and  two  funerals.  Of  the  142 
persons  confirmed,  39  were  confirmed  in  this  Diocese,  54  in 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  14  in  the  Diocese  of  East  Caro- 
lina, and  35  in  the  Diocese  of  Western  North  Carolina.  This 
number  includes  20  disabled  War  Veterans  at  the  United  States 
Veteran  Hospital  in  Oteen.  The  following  is  a  diary  of  my 
Episcopal  visitations  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  only, 
which  will  be  printed  in  the  Diocesan  Journal:

Notwithstanding  discouragements,  the  outlook  of  the  Convo- 
cation is  certainly  encouraging.  During  the  year  we  have  lost 
by  removal  to  other  Dioceses  the  Kev.  Bravid  W.  Harris  of 
All  Saints  Mission,  Warrenton,  which  vacancy  I  am  expecting 
soon  to  fill;  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Hudson  of  the  Church  of 
the  Redeemer,  Greensboro.  The  Church  of  the  Redeemer  is 
now  being  acceptably  served  by  our  Catechist,  Dr.  E.  F.  Barrow, 
who  is  now  a  candidate  for  Orders.  This  little  congregation  is 
now  elated  over  the  prospect  of  rebuilding  their  storm  shat- 
tered church,  and  have  nearly  completed  the  raising  of  their 
quota,  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  three  thousand  dollars  re- 
quired by  the  Diocese,  when  the  work  will  begin. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  T.  McDuffie,  priest  in  charge  of  St.  Stephen's 
Church,  Winston-Salem,  and  the  Rev.  Herbert  T.  Jones,  deacon 
in  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Wilson,  have  both  proved  to  be 
very  efficient  and  helpful  additions  to  the  Convocation.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  McDuffie  is  now  making  earnest  preparation  to  build 
a  much  needed  Church  in  the  city  of  Winston-Salem.  The 
Mission  property  on  Columbian  Heights  has  been  sold  and 
the  money  accruing  from  the  sale  has  already  been  invested  in 
a  city  lot.  The  congregation  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Wilson, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones^  has  been  revived 
and  united.  Two  Missions  have  been  conducted  by  him  dur- 
ing the  Lenten  season,  one  in  Wilson  and  the  other  in  Rocky 
Mount.  In  the  latter  place  a  beautiful  lot  has  been  secured 
in  a  pleasing  location,  and  the  members  of  the  Holy  Hope  Mis- 
sion are  doing  what  they  can  to  raise  funds  with  which  to  build 
a  Church.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Henderson,  of  St.  Titus's  Mission, 
Durham,  writes  as  follows  concerning  his  work:  Our  report 
"Shows  that  we  have  raised  by  means  of  sale  of  our  Pine 
Street  property  and  offerings  from  our  little  family,  St.  Titus, 
the  sum  of  eight  thousand  thirteen  dollars  and  some  cents  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  that  we  have  paid  for  the  newly  acquired  site, 
made  some  improvements  thereon,  paid  for  church  furniture 
for  the  new  church,  including  a  third  of  the  amount  for  the 
organ  without  outside  help.    I  think  this  speaks  pretty  well 
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for  us  and  should  make  possible  the  consideration  of  our 
friends."  The  work  of  St.  Matthias,  Louisburg,  and  the  Resur- 
rection, Henderson,  go  steadily  forward  under  the  management 
of  our  Catechist,  Mr.  Pollard,  and  the  mission  schools  in  these, 
as  in  the  other  stations  of  the  Convocation,  are  doing  most 
effective  work.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Weston,  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Tarboro,  writes  that  the  school  is  doing  well,  and  he  now  has  a 
confirmation  class  awaiting  my  coming :  While  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Warren  County,  the  smallest  Mission  of  the  Convo- 
cation, writes  encouragingly  through  their  Catechist,  Mr.  Robert 
Harris.  I  have  recently  had  confirmation  at  St.  Augustine's 
Chapel,  and  St.  Ambrose,  Raleigh.    They  are  both  doing  well. 

Permit  me  to  digress  and  inform  our  friends  of  the  effort 
which  the  Convocation  has  put  forth  to  save  them  from  un- 
necessary appeals  and  petty  annoyances.  In  every  instance 
they  have  been  discouraged  by  me,  but  because  of  the  splendid 
efforts  being  put  forth  in  the  Convocation  at  this  time  for 
leadership,  I  would  greatly  appreciate  it  if  our  friends  would 
come  to  our  relief  where  it  is  possible,  especially  in  the  absence 
of  Diocesan  Aid. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary 

Our  Auxiliaries  in  the  different  mission  stations  of  tthe 
Convocation  are  working  as  never  before  under  the  encourage- 
ments that  are  being  given  them  by  the  Diocesan  branches  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliaries. 

Visitations  Outside  of  the  Diocese 

Besides  my  visitations  in  the  Dioceses  of  East  Carolina, 
Western  North  Carolina,  and  South  Carolina,  I  accepted  leave 
of  absence  for  a  month  and  on  May  1,  consulted  specialists  in 
the  City  of  New  York.  On  returning  to  the  Diocese  on  May  30, 
I  witnessed  the  Translation  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Garland, 
D.D.,  to  the  Bishopric  of  Pennsylvania.  While  in  Philadelphia, 
I  preached  in  the  Church  of  St.  Simon  the  Cyrenian.  On  Oc- 
tober 20  I  attended  our  Provincial  Conference  in  St.  James 
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Church,  Tampa,  Fla.,  where  I  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion.  On  October  23,  I  visited  my  old  home  in 
Fernandina,  Fla.,  and  on  the  24th  I  visited  the  quaint  old  town 
of  St.  Mary's,  Ga.,  where  I  was  born. 

On  October  26,  I  visited  St.  Philip's  Church,  Jacksonville, 
Fla.,  preached  two  sermons  and  confirmed,  by  request  and  with 
consent,  thirteen  persons. 

I  must  not  fail  to  say  that  confirmation  classes  are  now  be- 
ing held  for  me  at  St.  Cyprian's,  Oxford,  and  at  St.  Simeon's, 
Satterwhite,  both  of  these  stations  are  under  the  care  of  the 
Rev.  F.  H.  U.  Edwards,  who  has,  besides,  rendered  me  valuable 
assistance  in  the  care  of  All  Saints  Mission,  Warrenton. 

Amost  successful  session  of  St.  Augustine's  Conference  was 
held  on  the  campus  of  St,  Augutine's  School,  June  2-7. 

Our  Convocation  held  its  'twenty-third  annual  session  in  St. 
Ambrose  Church,  Raleigh,  August  23-26.  I  presided  at  the 
sessions,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  read  my  address 
and  preached.  Among  the  distinguished  visitors  were:  Mrs. 
G.  W.  Alston,  who  addressed  the  Convocation  in  behalf  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Venerable  Morrison  Bethea,  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese,  our  Bishop  and  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

The  Convocation  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  our 
Secretary,  the  late  Rev.  James  E.  King,  on  November  17th. 
Mr.  King  was  the  senior  priest  of  the  Convocation  and  a  most 
remarkable  man,  and  had  served  at  Raleigh  and  Charlotte.  We 
shall  remember  him,  as  says  one,  "long  after  the  summer  leaves 
have  fallen."  Mr.  Thomas  Algernon  White  has  accepted  the 
appointment  of  temporary  secretary  of  the  Convocation,  but  a 
report  will  not  be  presented  at  this  Convention.  The  little 
mission  at  Monroe  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  King  named  Holy 
Trinity  and  was  pleased  to  call  it  "his  child,"  might  well  be 
remembered  as  a  fitting  memorial  to  him.  Steps  are  now  being 
taken,  by  a  friend,  to  build  a  chapel  for  my  people  there. 

In  furthering  the  work  of  the  Convocation  too  great  thanks 
cannot  be  given  to  my  worthy  assistants  in  the  various  mission 
fields  of  the  Convocation;  not  alone  for  their  consistency  to

As  Archdeacon  of  the  Charlotte  Convocation,  I  take  pleasure  in 
submitting  herewith,  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1924: 


The  year  1924  was  an  exceedingly  busy  one  in  the  Charlotte  Con- 
vocation and  many  notable  advances  were  made  which  will  be 
referred  to  more  particularly  later  on  in  this  report. 

Because  of  the  great  dearth  of  available  clergymen,  it  became 
necessary  for  the  Archdeacon — in  addition  to  his  ordinary  routine 
duties — to  maintain  services  with  some  degree  of  regularity  in 
three  of  our  most  important  groups  of  missions  which  would  other- 
wise have  been  without  the  ministrations  of  the  Church,  and  have 
suffered  the  usual  unhappy  results.  This  necessitated  the  holding 
of  as  many  as  three  services  a  Sunday  during  a  greater  portion  of 
the  year,  and  the  covering  of  from  fifty  to  seventy-five  miles  by 
automobile.  In  addition  to  the  holding  of  services,  the  Archdeacon 
made  within  the  period  embraced  in  this  report,  several  hundred 
pastorial  visits,  which  do  so  much  to  stimulate  and  hold  the  interest 
of  our  people.  Perhaps  no  single  feature  of  the  work  is  more 
fruitful  of  results.  Aside  from  sitting  about  their  hearthstones  and 
talking  with  them  "of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  Kingdom," 
many  splendid  tracts  were  distributed  from  time  to  time,  as  well 
as  an  occasional  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  the  value  of  which  as  a 
missionary  for  the  Church  cannot  be  overestimated. 

In  addition  to  fostering  in  every  way  possible  the  Young  People's 
Fellowship  and  other  organizations  for  our  girls  and  boys,  the 
Archdeacon  is  making  a  strenuous  effort  to  give  our  men  a  vision 
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of  their  responsibility  in  the  matter  of  Christian  stewardship,  and 
also  to  bring  about  the  establishment  of  a  bra*nch  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  in  every  mission  in  the  Convocation,  to  the  end  that 
all  of  our  good  women  may  have  an  opportunity  to  share  in  the 
carrying  out  of  the  Church's  great  missionary  program.  This  con- 
dition, I  am  glad  to  say,  is  being  considerably  augmented  by  the 
semiannual  district  meetings,  many  of  which  are  now  being  held 
in  the  rural  communities. 

Another  important  aspect  of  the  Archdeacon's  work  is  that  of 
keeping  our  people  up  to  their  duty  to  the  Nationwide  Campaign, 
and  to  the  Diocese.  Last  year  we  had  a  presidential  election,  and 
as  usual,  it  was  preceded  by  a  very  appreciable  tightening  up  in  the 
money  market,  and  a  consequent  slowing  down  in  practically  all 
lines  of  industrial  activity.  Many  of  our  mission  folk  who  were 
employed  in  the  railway  shops,  roadway  department  and  cotton 
mills,  were  either  entirely  cut  off,  or  permitted  to  work  only  a 
portion  of  each  week.  In  the  face  of  these  adverse  conditions,  a 
very  considerable  falling  off  was  expected  in  our  Nationwide  Cam- 
paign receipts,  and  while  I  have  not  the  exact  figures  before  me, 
I  do  know  that  it  is  the  first  time  since  the  launching  of  this  great 
movement,  that  the  Convocation  treasurer  received  from  Mr.  Wilkes 
the  full  amount  of  the  quota  allotted  us,  which  enabled  him  to 
meet  all  appropriations  in  full,  and  close  the  year  without  a  deficit. 

NEW  WORK 

On  Palm  Sunday,  1924,  a  mission  was  established  in  Albemarle, 
the  county  seat  of  Stanly,  a  live,  growing  town  of  some  twenty-five 
hundred  inhabitants,  thirty  miles  southeast  of  Salisbury  on  the 
line  of  the  Yadkin  and  Winston-Salem  Southbound  Railway.  Our 
Presbyterian  friends  there  moved  into  their  new  church  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  very  graciously  placed  their  old 
one  at  our  disposal  until  such  time  as  they  can  sell  it.  It  is  a 
very  comfortable  and  commodious  building,  ideally  located  for 
church  purposes,  and  with  some  slight  alterations  and  repairs, 
would  meet  our  requirements  for  many  years  to  come.  It  would 
certainly  seem  the  part  of  wisdom  for  us  to  purchase  this  very 
desirable  property,  which  can  now  be  had  for  $5,000,  provided  the 
deal  is  closed  without  too  great  delay.  We  have  about  $1,500  of 
the  amount  needed  in  sight,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  our 
good  church  folk  whom  God  has  made  stewards  of  large  portions 
of  His  bounty,  will  come  to  our  assistance.  The  Rev.  Wilmot  S. 
Holmes,  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Lexington,  is  giving  this  mission 
three  evening  services  each  month,  and  the  Archdeacon  gives  them 
a  morning  service  with  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  on  the 
third  Sundays. 
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In  my  report  to  the  1924  Convention,  reference  was  made  to  the 
fact  that  material  was  being  placed  on  the  ground  for  the  erection 
of  a  handsome  brick  church  in  Cooleemee.  It  affords  me  much 
pleasure  to  announce  that  the  work  has  been  completed.  The  old 
frame  church  was  carefully  dismantled,  and  all  available  material 
used  in  the  construction  of  a  nine-room  rectory  of  the  bungalow 
type  on  the  same  lot,  which  is  equipped  with  all  modern  conven- 
iences. The  aggregate  cost  of  these  buildings  was  $18,000,  and  there 
is  not  a  more  beautiful  or  substantial  mission  plant  in  the  Diocese. 

You  will  no  doubt  be  interested  in  knowing  that  this  notable  ad- 
vance in  the  work  of  the  Church  in  that  section  has  come  about 
as  the  result  of  prayer,  earnest  effort  and  self-sacrifice  on  the  part 
of  the  congregation,  coupled  with  the  generous  assistance  of  that 
splendid  and  devoted  son  of  the  Church,  Mr.  William  A.  Erwin. 

Work  on  the  new  stone  church  at  Spray,  which  has  been  more 
or  less  delayed  because  of  the  shortage  of  funds,  is  forging  ahead, 
and  will  probably  be  completed  before  the  close  of  the  year.  Mr. 
Gordon  and  his  faithful  little  flock  are  laboring  heroically  to  pro- 
vide a  place  of  worship  commensurate  with  the  growing  needs  of 
the  work,  and  are  relying  for  help  upon  the  prayers  and  generosity 
of  our  church  folk  throughout  the  Diocese. 

CLERICAL  CHANGES 

On  November  1st  the  Rev.  John  H.  Crosby  relinquished  the  work 
at  Hamlet  and  Laurinburg,  and  these  missions  are  being  served 
temporarily  by  the  Rev.  Howard  S.  Hartzell,  Rector  of  Messiah 
Church,  Rockingham. 

On  the  same  date  above  mentioned,  the  Rev.  William  J.  Wright, 
who  for  the  past  year  or  so  has  had  charge  of  the  Mount  Airy 
group  of  missions,  removed  to  Virginia,  and  the  Rev.  Kenneth  L. 
Houlder  of  St.  Paul's  and  St.  Peter's,  Salisbury,  removed  to  the 
Diocese  of  West  Texas.  These  fields  are  being  supplied  by  the 
Archdeacon  until  suitable  workers  can  be  found. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  continued  progress  in  our  Sunday 
school  work,  which  is  due  largely  to  the  painstaking  efforts  of  our 
very  efficient  Field  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  Scovil. 

PREACHING  MISSIONS 

Some  six  or  eight  preaching  missions  were  held  by  the  .Bishop 
Coadjutor,  the  Archdeacon  and  others  of  the  clergy  during  the 
year,  all  of  which  were  well  attended  and  did  much  for  the  spiritual 
quickening  of  our  people. 
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In  summing  up  the  manifold  blessings  which  have  come  to  us 
as  a  Church  through  the  medium  of  the  Nationwide  Campaign,  we 
are  profoundly  thankful  that  in  keeping  with  one  of  the  express 
objects  of  this  great  movement,  we  have  endeavored  so  far  as 
possible,  to  increase  the  stipends  of  our  missionary  clergy,  and 
thereby  enable  them  to  perform  their  duties  with  efficiency  and 
self-respect. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  that  an  effort  is  being  made  to  keep 
the  mission  property  of  the  Convocation  in  proper  repair,  and  in- 
sured against  loss  by  fire. 

The  pension  assessments  of  the  clergy  were  paid  in  full  for  the 
year.

REPORT  OF  ARCHDEACON  OF  THE  CONVOCATION 
OF  RALEIGH 


Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God  and  Brethren  of  the  Convention: 

During  the  year  1924  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Convocation  of 
Raleigh  has  traveled  12,125  miles  by  train  and  car.  He  has  preached 
141  times  and  had  51  conferences  with  congregations  or  vestries  in 
the  effort  to  further  the  work  of  the  Church.  He  has  baptized  two 
infants  and  three  adults;  has  presented  three  persons  to  the  Bishop 
for  confirmation,  officiated  at  one  wedding,  conducted  one  funeral 
and  assisted  at  three  other  funerals. 

The  travel,  office  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Archdeacon  for 
the  year  just  closed  have  been  $313  12.  The  offerings  at  the  various 
services  have  amounted  to  $347.78. 
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The  Archdeacon  reported  a  balance  from  last  year  of  $339.14. 
He  has  collected  during  the  present  year  from  church  schools, 
auxiliaries  and  individuals  $533.26,  making  a  total  of  $872.40.

St.  Stephens,  Duke,  is  completing  a  handsome  brick  rectory, 
which  we  hope  to  have  occupied  before  the  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion. Good  Shepherd,  Rocky  Mount,  and  St.  Timothy's  Wilson,  are 
finishing  new  parish  houses.  Trinity,  Scotland  Neck,  is  rebuilding 
the  church  burned  just  before  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convocation. 
Mr.  William  A.  Erwin  has  given  a  handsome  new  church  at  Chapel 
Hill  as  a  memorial  to  his  grandfather.  This  church,  when  com- 
pleted, will  be  one  of  the  handsomest  in  the  State  and  is  expected 
to  be  ready  for  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  May.  St.  Saviour's, 
Raleigh,  has  completed  a  very  beautiful  stone  rectory;  and  repairs 
and  improvements  on  other  church  property  in  the  Convocation 
show  evidence  of  marked  material  improvements  and  prosperity. 

The  people  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Sanford,  hope  to  begin  work 
on  their  new  church  during  the  current  year.  There  are  choice 
building  lots,  fully  paid  for  at  Wendell,  Wake  Forest  and  Franklin- 
ton,  where  churches  should  be  erected  at  once  if  the  opportunity  is 
not  to  be  lost  for  growth  and  development  in  these  towns. 

The  Archdeacon  has  tried  to  supply  services  at  all  parishes  and 
missions  in  the  Convocation  which  were  without  regular  ministra- 
tions, and  has  also  conducted  services  at  Wendell,  Franklinton  and 
Wake  Forest. 

The  changes  in  the  fields  of  work  and  loss  or  gain  of  clergy  are 
given  in  detail  in  the  address  of  the  Bishop  and  need  not  be  re- 
peated here.  The  Louisburg,  Duke,  Macclesfield  and  Roxboro  fields 
are  vacant,  or  soon  to  become  so,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to 
secure  clergymen  for  these  important  places.  The  need  of  workers 
is  the  most  serious  obstacle  that  faces  the  Archdeacon  in  the 
prosecution  of  his  task. 

The  year  just  closed  has  brought  many  blessings  to  our  work 
for  which  we  thank  God  and  take  courage  to  go  forward  to  the 
accomplishment  of  greater  things  in.  His  name  during  the  present
